NUMBERS SOAR 
FOR PENNSYLVANIA 
STALLIONS 


P ennsylvania is the only 
major breeding state in 
the country in which pro¬ 
duction figures are rising. And 
it’s happening at a dramatic rate. 

Although Jockey Club num¬ 
bers are incomplete, the data 
so far indicates a 29.8 per¬ 
cent increase in the number of 
Pennsylvania-sired foals born 
in 2009, as compared to 2008. 

A reported 1,405 mares cov¬ 
ered in Pennsylvania in 2008 
produced 692 live foals this 
year; the live foal figure for 
2008 was 533. 

Pennsylvania ranks 10 th on 
the list of North American 
jurisdictions by number of 
mares bred in 2008, just ahead 
of Maryland. In 2008, Maryland 
stallions covered 1,214 mares 
who produced 664 live foals in 
2009; the number of live foals 
fell 18.1 percent from 2008, 
when 811 Maryland-sired foals 
were reported. 

Pennsylvania and Maryland 
are the only two Mid-Atlantic 
states in which stallions cov¬ 
ered 1,000 or more mares in 


2008. Figures for the other 
Mid-Atlantic states are: West 
Virginia (895/408), New Jersey 
(278/138), South Carolina 
(138/60), Virginia (131/52), 
North Carolina (45/18) and 
Delaware (7/5). 

In all, The Jockey Club 
reported that 3,439 stallions 
covered 56,901 mares in 
North America during 2008, 
based upon statistics compiled 
through September 9. These 
matings have resulted in 31,727 
live foals of 2009 being report¬ 
ed to The Jockey Club. 

As in past years, The Jockey 
Club estimates that the report¬ 
ing of live foals, as of early 
September, was approximately 
90 percent complete. The 
reporting of live foals of 2009 
is down 8.2 percent from last 
year at that time when The 
Jockey Club had received reports 
for 34,561 live foals of 2008.

• What are the physical 
characteristics of the facil¬ 
ity, including barns, pastures 
and shelters? 

• Will the facility provide 
routine and emergency vet, 
dental and farrier needs? 

• How will my horse be 
used? 

• What is the facility’s pol¬ 
icy on breeding and use? 

“Asking a potential facil¬ 
ity these types of questions 
can help prevent your horse 
from becoming neglected, 
abused and unwanted,” said 
Ericka Caslin, director of 
the UHC.

O cean Downs, a harness 
facility owned and oper¬ 
ated by Delaware Park 
owner William M. Rickman Jr., 
is set to become Maryland’s 
first slots site. 

On September 23, the 
state’s Video Lottery Facility 
Location Commission voted 
unanimously to approve its 
license, allowing for 800 slot 
machines at the track located 
in Worcester County, just out¬ 
side of the resort town of 
Ocean City. 

Rickman announced plans 
to seek a building permit to 
renovate a 34,000 square-foot 
facility to house the video lot¬ 
tery terminals (VLTs). The 
site is expected to open next 
spring. 

Worcester County is one of 
five locations specified in the 
slots legislation that became 
law following a statewide ref¬ 
erendum in November 2008. 
The law allows for a combined 
total of up 15,000 VLTs. 

Other locations are Balti¬ 
more City, and Anne Arundel, 
Cecil and Allegany Counties. 

Only two race tracks — Ocean 
Downs and Laurel Park—are 
eligible to become slots sites. 

Laurel Park, in Anne 
Arundel County, was knocked 
out of bidding for the license 
when it failed to submit the 
required application fee last 
February. Laurel’s owner, 
Magna Entertainment Corp., 
has so far been unsuccess¬ 
ful while bathing the issue in 
court. 

But Laurel could be back in 
the running if the Video 
Lottery Facility Location Com¬ 
mission is forced to reopen the 
application process for the 
Anne Arundel County site. The 
other entity seeking to build a 
slots facility in Anne Arundel 


County is Baltimore-based 
Cordish Companies, which has 
failed to secure zoning approv¬ 
al for its proposed major casino 
complex with 4,750 slot 
machines near Arundel Mills 
MaH. 

Plans for the Baltimore City 
site are moving forward, and 
could include as many as 3,750 
terminals - far expanded from 
Baltimore City Entertainment 


Group’s original proposal for 
500 VLTs. 

Penn National Gaming also 
appears to be on track with 
its bid for the Cecil County 
license in Perryville, less than 
30 miles south of the Delaware 
line off of 1-95. 

No plans are currently 
underway for the Rocky Gap 
site in Allegany County.

MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 



E arly on the morning of July 
31,2009, Gertrude Levi ton 
received a phone call from 
Adrian Rolls, longtime assistant 
to trainer Graham Motion. Rolls 
called to deliver the happy news 
that 21-year-old Gala Spinaway, 
owned throughout his racing 
career by Leviton and her hus¬ 
band, Leonard (Skip) Leviton, 
was returning to Motion's barn 
at Fair Hill Training Center. 

At long last, the circle was 
complete. Anita Motion had 
spent 14 years trying to locate 
the horse who had meant so 
much, both professionally and 
personally, to herself and her 
husband. 

Gala Spinaway played a 
major role in launching the 
career of Graham Motion, who 
now ranks among the nation's 
top trainers. 

As a young employee of 
Hall of Fame trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard, Motion had traveled 
the world as groom to the great 
steeplechaser Flatterer. 

When Motion turned 
his attention to flat racing in 
1991, Maryland-based trainer 
Carlos Garcia recommended 
that Motion approach legend¬ 
ary conditioner Bernie Bond at 
Pimlico. Bond was then in the 
market for a new right-hand 
man—as the infamous Gala 
Spinaway had severely injured 
his longtime assistant, Earl 
Begley Sr., prompting Begley's 
retirement. 

Graham served as assis¬ 
tant trainer and was Bond's 
appointed successor upon his 
retirement in early 1993. (Bond 
died a few weeks after turn¬ 
ing over the stable to Motion.) 
The Levitons were among 
several owners who elected to 
keep their horses in training 
with Motion. By then. Gala 
Spinaway was a star of the sta¬ 
ble, as a multiple stakes winner 



and champion Maryland-bred 
3-year-old male of 1991. 

Still, the bay son of Star 
Choice out of the Fast Hilarious 
mare Spinnaker Sal “was just so 
evil,” according to Anita. 

Bred by Nancy Leonard, 
Gala Spinaway was on winter 
layup at his birthplace, Glade 
Valley Farm s in Frederick, when 
Anita Motion first encountered 
him back in 1992. 

Then working for Katy 
Voss at Chanceland Farm, 
Motion would finish up there 
each morning, and then drive 
to Glade Valley to get on Gala 
Spinaway. His wicked reputa¬ 
tion preceded him, but he had 
an aura about him, according 
to Motion. 

“My hope was that I 
wouldn't be intimidated by 
him,” she said. “I thought that 
going out every day to leg him 
up was a chance to get to know 
him and wipe clean his history 
of being such a rogue.” 

Anita Motion's strategy 
worked, and the pair formed 
a solid partnership, but it was 
never easy. 

“He was getting ready to 
make his first start for us,” 
Motion recalled. “I'd breezed 
him the week before and gone 


way too slow. He needed his 
six-month gate card. I was 
so unprepared for what was 
unleashed when they opened 
the gate. I was used to look¬ 
ing so pretty on him and just 
posing along. What a sight I 
must have been, fishing to get 
my reins and stirrup back after 
almost getting thrown out the 
back door. After his first start 
he grew horns and got stronger 
and more of a challenge-but I 
was up for that.” 

In his second race for 
Graham Motion, Gala Spina¬ 
way triumphed in the Chase 
Me Stakes at Laurel, notching 
Motion's first stakes score. He 
followed up a month later with 
a victory in Pimlico's Polynesian 
Handicap-G3. 

In all, Gala Spinaway made 
11 starts for them, winning 
three stakes and placing in 
three others. After 41 lifetime 
starts, he was retired in March 
1994 after fracturing a pas¬ 
tern bone in a morning gal¬ 
lop. With a record of 15-10-2 
and $691,867 in earnings, he 
headed back to Glade Valley to 
begin a stud career. 

But it was not to be, as he 
showed tittle interest in mares. 
It was believed later that he 


suffered a testicular hernia in a 
paddock accident, and he was 
ultimately gelded. 

In 1995, the Levitons 
decided that no one could give 
their star a better home than 
Anita Motion. Busy with her 
husband’s burgeoning training 
business, Motion leased the 
horse to a young dressage rider 
with the stipulation that he be 
returned if the girl could no 
longer care for him. 

Contact was maintained for 
| a time but eventually Anita’s 
j phone calls weren't returned, 
| and the trail went dead. 
Undaunted, she doggedly con¬ 
tinued to try to track down her 
horse. Over the years, periodic 
messages would arrive from 
people who had seen Gala 
Spinaway or had known of his 
whereabouts, but those also 
dwindled and disappeared. 

Then this past July, a series 
of e-mails revealed that Gala 
Spinaway had been living in 
Connecticut for the past nine 
years, with a devoted owner 
named Connie Whitmer. 
Elated, Anita got in touch and 
explained her saga. Whitmer 
was looking for the best pos¬ 
sible retirement home for the 
gelding, and she quickly agreed 
that his rightful place was back 
with the Motions. 

Home now at Fair Hill, 
Gala Spinaway is still alarm¬ 
ingly spry and sharp. As Anita 
Motion said, “Right now he’s 
still on his toes and is boing- 
ing around—it's still that relent¬ 
less energy he's always had. I’m 
hoping hell chill out and act 
tike a normal 21-year-old. We 
just want to settle into a routine 
with him, the kids [daughter 
Jane and son Chappy] and their 
pony. My dream is for us to all 
go riding together. Nice, peace¬ 
ful, leisurely rides.”

IN MEMORIAM 



DORIS RILEY 

Doris A. Riley, a member of 
Maryland’s racing community 
for more than a half-century, 
died on September 20 at the 
age of 79. 

A former resident of Laurel, 
Ms. Riley retired to Camp Hill, 
Pa., in 2003 to be with her 
daughter and grandchildren. 

Raised on a farm in Illinois, 
Ms. Riley broke horses for 
neighbors as a young child, and 
rode in races at county fairs. 
She settled in Maryland in the 
1950s, after the advent of year- 
round racing, and became one 
of the state’s most sought-after 
freelance exercise riders. 


Between 1957 and 1961, 
Ms. Riley rode four winners 
of the Powder Puff Preakness, 
an exhibition race for women 
riders then run annually on 
Preakness day at Pimlico. 
However, a near-fatal spill in 
1963 kept her from a potential 
career as a jockey when that 
line of work opened to women 
a year later. 

Though the accident at 
Pimlico left her partially blind 
and with some paralysis, Ms. 
Riley overcame the medical 
profession’s dire predictions 
and returned to galloping horses 
in 1966. She maintained a career 
as an exercise rider until age 60, 
and worked as a pony girl for 
trainer Rodger Gill until she 
was 65. At that point, in 1995, 
she became a hotwalker for 
Laurel Park-based trainer Ferris 
Allen. She continued to work in 
that capacity until her retire¬ 
ment six years ago. 

“Horses just behaved for 
her,” said Mr. Allen. “You’d 
take the roughest horse in the 
barn and give him to Doris, 
and he’d go to sleep when she 
walked him. She was quite the 
horsewoman.” 


Ms. Riley taught herself to 
sew while convalescing from 
her accident and made a name 
for herself with “Horse and 
People Sewing”-a business 
that provided silks, saddle tow¬ 
els, alterations and other items. 

“She was a seamstress to 
everyone,” recalled Mr. Allen. 
“People would stop by our 
barn on a daily basis to pick 
up items that Doris made for 
them. Her work is still all over 
the race track.” 

A few years ago, Ms. Riley 
published an autobiography, 
The Life of Riley: A Farm Girl 
and Race Horse Rider (RoseDog 
Books). 

LEW RUTTENBERG 

Lewis (Lew) Ruttenberg, a 
longtime owner/trainer in 
his native Maryland, died on 
September 7. He was 85. 

His primary business was 
operating mini-storages in the 
Baltimore area, but racing was 
Mr. Ruttenberg’s lifelong avo¬ 
cation. He grew up attending 
races with his mother at Pim¬ 
lico, near their family home in 



Baltimore City, and bought his 
first runner in the 1950s. 

For many years Mr. Rutten¬ 
berg maintained an active 
claiming stable, with many of 
his horses owned in partner¬ 
ship with Ben Pumpian. Mr. 
Pumpian, who now makes his 
home in Florida, was also a 
partner in the warehouse busi¬ 
ness. 

“Lew was the world’s most 
unforgettable character,” said 
Mr. Pumpian. “He had such 
personality, and he was the 
most honest and opinionated 
person you could meet.” 

Although Mr. Ruttenberg 
had scaled back his horse activ¬ 
ities, he continued to work until 
the day he died, said his daugh¬ 
ter Ellen Campana. 

BARRY SASSER 

Barry Sasser, 56, a former East 
Coast-based jockey and Mary¬ 
land farm manager, died on 
August 19. 

As a rider, Mr. Sasser regis¬ 
tered more than 1,000 victories 
during a career that spanned 
the years 1974 to 1986. He rode 
regularly for such top Maryland 
trainers as King T. Leather- 
bury, Grover G. (Bud) Delp, 
Richard E. Dutrow and John J. 
Tammaro Jr. 

Later, Mr. Sasser spent many 
years as the manager of Liberty 
Hill Farm in Mt. Airy, Md., a 
breeding establishment belong¬ 
ing to the late Elliott Kessler 
and his wife, Lucy Kessler. 

Mr. Sasser left that job 
about a dozen years ago and 
most recently made his home 
in Florida.

Real-life lessons 
in what former 
race horses can 
accomplish 


O ne of the best feel-good stories to come out of the Mid- 
Atlantic region in recent months is the Retired Racehorse 
Training Symposium held on October 4 at the Maryland 
Therapeutic Riding Center in Crowns ville, Md. 

A sell-out crowd, reportedly consisting of 350 people from 10 
states, attended the event, unhindered by the admission fee of $25 
($5 of which went to Maryland Therapeutic Riding). 

“The demand for knowledge about how to train these horses 
after a racing career surpassed our expectations,” commented 
Steuart Pittman, the sport horse trainer and Maryland Horse 
Council president who came up for the idea for the event, which 
he conducted. 

Pittman's role model for an ex-race horse gone on glory in a 
new career is his handsome 14-year-old chestnut stallion whom he 
calls Willy. Registered with The Jockey Club as Boy Done Good, 
the son of the late Maryland sire Salutely made a mockery of that 
name as a race horse, leaving the track as a maiden after five starts. 
But re-outfitted as Salute the Truth, the Maryland-bred has proven 
himself at advanced levels in the three-day eventing world, distin¬ 
guished himself on the hunt field, and sired some talented show 
competitors (with his oldest offspring a small crop of 8-year-olds, 
that aspect of his life is a story waiting to fully emerge). 

This was Pittman's first venture with the Retired Racehorse 
Training Symposium, and he sees immense possibilities for its 
future. “Requests for similar events have come in from all over 
America, and we are already working on expanding the format,” he 
said. A national tour could be in the works for 2010. 

The format this year consisted of three parts. Local rescue/ 
retraining groups brought ex-race horses who were available for 
adoption. Riders from each organization “shared their training 
methods and showed that young horses off the track are intel¬ 
ligent and eager to learn, even in an arena filled with a large crowd, 
video cameras, loudspeakers and a course of colorful show jumps,” 
according to an event spokesperson. 

Next, five riders worked with horses in their first year off the 
track. As event organizers reported: “These 3 to 5-year-old horses 
were all farther along in their training than most horses who are 
bred for non-racing careers. The reason for their quick progress, 
Pittman suggested, was the education that they received as race 
horses.” 

The final phase of the program featured horses whose post¬ 
racing careers have “changed the lives of their owners,” including 
Salute the Truth. Maryland Therapeutic Riding came away with 
$2,400 to help fund its programs, and a lot of people left with a 
new outlook on one of the racing industry's most troubling issues.

CANTER-Mid Atlantic (CMA) states that it has not “dis¬ 
banded its program” as reported in the September Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred . 

“There are currently 15 horses in the CMA program either in 
rehab or training,” wrote a CMA representative. “Eight of these 
horses are listed ‘ready for sale/adoption' on the CMA Web site. 
Because cash donations are down, CMA has temporarily stopped 
taking in additional ex-race horses until the 15 horses currently in 
the program (their care is covered by the current donations) are 
rehabilitated, retrained and re-homed or cash donations improve. 
In the meantime, CMA remains an active participant in moving 
ex-race horses into second careers through its free sales fisting 
service. Volunteers continue to visit regional race tracks to meet 
with trainers and owners of race horses who are ready to move on

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Where dreams are real 

David andJoAnn Hayden have created one 
unlikely success after another at their 
Dark Hollow Farm in Maryland.

A fledgling breeder isn’t 
supposed to take three 
weanlings to his first 
sale at Keeneland and come 
home with nearly a half-million 
dollars in his pocket. But David 
Hayden did. 

Nor is a breeder supposed 
to claim a mare for $11,500, 
watch her break down in her 
first race back, but then have 
her produce one of the top 
female sprinters of all time. 
Hayden and his wife, JoAnn, 
experienced that two decades 
ago with their mare Safely 
Home and her daughter Safely 
Kept. 

The Haydens’ long, improb¬ 
able and ongoing success story 
is full of events to which the 
only appropriate response is, 
“That’s not supposed to hap¬ 
pen!” But with persistence and 
hard work, the Haydens, own¬ 
ers of Dark Hollow Farm in 
Upperco, Md., have risen from 
humble beginnings to become 
top breeders, producing valu¬ 
able, first-class sales horses year 
after year. 

“We didn’t have anything 
when we started—no family 
money, no background in the 
sport, nothing,” JoAnn Hayden 
says. “We’ve worked really 
hard, but we owe everything to 
the horses. That’s why we take 
such good care of them.” 

David, 66, and JoAnn, 62, 
who have been married for 42 


years, experienced yet another 
“That’s not supposed to hap¬ 
pen!” moment this past June 
when they exhibited both the 
grand and reserve champions 
at the 75th annual Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association 
Yearling Show judged by stellar 
bloodstock agent Buzz Chace. 
Only once before in the event’s 
history had an owner taken 
home the top two trophies in 
the same year. 

“It was a huge deal for 
me. I was over the top about 
it,” says JoAnn Hayden, who 
retired from teaching elemen¬ 
tary school a decade ago to 
help run Dark Hollow. 

The yearling show grand 
champion (who, like the reserve 
champion, is an offspring of 
red-hot sire Malibu Moon) sold 
for $400,000 at Keeneland’s 
September Yearling sale-quite 
a feat for an auction where 
many breeders took a blood 
bath. The colt’s dam, Kinlin (by 


Unbridled), is as yet unproven 
as a producer, but has the cre¬ 
dentials as a half-sister to mul¬ 
tiple graded winner Dubleo, 
from the family of champion 
Rubiano and 2008 leading 
freshman sire Tapit. 

That the Haydens continue 
to survive and even thrive in 
this economic climate is per¬ 
haps their ultimate “That’s not 
supposed to happen!” develop¬ 
ment. 

“It’s not easy right now, no 
question,” says David, who 
serves many horse-related 
accounts with his original busi¬ 
ness, David Hayden Advertis¬ 
ing. “Will the market ever 
bounce back to where it was? 
No one knows. But $400,000, 
in this market, that’s fine. We’ll 
gladly take that. Through the 
years we have developed a lot 
of good relationships and a 
good track record. When you’re 
at a sale and you overhear an 
agent telling a potential buyer, 


‘These people breed race hors¬ 
es,’ you feel good. Hopefully it 
can keep us going.” 

Dark Hollow, originally 
just five acres, now includes 
almost 170 acres on two dif¬ 
ferent properties in northern 
Baltimore County. David and 
JoAnn Hayden share the task 
of running the farm and over¬ 
seeing the breeding program. 
David Hayden handles the 
breeding decisions and sales 
transactions. 

JoAnn Hayden oversees the 
care of the horses with the help 
of seven full-time employees, 
including farm manager John 
Foster and his assistant, Jenni¬ 
fer Parsons, and David Richard¬ 
son, the farm’s office manager, 
who also manages Hayden’s 
advertising agency from its 
headquarters located atop one 
of the barns. 

The heart of the Haydens’ 
program is the 15 broodmares 
they own either by themselves 
or in partnership with clients 
and friends, their band includ¬ 
ing stalwarts such as Kinlin 
and Group 1 producer Delta 
Danielle. 

“A good portion” of the 
mares, David says, are bred to 
Kentucky stallions every year 
and then returned to Maryland 
to deliver their foals at Dark 
Hollow. The farm’s horse pop¬ 
ulation fluctuates between 40 
and 60. Most of the young-

sters are sold at Keeneland or 
Timonium. 

“It’s a passion, our passion. 
Once it gets into your blood, 
it’s hard to get out,” says David 
Hayden. 

The Haydens grew up in 
modest circumstances, in fami¬ 
lies that lived in row houses in 
Edmondson Village, a West 
Baltimore neighborhood. Tak¬ 
ing a liking to show horses as a 
young man, David painted 
fences and cut grass to pay for 
his riding time at a nearby sta¬ 
ble. After graduating from the 
Maryland Institute College of 
Art, he went to work at an 
advertising agency while JoAnn 
started teaching. 

“We got married on a shoe¬ 
string and didn’t own a TV set,” 
David Hayden says. 

They bought a couple of 
horses to ride and were board¬ 
ing them with their farrier 
when David started his own 
advertising agency and began 
to make more money. Then he 
experienced an epiphany while 


watching the 1973 Belmont 
Stakes on television. 

“As Secretariat ran away 
from the field, I thought to 
myself, Wow, I want one of 
those,’” he recalls. “That’s how 
naive I was—I thought horses 
like that came along routinely 
enough that you could go get 
one. So we started claiming 
and racing horses in Maryland. 
It was exciting. Once we got 
going, there was no going back 
to the show horse world.” 

In 1976, the Haydens 
bought their first race horse, 
Great Grandma Rose, and she 
became their first winner. By 
then they were already living 
at an early version of Dark 
Hollow Farm, where they set 
up shop with their show horses 
in the early 1970s. 

Still the race horse opera¬ 
tion brought a marked change 
of pace. “Those days proved 
to be a great education for 
us,” JoAnn Hayden recalls. 
“We took care of everything 
while we worked two jobs. I 
was teaching; David was doing 


advertising. We took care of 
the horses ourselves, with no 
help. You learn quickly. We 
did the fencing. David dug the 
post holes. My uncle and father 
built an addition to the barn. 
Help was a luxury we couldn’t 
afford. You got up early, fed the 
horses, mucked the stalls, went 
to work, came home, exercised 
the horses. On the weekends 
we went fall tilt.” 

Playing the claiming game 
on a modest level, the Haydens 
frequented the winner’s circle 
in the 1970s and early 1980s, 
but then David Hayden experi¬ 
enced another epiphany when 
he saw a claiming mare he had 
lost for $6,000 sell for $160,000 
at a sale at Keeneland. 

“It was like, Whoa, what is 
happening here? Maybe I need 
to try doing this differently,’” 
he says. 

He started focusing on 
breeding rather than racing, 
picking up fillies with residual 
value as broodmares. 

“Over the years we’ve 
knocked the ball out of the 


park on mares we didn’t pay 
much money for,” David Hay¬ 
den says. 

They started out selling 
their horses mosdy locally, 
and by 1992 their program 
was far enough along for 
them to take three weanlings 
to the Keeneland November 
sale. It was their first foray to 
Kentucky. David’s friends told 
him he was nuts. He was an 
ad guy from Baltimore. His 
wife taught school. Keeneland 
wasn’t for people like them. 

The three weanlings sold for 
a combined $482,000. The trio 
consisted of Safely Kept’s half- 
sister by Dayjur named Sum¬ 
mer Saga (sold for $330,000); a 
Forty Niner colt, Nine Innings, 
out of Safely Kept’s half-sister 
Safe At the Plate ($100,000); 
and a Devil’s Bag colt, The 
Devil’s Wonder, out of Joanie’s 
Princess ($52,000). 

Actually, Dark Hollow Farm 
had already sealed a national 
reputation when those horses 
stepped onto the grounds at 
Keeneland. 
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Run-in shed at Safely Home reflects the ultimate in customized 
design (above), its interior (right) contains seven stalls. 



A dozen years earlier, 
at now-defunct Bowie race 
course, David and JoAnn Hay¬ 
den had claimed Safely Home 
(by the obscure stallion Win¬ 
ning Hit). She appealed to them 
because of her hard-hitting 
race record—41 wins or plac- 
ings in 73 career starts. 

They bred Safely Home to 
the stalwart Maryland stallion 
Horatius for a $2,000 fee in 
1985, and the resulting foal, 
the muscular Safely Kept, 
exhibited brilliant speed early 
in her 2-year-old season. The 
Haydens sold her in the midst 
of her juvenile campaign for 
$300,000 to Barry Weisbord, 
the New Jersey racing entre¬ 
preneur, and several partners, 
and she went on to win a career 
total of 22 stakes. 

Runner-up in the $1 mil¬ 
lion 1989 Breeders’ Cup Sprint 
Stakes-Gl after being caught at 
the wire by Dancing Spree, she 
earned an Eclipse Award that 
season as the nation’s cham¬ 
pion sprinter. The next year, 


at age 4, she came back to win 
the Breeders’ Cup Sprint in a 
spectacular stretch duel with 
European champion Dayjur. 
The first sprinter ever to sur¬ 
pass $2 million in earnings. 
Safely Kept continues to rank 
as the leading Maryland-bred 
female money-earner, with 
$2,194,206. 

“Her success was the most 
important thing that ever hap¬ 
pened to us as breeders,” David 
Hayden says. “It gave us cred¬ 
ibility and laid the groundwork 
for everything that has fol¬ 
lowed.” 

With Safely Home as their 
anchor mare, the Haydens 
expanded their program and 
started turning up at Keeneland 
and Timonium almost every 
year with attractive horses who 
sold well and went on to per¬ 
form well at the races. 

“From the horse show 
world we always had a sense 
of conformation,” JoAnn Hay¬ 
den says. “Before we knew 
pedigree, we knew that pretty 


and athletic sells. If it looks 
attractive, it’s appealing. If you 
look at all of our broodmares, 
they’re beautiful specimens. It’s 
not that you can’t fall in love 
with horses that are unattract¬ 
ive, but we just gravitate toward 
big, attractive horses.” 

Through the 1980s and 
’90s, the Haydens had gradually 
expanded Dark Hollow, buying 
up surrounding land until the 
property consisted of about 
70 acres enhanced by a barn, 
free walker and pastures as well 
as the Haydens’ home. Then, 
a decade ago, when JoAnn 
retired and became more 
involved, they purchased 75 
acres of undulating fields some 
four miles away and put up new 


barns, sheds and pastures. Now 
a showplace facility, with an 
additional 18 leased acres, the 
new division of Dark Hollow is 
known as Safely Home. 

JoAnn Hayden supervises 
the day-to-day operation of 
both facilities. 

“JoAnn’s passion is a lot 
more hands-on than mine,” 
David Hayden says. “Her atten¬ 
tion to detail when it comes to 
horses is unparalleled. I like 
to say she could see a gnat on 
an elephant’s butt from three 
miles away.” 

Horses shuttle between the 
two sites, although foaling and 
sales prep is concentrated at 
the main farm. Young horses 
mostly live outside as they

mature into sales prospects, 
spending time in the free walk¬ 
er, learning to have hose water 
sprayed on them and dining on 
quality feed. 

“From day one, we have 
fed all of our horses Omolene 
200 and alfalfa hay,” says David 
Hayden. “People ask us —‘Try 
this and try that. 5 We don't see 
any reason to change. It works 
for us.” 

“We take care of these 
horses better than I take care 
of my children,” says Parsons, 
who has worked at Dark Hol¬ 
low for a decade. 

Foster says, “They're all 
treated the same here, get the 
same feed, the same supple¬ 
ments, whether they're a top 
seller or not. All horses should 
be given an equal chance to 
show their best. That is what 
David and Jo Ann want. We sell 
what we raise. David and Jo Ann 
don't run a volume operation. 
They want to make sure every 
horse gets the individual atten¬ 
tion it needs.” 

Dark Hollow has produced 
enough successful horses to 
fill any breeder's scrapbook. 
Although Safely Kept remains 
its greatest triumph, the 
Haydens have bred (on their 
own and in partnership) and/ 
or raised nearly a dozen graded 
stakes winners, including: 

• Our New Recruit (by 
Alphabet Soup), winner of 
the 2004 $2 million Golden 
Shaheen-Gl in Dubai who was 
in utero when the Haydens 
advised Maryland owner Tom 
Graul on the purchase of his 
dam, Delta Danielle (by Lord 
Avie), for $40,000 at the 1999 
Keeneland January sale. The 
Haydens added the mare to 
their broodmare band in 2002 
when Graul got out of the 
horse business. 

♦ Partner's Hero (by Danzig), 
a speedy half-brother to Safely 
Kept who won the Kentucky 
Cup Sprint-G2, four other 
stakes races and more than 
$500,000 in the late 1990s and 
is now at stud in Pennsylvania. 
Parmer's Hero’s top two run¬ 
ners are millionaire Heros 
Reward, winner of numerous 
Maryland-bred champion¬ 
ship titles and his home state's 
Horse of the Year in 2007, 
and champion Maryland-bred 
3-year-old New York Hero, 


winner of the 2003 Lane's End 
Stakes-G2, bred by the Haydens 
and William Beats on. 

• Ready's Image, who ranked 
as the nation's top 2-year-old 
through the summer of 2007 
while leading the charge for 
young sire More Than Ready. 
A standout from his earliest 
days, Ready's Image won his 
class at the MHBA Yearling 
Show judged by trainer Tim 
Ritchey and was sold by the 
Haydens for $410,000 at the 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale. His Malibu Moon half- 
sister (out of Clever Phrase, 
by Clever Trick) was the 2009 
MHBA Yearling Show reserve 
champion. 

The champion Maryland- 
bred 2-year-old male of 2007, 
Ready's Image—now at stud in 
Kentucky—also helped David 
Hayden hit a home run as an 
original shareholder in More 
Than Ready. Although he no 
longer participates in that 
arena, Hayden has had remark¬ 
able success buying and selling 
shares in Kentucky stallions. 
Another of his success stories 
involves Dixie Union. 

The parade of horses 
coming out of Dark Hollow 
includes 29 stakes winners and 
40 additional stakes-placed 
runners. 

“Our horses go to some of 
the top trainers in the country, 
which really helps our program 
because it gives them a legiti¬ 
mate shot,” David Hayden says. 
“Todd Pletcher has purchased 
five from us, and four of those 
are graded stakes-placed and 
three are graded stakes winners. 
It's really nice when people 
come back to you. In 2008 we 
sold four down at Keeneland, 
and all four were bought by 
people who had purchased 
foals out of those same mares 
the previous year, so they were 
all repeat customers.” 

While the big-name horses 
fuel their livelihood, the Hay¬ 
dens seemingly get just as 
much pleasure from the suc¬ 
cess of some of their lesser- 
known youngsters, such as a 
current 2-year-old named Work 
for a Cure. 

As a weanling, Work for a 
Cure (by Oratory), a half-broth¬ 
er to Our New Recruit, acciden¬ 
tally flipped over and suffered 
nerve damage. A veterinarian

said he probably was blind in 
one eye. The Haydens brought 
in an acupuncturist to stimulate 
his nerves as fluid was drained 
from his hocks. Treated no dif¬ 
ferently than the farm's healthy 
horses, he received time on the 
free walker as he matured, and 
when he was evaluated before 
going to sale, he performed 
well on an obstacle course. He 
sold for $8,000, even though 
the Haydens warned potential 
buyers about his questionable 
vision. 

“The buyer, John Salzman 
Sr., said, ‘He doesn't run with 
his eyes, he runs with his heart 
and legs,'" JoAnn Hayden says. 

Work for a Cure has already 
broken his maiden and placed 
in the Continental Mile at 
Monmouth Park. 

“You can't jump to con¬ 
clusions," says JoAnn Hayden. 
“You hope with pedigree and 
conformation that you're going 
to have a superstar, but you 
have to look at what you have. 
We just look at each individual 
and see where they are and try 
to take them to their highest 
potential, whatever that's going 
to be. We deal every day with 


the little things. We take the 
horses' temperatures every day, 
so we're on top of anything 
that develops. Steve Bright, 
our farrier, comes every two 
weeks, not every two months, 
to watch them walk and make 
subtle corrections. The babies 
are mudded three times a week. 
Little things like that, done on 
a daily basis, make a significant 
difference down the road." 

Of the 18 yearlings the Hay¬ 
dens sold in 2008,17 are named 
and 13 have started racing, 
according to JoAnn Hayden. 
Six have won, four others have 
placed, and three are stakes- 
placed. The Haydens plan 
to start racing more of their 
homebreds because of the fal¬ 
tering auction market, but their 
primary focus will remain their 
breeding program. 

They're also involved in rac¬ 
ing at the policy level. JoAnn 
Hayden serves on the board of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. David Hayden, a 
former MHBA board member, 
has also served as a trustee 
of the Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association 
(TOBA) and member of the 


National Thoroughbred Racing 
Association (NTRA) commu¬ 
nications committee. This past 
spring, he was appointed to the 
Maryland Racing Commission. 

“It's a huge privilege," David 
says of his commission post. “I 
was excited when I was asked 
and even more excited when 
I was confirmed. I think it's 
helpful to people on the com¬ 
mission who don't know a lot 
about horses to have someone 
who brings a perspective from 
both the breeding and racing 
sides of the business. I under¬ 
stand both." 

John Franzone, chairman 
of the racing commission, says, 
“David is one of the true gems 
of Maryland racing. Bringing 
him in [to the commission] 
is like hitting the trifecta. He 
is obviously an extremely suc¬ 
cessful breeder, but also an 
outstanding horseman. He's 
an open, honest person who 
knows when to hold them and 
when to fold them. But even if 
he didn't know anything about 


horses, he's just an intelligent 
person who could listen to any 
side of any issue and make 
the right decision on how to 
proceed.” 

Between serving on the 
commission and running a 
farm, ad business and breed¬ 
ing program, David Hayden is 
as busy as he's ever been. And 
that's how he likes it. 

“I always have to have 
something going, a new project 
or something, or I go crazy," he 
says. “We've been very fortu¬ 
nate, so we can kind of do what 
we want when we want now. 
We're not young anymore, but 
we're not ‘old old.' We don't act 
‘old old.' We're still going." 

JoAnn Hayden says with a 
smile, “When he says he needs 
to have a project, he doesn't 
mean painting shutters. David 
has big vision. He needs to 
build a building, do something 
major. He can look at a raw 
piece of land, raise an idea in his 
head and actually make it hap¬ 
pen. And he's always thinking, 
‘If we sell a horse, [the money] 
goes back into the farm.' He 
puts it into some kind of proj¬ 
ect. It keeps the wheels rolling 
around here, keeps us look¬ 
ing for another horse, another 
project. And on it goes." 
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Joe Santanna: 
keeping account on 
horsemen’s behalf 

Practicing CPA has helped oversee the 
implementation of Pennsylvania’s slots 
program while also serving as president of 

the national HBPA. Interview by Lucy Acton 


J oe Santanna has worn sev¬ 
eral important hats within 
the industry, serving as 
president of both the national 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association (HBPA) 
and its Pennsylvania affiliate, 
which represents owners and 
trainers at Penn National and 
Presque Isle Downs. 

A lifelong resident of Harris¬ 
burg, Pa., Santanna, 59, has 
owned horses since 1988. He 
is a certified public accountant 
by profession, having earned 
his accounting degree from St. 
Vincent’s College in Latrobe, 
Pa., and over the past 35 years 
he has also held administrative 
and full-time teaching positions 
at Harrisburg Area Community 
College. 

For many years Santanna 
was partners in an active claim¬ 
ing stable trained by Tim 
Shea. He won stakes in the 
late 1990s and 2000 with ex- 
claimers Smarter Than Us and 
Devereux. 

Currently, along with Penn¬ 
sylvania HBPA executive direc¬ 
tor Todd Mo s toller and Penn 


National-based trainer Todd 
Beattie, he is a principal in 
Commonwealth New Era Rac¬ 
ing, which buys young racing 
prospects for syndication. 
Attracting new owners is one 
of the partnership’s goals. The 
group owns a 4-year-old, a 
2-year-old and three recently 
purchased yearlings. 

Also a devoted family man, 
Santanna has been married to 
his wife, Beth, for 38 years. The 
couple has two grown chil¬ 
dren—son Christopher and 
daughter Monica, both of 
whom actively follow racing. 

Santanna discussed cur¬ 
rent horsemen’s issues, both 
local and national, during an 
interview on September 22 in 
Harrisburg. 

Just to make it clear to 
readers-owning race 
horses is a passion for 
you and your entire 
family? 

My wife goes to every race 
(when a Santanna runner is 
competing). Our son goes 


to every race. Our daughter 
and her husband, Keith, used 
to go to the races until (their 
18-month-old daughter) Carina 
came along. We make it a fam¬ 
ily affair. I believe I’ve missed 
maybe five races of our horses 
in the last 21 years, and we’ve 
had hundreds of races. I love 
the thrill of race day. I can’t 
wait to wake up that morning. 
I usually get up at 4 o’clock 
just because I can’t wait to start 
that day. I can’t wait to get to 
the race track on the day of 
the race, because once I get 
there I’m relaxed. I like to go 
out at least twice a week and 
watch training in the morning. 
It doesn’t matter if our horse 
is doing anything special or 
not. I like standing at the rail 
and watching horses go by and 
watching the different actions 
of horses, how trainers train 
horses, talking with whoever’s 
at the rail. To me that’s fun. 

Did you dream, years 
ago, that Perm National 
would be what it is 
today-a glitzy racino 


with a purse distribution 
that has approximately 
tripled since its 
Hollywood Casino slots 
site opened in 2007? 

It’s a fabulous facility. I wish 
there were a little more grand¬ 
stand than there is. But during 
summer, fall and spring racing 
there’s plenty of room outside 
to accommodate the typical 
crowd we have. 

It clearly beats adding a casi¬ 
no on to an existing race track. 
Our HBPA was vocal about the 
need to have an integrated facil¬ 
ity. And we’re delighted with it. 
I think it’s one of the nicest 
facilities as far as race tracks 
and racinos are concerned. 

The enhancement of our 
purses by gaming has made our 
product very saleable. We aver¬ 
age over nine horses a race. We 
race nine races an evening, and 
on a typical card you’ll find four 
or five races with also-eligibles. 
That’s an old term - there aren’t 
many races that have also-eligi- 
bles any more. 
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Our turf course still is quite 
an attraction. Most folks really 
like it. I believe the last report I 
heard at the State Horse Racing 
Commission shows handle is 
up. And you know handle is 
down nationally and has been 
down. Whether that’s live or 
simulcast handle, there’s interest 
in our signal. It’s tough to win a 
race at Penn National now; it’s 
very competitive. We’re starting 
to fill $50,000 claimers. 

When did your 
involvement with the 
Pennsylvania HBPA 
begin? 

In 1996. I was president 
from 1996 to 1999, served on 
the board for the next three 
years, and then stepped out to 
lead an attempt by our horse¬ 
men’s group to acquire one of 
the remaining Thoroughbred 
race track (slots) licenses. Our 
project was called 100% Purses 
Inc., because our intention was 
to take the $30 or $40 million 
that we estimated the casino 
operator would net and add 
that to the legislated amount of 
money that would go to purses. 
We would take those dollars 
and put them back into purses. 

We’d basically have a non¬ 
profit race track casino. And if 
we were going to get $25 mil¬ 
lion from the legislated share 
of revenue going to purses, and 
we would make another $30 
to $40 million and put that in, 
we felt as though we could be 
another New York or California 
or Keeneland- year-round. 
Imagine offering $500,000 or 
$600,000 in daily purses for 200 
racing days. It propelled us to 
try to do that. 

What happened to that 
project? 

Well, we had Wall Street 
financing put together. We had 
a combination of debt and 
equity. We submitted our 800- 
page application. We were a 
player but when the gaming 
act came down, while there 
were eight race track licenses, 
four Thoroughbred and four 
Standardbred, the law allowed 
for only seven category 1 
(race track) sites. There were 
two of each in existence, so 
there were two of each left. 
Presque Isle Downs in Erie 
had the entre for one of the 


two remaining Thoroughbred 
licenses, because they previ¬ 
ously had racing there. The two 
Standardbred tracks became 
the other sites — one in Chester 
and one in Pittsburgh—and we 
were odd man out. 

Where would your 
facility have been 
located? 

In the Lehigh Valley, in 
Palmer Township, which is just 
on the other side of Beth¬ 
lehem, between Bethlehem 
and Easton. We did the demo¬ 
graphics, and that area was as 
populous as Philadelphia, and 
had the draw from New York 


City just a bit away. When we 
ran the numbers, and believe 
me I ran them regularly, it was 
just going to be exquisite. 

You were very 
disappointed obviously. 

Absolutely. We were sorry 
that they didn’t have the eighth 
race track license in there, 
because we thought we had a 
“wow!” kind of application. 
How compelling it was for us 
to be able to have Wall Street 
financing, to be pitching hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars of 
construction. We had a 500- 
acre site. We had access to land 
five miles off Rte. 78 and off 


Rte. 33. We were going to build 
an interchange that would take 
the cars right into the parking 
lot. 

If Act 71 was to improve 
the horse racing industry, as 
well as provide property tax 
relief, here we were saying not 
only will we use the state-man¬ 
dated funds that go to purses, 
but we’re taking every dollar 
that we make out of this and 
we’re going to put it into horse 
racing. Not only will we build a 
fabulous facility because we’re 
horse racing people, this is 
going to be owned and oper¬ 
ated by the HBPA. We were 
going to hire professional gam- 
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ing people and professional 
race track people. But it would 
be owned by the 4,000 owners 
and trainers of horses in our 
Pennsylvania HBPA. We would 
put all the money back into 
racing. 

That, we thought, was a 
fabulous concept. The name of 
the race track was Freedom 
Park, with all of the meaning 
that goes along with that. 
Nothing ventured, nothing 
gained. I learned a lot about the 
gaming business. Pm commit¬ 
ted to education; I like learning 
new things. I view it as a mas¬ 
ter's degree for which I didn't 
get a degree. I would do it all 
over again. If I had to do it 
again I wouldn't do it too much 
differently. We learned an awful 
lot about how the business was 
going to work. 

Going back a little, 
it sounds as if you 
became president of the 
Pennsylvania HBPA at 
the same time you were 
elected to the board. 

This is unusual. I ran for the 
board. And it was the first time 
I ever served on the board. And 
two months into our first term, 
there was some trouble with 
the existing president and the 
board, and he chose to resign. 
So they were looking around 
the board room, looking for 
someone to lead them, and my 
head must have been the only 
one that was up. 

Two months into that I 
became president. The learning 
curve was steep. I really wanted 
to learn how to be a board 
member before I became a 
president, but I've always been 
rather outspoken, as a result of 
being a professor and a lifelong 
student. I speak when I have 
something to say, but I don't 
have to hear my voice all the 
time and I'm a good listener. I 
love the challenge that was pre¬ 
sented to me there. So I served 
for three years. 

During the last year of my 
first term, our contract came 
up for renewal. We probably 
had the lowest purse sharing 
revenue that I knew of, and 
I was learning about these 
things because as president of 
the Pennsylvania HBPA I had 
a place on the board of the 


national HBPA-all affiliate 
presidents serve on the board. 

Within a year I was secre¬ 
tary-treasurer of the national 
HBPA; I could use my profes¬ 
sional CPA background to help 
benefit the national HBPA. 
And it was fun and I was learn¬ 
ing-again-at the national 
level. When I went to my first 
national HBPA convention, I 
was awestruck by how much 
everybody knew, and how little 
I knew, about our industry. 

We had the contract issue. 
We negotiated it regularly, and 
we just couldn't come to an 
agreement. So the contract 
expired. We continued to race 
until without a contract we 
couldn't race. The operator 
couldn’t simulcast, so there was 
pressure on both of us to want 
to get the job done. Slowly but 
surely the horses started leaving 
Penn National, because Penn 
National started saying, “Look 
if we’re not going to race, you've 
got to move your horses; we're 
going to charge stall rent.” 

We went to court twice. It 
was a long drawn-out affair, but 
by mid-March (1999), with the 
assistance of the Department 
of Agriculture-the Secretary 
of Agriculture at that time was 
Sam Hayes—we were able to 
come to an agreement that 
resulted in almost a 20 percent 
increase in our share of the 
pari-mutuel wagering, and we 
went back to racing. 

Shortly after that, my term 
was up and I chose to remain 
on the board for the next three 
years. But I feel strongly that 
leadership should change. 
During my second term, we 
got the idea of 100% Purses 
Inc. and Freedom Park. At the 
next election, I just said if the 
board wants me to I'll dedicate 
myself to this and I can't sit on 
the board. I was still secretary- 
treasurer of the national HBPA 
and I do want a few hours of 
sleep. 

I was approached by some 
horsemen three years ago about 
running for the Pennsylvania 
HBPA board again. By that 
time the legislation had passed 
(Act 71, establishing the slots 
program, was signed into law by 
Governor Ed Rendell on July 5, 
2004)—thanks in part to the 
hard work of the Pennsylvania 


HBPA led by president John 
Wames and executive director 
Todd Mos toller. 

I thought my skill set would 
be helpful for the implementa¬ 
tion of the program. Here they 
were competing for $60,000 to 
$65,000 a night in purses (at 
Penn National). How could we 
transition racing to $180,000 
a night? Penn National was 
gracious enough to advance us 
some money so we could kind 
of ramp up. We had about a 
$7 million advance that we had 
to repay, while we were mov¬ 
ing forward, and I thought my 
professional accounting skills 
might help guide us through 
that. 

We get 4 percent of the rev¬ 
enue from slots to create health 
and pension programs. That's 
about a million dollars at Penn 
National. Creating a health 
program for trainers, determin¬ 
ing eligibility-those are things 
I've been professionally trained 
to do. So I thought my timing 
would be right to jump back 
in as president and help our 
organization move through the 
uncharted water, and I’m glad 
I did. But now that that's all in 
place and since I’ve chosen to 
take another term as president 
of the national HBPA, I did not 
choose to run for reelection (to 
the Pennsylvania HBPA board) 
this fall. Again, I believe change 
in leadership is essential. 

You’ve been president 
of the national HBPA for 
how long? 

Since 2005, and I will be until 
2011. Two three-year terms. It 
has been difficult. When I was 
elected to my first term as pres¬ 
ident of the national HBPA, 
I told them when you get me, 
you get all of me. You can't do 
anything halfway. 

I have a brand-new grand¬ 
daughter. And I like spending 
time with her, and perhaps my 
new challenge will be—when 
I leave the presidency of the 
Pennsylvania HB PA — helping 
her get potty trained. 

I'd like to go back to doing 
some of the things that I enjoy 
doing that I had to set aside. I 
learned how to play the saxo¬ 
phone when I turned 50. And I 
haven't played much in the last 


couple of years because I just 
can't find the time to do it. 

The national HBPA requires 
me to travel a lot. I go to a lot 
of industry-wide meetings, and 
again I'm learning a lot. 

What are the horsemen’s 
issues that most concern 
you right now? 

You have to ask me, Penn¬ 
sylvania or national? Some spill 
over onto each other. 

Let’s start with Penn 
National and then talk 
about Presque Isle and 
go on to the national 
outlook. 

If I could make a wish fist, 
I would wish that the operators 
of Penn National would adver¬ 
tise and promote racing to the 
extent they do gaming. Or in 
some of the gaming advertise¬ 
ments where there's space, pro¬ 
mote racing. Racing was never 
really promoted when it was 
just a race track, because it was 
a race track. And people came 
because they liked it. But now 
I see this onslaught of highly 
visible advertising for gaming, 
and I wonder why racing can’t 
be part of that. Maybe a dime 
for every dollar they spend on 
advertising gaming could be 
diverted to the racing product, 
which still makes money. And 
racing was the reason gaming 
was made possible. 

We finally have our race 
track issues resolved. We had 
some surface problems that 
have taken the better part 
of a year to resolve. And we 
think the race track is where it 
should be now. We're a couple 
of weeks away from a year 
after resurfacing and then some 
material changes that we and 
Penn National worked coop¬ 
eratively to see through before 
winter comes. We always are 
challenged by winter racing. 

One of the great things that 
Act 71 did for us was to cre¬ 
ate a backside improvement 
fund, where the existing race 
track operators had to spend 
between $6.25 million and $10 
million on backside improve¬ 
ments over the next 10 years. 
Working cooperatively with 
Penn National, we were able 
to get them to see the benefit 
of spending the $10 million 
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versus the $6.25 million. And 
in hindsight, because the clarity 
of vision that it provides for 
you is crystal clear, we probably 
should have suggested that in 
the legislation there be far, far 
more money allocated for that. 

But we’re going to end up 
with 19 new barns and six 
refurbished barns. The barns 
have really not been touched 
since Penn National was built 
(in 1972), aside from the regu¬ 
lar maintenance, so it’s nice to 
see that refurbishment taking 
place. 

We as horsemen will always 
want the best for our horses. 
Management will always be 
running it as a business-as a 
race track and a gaming busi¬ 
ness. Clearly gaming is the most 
profitable part of that mix, for 
them. We will be the beacon 
of light for racing. Whatever 
our HBPA has to do to protect 
the interests of our owners and 
trainers and to recommend to 
Penn National as being in the 
best interest of racing we will 
do, without wavering. If that 
creates a cooperative relation¬ 
ship with them, fine. If it some¬ 
times doesn’t, we’re not fearful 
of that. We will continue to 
pay attention to racing, just in 
the event that their attention is 
perhaps diverted. 

We meet once a month with 
management. We each bring 
our issues to the table. We make 
progress. Sometimes the same 
issues end up on the agenda at 
the next meeting, and at the 
next-to-next meeting. We are in 
regular conversation with man¬ 
agement. And we have some 
expectations. I hope that every 
Thoroughbred race track in 
Pennsylvania will apply for 
accreditation through the 
NTRA (National Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Association’s 
Safety and Integrity Alliance. I 
serve on the advisory commit¬ 
tee to that group as well as 
serve on the NTRA board. And 
I’m urging our state horse rac¬ 
ing commission as well as our 
operators to apply for it and 
seek the accreditation. It’s 
important. If there are 55 race 
tracks signed on to the alliance, 
I would expect any track that 
signed on to apply for the 
accreditation and seek the good 
housekeeping seal of approval. 
To date, we’ve not been able to 


convince them that it’s neces¬ 
sary. 

Short of that, in our busi¬ 
ness, it’s whatever pops up daily 
as to the next issue. 

I believe we waste energy 
in confrontation. We work in 
a spirit of cooperation, but we 
will not hesitate to draw a tine 
in the sand. If we disagree, 
prove to me that we’re wrong, 
and don’t say no just because 
you can. That to me is an unac¬ 
ceptable answer. 

So we’ll be persistent and 
sometimes persistence pays off. 

Would you say that the 
Pennsylvania HBPA has 
a good relationship with 
Penn National Gaming? 

I would say we have a 
respectful relationship. 

On both sides? 

From our side for sure. I 
think from their side. I’m cer¬ 
tain they would like for us to be 
more cooperative than we are 
on occasion. 

How about the health 
and pension program at 
Penn National? Is that 
progressing the way you 
had hoped? 

We now provide complete 
health insurance for over 100 
trainers. We have a benevolence 
program that previously exist¬ 
ed. Fifty percent of the monies 
we earn off of the purses for 
our fee goes to benevolence, 
and then the other 50 percent 
goes toward operating costs of 
our HBPA. 

We used to pay trainers’ 
unreimbursed medical, dental 
and eye care expenses out of 
those funds. It was one-tenth 
of the funding that we now get 
from including health and pen¬ 
sion programs as part of the 
gaming act. 

So we now provide full 
health care benefits with no 
deductibles to 100 trainers, 
many of whom had either 
limited their health insurance 
to some type of catastrophic 
insurance coverage because of 
the cost of it, or had none but 
retied upon us to reimburse 
their expenses. 

For me one of the biggest 
accomplishments of Act 71 
was providing that comfort, 


just tike any employer would 
provide some type of health 
care. They’re not our employ¬ 
ees-they’re members. But that 
was a huge move forward. And 
now that we have a handle 
on what those costs are, our 
board is beginning to look at 
the establishment of a pen¬ 
sion plan. Once again, we have 
no idea how many trainers are 
setting aside money for their 
future, but it being horse racing 
we have a good idea. 

To me they’re the success 
stories of what gaming has done 
for racing in Pennsylvania. 

And the grooms, 
hotwalkers, exercise 
riders? Are they 
provided for? 

We have always cared for 
them out of our benevolence 
fund. Now that trainers have 
health insurance we can use the 
benevolence fund to expand 
care for backs tretch workers. 
Now we can help anybody 
with any type of benevolence, 
not necessarily medical costs. 
We have a fund set aside for 
a drug and alcohol rehabili¬ 
tation program that is under 
the guidance of our chaplain, 
and professional counselors. 
It’s completely anonymous. We 
provide the money for anybody 
who needs help, without ques¬ 
tion. The more services we can 
provide members, to me is the 
mission of our organization. 

(On a related note)-We 
recently were able to convince 
race track operators at both 
Penn National and Presque 
Isle Downs that we should pay 
purses down below fifth place. 
After all, the owner is sending 
that horse over to the paddock, 
and adding that horse to the 
field, and creating a wagering 
opportunity where we get rev¬ 
enue and they get revenue. If 
the horse finishes sixth or ninth 
or tenth, the owner should get 
paid something to help offset 
the cost of the jockey fee, the 
groom, the pony person, and 
it doesn’t even cover pre-race 
expenses. 

We pay $200 back to the 
last-place finisher, and as a 
result of that we were able to 
increase the losing mount fee 
for jockeys to $75. When we 
were approached to raise the 


losing mount fee, we said, “We 
can’t raise the fee without pro¬ 
viding the owner the revenue to 
do so. And if the jocks are paid 
the whole way down so should 
the owner.” 

Now if an owner finishes 
sixth—and we often do—you 
have $75 to pay the jockey, $50 
to pay the groom, $25 to pay 
the pony person and you have 
$50 left over to cover wraps 
and pre-race preparation, which 
clearly doesn’t come close to 
covering it, but again. . . 

My wish list at Presque Isle 
Downs? 

I only have one wish. We 
already had our dream come 
true there. We have Michael 
Dickinson’s Tapeta race track 
surface at Presque Isle Downs. 
Because it was a brand-new race 
track (opened in 2007), we had 
a rare opportunity. When we 
were discussing our live racing 
contract with the track owner, 
Mountaineer Gaming, we vis¬ 
ited Michael’s farm in Maryland 
several times and he convinced 
us about his race track sur¬ 
face; he can be convincing. We 
went to the Mountaineer man¬ 
agement and said listen, this 
is probably unusual but our 
horsemen’s organization will 
pay half the cost of the excess 
over a traditional dirt surface 
to put in a synthetic race track 
because it comes at a price. We 
determined what the cost of a 
traditional dirt surface would 
be on a brand-new installation. 
We subtracted that from the 
cost of a synthetic surface and 
our HBPA paid half of that. 
Millions of dollars. We bor¬ 
rowed the money. We’re paying 
it back over five years. And we 
felt there could be no better 
investment we could make for 
our members than a quality 
race track surface. 

It seems that reviews 
of the racing surface 
have been mixed 
among horsemen. Not 
everybody loves it. 

Well, I can tell you this, 
because we just had an HBPA 
board meeting last night. In 
the last two racing seasons at 
Presque Isle, where horses have 
made maybe 12,000 starts, our 
breakdown rate is .95 per thou¬ 
sand. The national average is 
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2.2. So if we’re saving horses it 
was the best. Now, some horses 
take to it and some don’t. Some 
have front-end stress, some 
have back-end stress. Race 
tracks are race tracks. There’s 
no panacea here. But when we 
look at .95 per thousand, we 
may be the safest race track in 
North America. That’s some¬ 
thing we’re glad we had a hand 
in. And we owe that to the 
owners, the trainers, the horses, 
the jockeys, the grooms. We’d 
do it tomorrow, again. 

If it’s maintained properly, I 
happen to think [Tapeta] is the 
best synthetic surface going. 
Michael visits us regularly. He 
acts as though that race track 
is his, even though it’s not, but 
it is. He’ll run over it. He’ll 
spend days there helping the 
race track superintendent get it 
to his liking and his standard. 
He didn’t just sell it to us and 
walk away. 

Mountaineer was very 
cooperative; they didn’t have 
to spend the other half. And 
I don’t think they would have 
done it had we not made a 
contribution toward it. 

My wish at Presque Isle — 
When they submitted their 
race track license, they indi¬ 
cated they’d build up to 1,000 
stalls. There’s only 500. We rely 
heavily upon ship-ins. There’s 
five times the demand for the 
number of stalls that we have. 
Trainers will come wanting 
to bring 20 horses and they 
might get four or five stalls and 
they choose not to come at all 
because there’s a certain cost 
efficiency in bringing a string to 
a race track. 

The product is there. The 
purse distribution is about 
$180,000 a day for 100 days. 

We have trainers and rid¬ 
ers coming from all over the 
U.S. That’s now become their 
spot at that time of the year. It 
has found its place. A hundred 
days of quality racing. We just 
ran a Grade 3, which we got in 
only three years, and another 
$250,000 stakes race a week ago 
Saturday. There were 77 entries 
for one and 72 entries for the 
other. The winners of both of 
those races more than likely 
will end up in the Breeders’ 
Cup World Championships. 


Another Act 71 success 
story. In Erie, Pa. 

If we had the other 500 
stalls, could we attract better 
horses? Could we get those 
trainers coming from out of 
state, their full complement of 
horses? 

One of the biggest strengths 
of Act 71 is we’re importing 
race horse business to the com¬ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania. 
And while some people might 
carp about an out-of-state 
owner winning a purse, you 
know what—if their horse is 
stabled at Presque Isle or Penn 
National or Philadelphia Park, I 
don’t care what their address is. 
They’re spending that money in 
Pennsylvania. 

We have been encouraging 
the state horse racing com¬ 
mission and management at 
Presque Isle to honor their 
commitment (regarding stalls). 
We’ve been strong in advocat¬ 
ing that if they can’t build the 
other 500 stalls, build 200 next 
year and 200 the year after and 
100 the year after that. 

Have they not been 
making progress toward 
that? 

No. They’re not. We’re per¬ 
plexed by our inability to get 
them to understand how impor¬ 
tant that is to the racing prod¬ 
uct. We’re not going to stop. 
We’re owed those 500 stalls. 

They finally got the grooms’ 
quarters built this year, and this 
is the third year of operation. 

Our HBPA is committed 
to making (the added stabling) 
happen. We will continue to be 
the advocate for that because 
we think the competition will 
get greater there; field size will 
increase. And we all know if 
field size increases, pari-mutuel 
wagering increases. 

We worked hard in coopera¬ 
tion with Mountaineer to have 
the racing product on TVG. At 
Penn National the product is 
now on TVG. Pennsylvania’s 
product is being shown on the 
major horse racing channels, 
and that wouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened if we didn’t have Act 71. 
So there are so many positives 
that I see. And we’re just get¬ 
ting out of the formative stage 
and starting to find a maturity 
to this new racing experience. 


My overall dream is-I’d 
like for somebody to arrive at 
Philadelphia Airport, or Erie 
Airport, or the Harrisburg 
Airport, and much like when 
you arrive at the Lexington 
(Ky.) airport, find the walls 
filled with horse racing. 

This unbelievable contribu¬ 
tion we make to the agricul¬ 
tural economy of Pennsylvania, 
which is our number one eco¬ 
nomic driver, deserves a pic¬ 
ture of a horse at the airport. 
Or an advertisement about 
the fabulous horse racing in 
Pennsylvania. 

Meanwhile, do you worry 
about the possibility that 
the state will reduce the 
racing industry’s share 
of slots revenue? 

It’s real. We had a respon¬ 
sibility, and we failed. We’re so 
busy doing what we do that we 
forget to tell everybody what a 
good job we’re doing. 

In 2004, there was a mas¬ 
sive public education program, 
to the legislature at that point, 
to have them understand the 
horse racing industry. And then 
gaming was instituted. And we 
were so involved in making it 
work that we lost track of the 
changeover in the legislature. 
New ones in, old ones out. So 
we end up in 2009 with all of 
these faces that we’ve grown 
familiar with who have never 
had the education about the 
horse racing industry that goes 
back to 2004. 

When legislators are look¬ 
ing for $3 billion to balance the 
budget, they look everywhere. 
We had to go through anoth¬ 
er whole complete education 
process to say, “You need to 
know not only about horse rac¬ 
ing, but you need to know the 
positive benefits that Act 71 
has produced for our industry. 
Pennsylvania is now mentioned 
when you tick off five racing 
states. Before, we weren’t even 
honorably mentioned.” 

Who commissioned the 
study? 

There’s an organization 
called the Pennsylvania Equine 
Coalition. It’s the horsemen’s 
organizations and breeders’ 
organizations for both the 
Thoroughbred and Standard- 


bred industries. When we have 
an opportunity to speak as one, 
we should speak as one. Mike 
Ballezzi (executive director of 
the PennsylvaniaThoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association at 
Philadelphia Park) was the ini¬ 
tiator of the concept, and when 
we have single-focus issues, 
where we all need to work 
together to come to the solu¬ 
tion of the problem, through 
this coalition we’ve been able 
to sit down across die table. 

Our first major success was 
the steroid issue. Pennsylvania 
was one of the first states to 
step out with the anabolic 
steroid [ban]. When we work 
together we can get a lot of 
things done. 

Who’s doing the study? 

Tripp Umbach [based in 
Pittsburgh, Pa.] is the name 
of the company. They have 
experience in doing these kinds 
of studies. 

We have an obligation to 
our industry now, because of 
its size and stature, to do these 
things. If there’s a void in that 
action, we’re going to be proac¬ 
tive rather than reactive. 

Are you reasonably 
secure-for the time 
being? 

We need to see to what 
extent revenue from the pro¬ 
posed table gaming legislation 
may be used to balance the 
budget. And to what extent the 
horse racing industry will or 
will not be included in the table 
game legislation. 

So there is table game 
legislation under 
consideration? 

Two bills have been intro¬ 
duced—one in the House and 
one in the Senate, with varying 
percentages. 

Are the horsemen in 
favor of table games? 

Absolutely. We’re in favor 
of table games. But there does 
exist a difference of opinion. 

The innovation group study 
funded by the casino opera¬ 
tors indicates that slot machine 
revenues will go up 3*72 per¬ 
cent with the addition of table 
games. We have looked at the 
actual results at Mountaineer 
for 2008. (Table games were 
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added there in December 
2007.) And slots play decreased 
9.8 percent when table games 
were introduced. So we’d like 
to believe the innovation group 
study, because our funding 
from slots is pretty terrific. But 
being a CPA, I use historical 
information for its predictive 
value. This is a neighboring 
state that has the same eco¬ 
nomic and competitive chal¬ 
lenges that we have. We look, 
smell and taste an awful lot 
like them. If that happened to 
them, while I want to believe 
it’s going to go up 3Vi percent, 
I have to believe it’s going to go 
down 9.8 percent. 

So you’re looking for a 
different split? 

We’re looking for-just hold 
us harmless. If it goes up 3V& 
percent, we’ll take the extra 
money off of increased slots 
play and be pretty happy. But 
if it goes down, and we’re not 
in table games, and the net 
revenue increases as a result of 
table games, everybody wins 
and we’re an unintended loser. 
Or maybe we’re an intended 
loser, I don’t know. 

I have a fiduciary responsi¬ 
bility to our membership, and 
we collectively have a fiducia¬ 
ry responsibility to the over 
20,000 owners and breeders 
and trainers in Pennsylvania 
to make sure to protect their 
interest. And that’s going to be 
our message. 

So when will the budget¬ 
making process finally 
be completed? 

Right now we’re at 80 days 
since the June 30 deadline. And 
Pennsylvania is the last state in 
the union, as I understand it, 
to pass a budget. I don’t envy 
their job, because to find a 
funding source for more than 
10 percent of your spending 
can’t be easy 

They supposedly have a 
deal, but I think there’s a lot 
of mechanics that have to be 
worked out. 

But you’re urging the 
legislature not to tamper 
with a racing/gaming 
mix that works. 

Pennsylvania had something 
like 80,000 horse races (Thor¬ 
oughbred and Standardbred) last 


year. And the next closest 
neighboring gaming state-we 
did more than twice what they 
did. 

You can’t compare the dol¬ 
lar amounts we get with what 
Delaware gets and West Virginia 
gets because we have seven 
race tracks, three Thoroughbred. 
We have 500 (Thoroughbred) 
racing days. And Act 71 pro¬ 
tected the racing days. The only 
entity that can agree to fewer 
days is the horsemen’s groups - 
another fabulous thing that was 
negotiated in the gaming legis¬ 
lation. So we didn’t get to a 
point five years down the road 
and find ourselves racing 20 
days while they’re gaming 
24/7. 

Racing days are impor¬ 
tant and year-round racing 
is important from the state’s 
point of view. People come 
to Pennsylvania. They tike the 
area, they buy a farm, they buy 
a farmette, they buy a house, 
they race year-round. They pay 
property taxes, they send their 
kids to the local schools. We 
keep green space. You’ve got 
to grow hay, you’ve got to have 
farms for turn-out, you have to 
have farms for farms. . . 

It’s all about building com¬ 
munities, and spurring the 
economy. 

Could we talk about 
some of the work you’re 
involved in on the 
national level? 

As a result of my presidency 
of the national HBPA, I have a 
seat on the NTRA board. It’s 
the only place where all the 
constituent groups that repre¬ 
sent racing sit with regularity 
and talk about our business. 
It’s hard to get us all in a room. 
And we get in a room regu¬ 
larly. 

I do think the NTRA has 
a purpose and function. It’s 
accomplished a significant 
amount of good and good will. 
And I think the creation of the 
Safety and Integrity Alliance 
may be one of its most won¬ 
derful moments. To create 
standards to which race tracks 
must adhere, and to consider 
the aftercare of the horse. To 
advocate pre-race and post¬ 
race testing. To be a leader in 
model rules. 


Our national HBPA now has 
a model rules working group. 
We have 30 affiliated mem¬ 
ber groups, three of which are 
from Canada, and we represent 
over 30,000 owners and train¬ 
ers. We’re in constant contact 
with the Racing Medication and 
Testing Consortium (RMTC); 
we’re in constant contact with 
the Racing Commissioners 
International (RCI). We go to 
their meetings. We participate 
in the model rules-making pro¬ 
cess. 

One of the things I feel 
strongly about is communica¬ 
tion and education. I think one 
of our missions is to provide 
our membership with as much 
information as they possibly 
can have about the issues. So 
that if we take a position, and 
we advocate for this, or we’re 
against this, our membership 
is speaking. I’m just the voice. 
It’s not my personal opinion. 
I believe in using the collec¬ 
tive wisdom of the group. I 
told them on my first day as 
president: ‘You will help me; 
I’m not that smart. I will try 
to be your leader. I will be 
our spokesperson. But there 
are many bright people in this 
room, on your boards, and if 
we use the collective wisdom 
of that group we’ll end up with 
well-reasoned positions that 
someone may not agree with, 
but they have to respect.” 

Would you say that today 
it’s not your father’s 
HBPA, that the group has 
changed a lot in the past 
20 years? 

I don’t know what my 
father’s HBPA would be. 

A number of local 
divisions, including 
Maryland, broke away 
from the HBPA in the 
1980s because of the 
sense that the national 
office had taken too 
much control over them, 
especially in regard to 
finances. 

You have more history than 
I do. But I can tell you this. We 
operate on a very lean and mean 
budget. It’s very participatory. 
We have two conventions a 


year-one in the summer and 
one in the winter. In between 
those we have an executive 
committee meeting. We have 
too many conference calls with 
every committee. Every work¬ 
ing committee we have estab¬ 
lished meets regularly over the 
phone throughout the year. 

When you go to a conven¬ 
tion there’s the warm embrace 
of knowing that we’re all work¬ 
ing together to make the indus¬ 
try as good as it can be. 

What kinds of things do 
you talk about? 

Medication is always an 
issue. Right up there is making 
model rules that state regu¬ 
latory bodies will adopt—that 
are based on research that 
supports the rule, whether it’s 
medication or non-medication. 
It shouldn’t be based on public 
perception. It should be based 
on sound research. 

Making rules that won’t stick 
or don’t make sense makes no 
sense. Currently we’re working 
on a variety of rules that the 
RCI has put out. We say, “Let’s 
look at this, let’s study this.” 
And we have a group of peo¬ 
ple who are multi-talented. We 
don’t waver at going back to 
whoever that expert might be 
and saying, “You’re the expert 
here. What do you think?” And 
go get a bunch of experts to 
tell us what it should be. 

There’s no reason to have a 
model rule if it’s not uniformly 
applied by all state regulators. 
The way that gets done is to 
have everybody participate in 
the creation of the rule. 

Any parting thoughts? 

I would like to thank the 
hundreds of horse owners and 
trainers who volunteer their tal¬ 
ent and time to all (not just the 
HBPA) of the Thoroughbred 
horse owner and trainer orga¬ 
nizations throughout North 
America. I would also like 
to encourage others to get 
involved. If you want change, 
then be a catalyst for it; don’t 
just expect it from someone 
else. Finally, it has been my 
privilege and honor to serve 
both the Pennsylvania and 
national horse racing industries. 
I just hope that my effort will 
leave our sport in a little better 
condition than I found it.

’CHASING ABOUT byjoe Clancy 


Red Letter Day’s 
huge upset was 
no real surprise 


T he entire Thoroughbred 
world calls Janet Elliot a 
Hall of Famer now, but 
steeplechasing knew it long 
ago. A trainer since 1980, she 
proved her ability with stand¬ 
out horses, major victories, 
individual championships and 
signature performances. 

Elliot showed her mettle 
again on September 20 at Bel¬ 
mont Park when Red Letter Day 
upset the Grade 1 Lonesome 


Glory Stakes. The $150,000- 
added race lured seven runners 
(after late scratches of Pierrot 
Lunaire and Tax Ruling), 
including recent Grade 1 win¬ 
ners Mixed Up and Spy in the 
Sky, two-time Saratoga stakes 
winner Dynaski and Grade 3 
winner Isd Bee (NZ). Owned 
by Greg Hawkins, Red Letter 
Day came into the race with a 
six-race, 14-month losing streak 
and a reputation for running 


well—but not well enough—in 
major races. 

In 2008, Red Letter Day 
led for most of the Lonesome 
Glory before yielding late to 
Good Night Shirt and settling 
for third at 33-1. Ditto when 
the son of Red Ransom fin¬ 
ished fourth in the 2008 Grand 
National-NSAL The horse’s 
2009 campaign included just 
two runs before Belmont-a 
fifth (beaten 10 lengths) in May 
at Great Meadow and a sixth 
(beaten seven and a half by 
Dynaski) at Saratoga. 

“He’s been useful, run a few 
good races, and always made 
you think that he could do it 
one of these times,” said the 
trainer, who was inducted into 
Thoroughbred racing’s Hall of 
Fame this summer in Saratoga. 

The losses didn’t matter to 
Elliot, who bypassed anoth¬ 
er run at Saratoga late in the 
meet and aimed for Belmont. 
She trained her horse, curry- 
combed him herself to “really 


work the muscles,” went back 
to jockey Bernie Dalton (able to 
easily do the 138-pound assign¬ 
ment), and crafted an upset. 

The longest shot in the field 
at 21-1 went right to the front 
and put the field to sleep—daw¬ 
dling on the lead early and 
then slowing things down even 
more on the final trip through 
Belmont’s long backside. The 
challengers finally arrived on 
the turn. Mixed Up ranged 
alongside first. Red Letter Day 
countered the $688,261-earn¬ 
er’s move, cutting the cor¬ 
ner and reclaiming the lead. 
Dynaski, Arcadius, Spy in the 
Sky and Isti Bee all reached the 
second-last with chances. Red 
Letter Day answered that too, 
flying the fence and seizing 
the race. Clear at the last, he 
duplicated that leap and turned 
back Dynaski at the wire by 
three-quarters of a length in 
4:47.60 for the two and a half 
miles. Arcadius finished third 
as Mixed Up faded to last.

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Ever the professor, Elliot 
wondered if the pace was too 
slow but still reveled in her first 
Grade 1 win since 2002. 

“I wasn’t sure the pace was 
fast enough,” she said. “I want¬ 
ed to see him stretch them 
out a bit, but I did tell Bernie 
to make sure he got a good 
breather into him before he 
really asked him. I could tell up 
the back that he was just letting 
him gallop along and the horse 
was great. Wow.” 

Red Letter Day turned 
things around on Dynaski and 
Arcadius, who beat the winner 
at Saratoga on August 13 in the 
Ben Nevis. Dalton gave equal 
credit to his horse and the race 
course. 

“Belmont is so different 
than Saratoga,” Dalton said. 
“You jump the last down the 
back and it’s still a half mile 
to the finish. At Saratoga, it’s 
three-eighths and I would have 
never gotten the breather I 
got. At Belmont, everybody 
seems to wait, wait, wait. There 
are two fences in the straight. 
If you can get that breather, 
you’ve got a horse that will 
come home.” 

Elliot and Hawkins bought 
Red Letter Day from noted 
breeder Dr. John Chandler 
via Kentucky horseman Mike 
Bell. Trained previously by 
Chris Speckert and Joan Scott, 
the grandson of Gone West 
(who stood at Mill Ridge Farm, 
owned by Chandler’s wife, 
Alice) lost all six flat starts for 
his breeder. 

Since switching to jump rac¬ 
ing, Red Letter Day has won 
three times in 14 starts. The 
$96,360 Belmont payday nearly 
doubled his career earnings to 
$202,580. 

Hawkins, who campaigned 
Grade 1 winner Campanile 
with Elliot, smiled at his train¬ 
er’s ability to come through. 

“The unexpected ones are 
the best,” said the owner. “I 
agree with the [pre-race] com¬ 
ments in the Racing Form , ‘Give 
him an award for trying,’ but 
you couldn’t say he was going 
to win today. When he didn’t 


fold at the second-to-last jump, 
I got pretty excited and thought 
he might do it. Janet said he 
could do that, but I hadn’t seen 
it from him. It’s very nice to 


BEAGLE HUNTS 
DOWN FOURTH WIN 

Don’t blame Eagle Beagle. 
He’s winning races, even if they 
aren’t the type he was bred for. 

Bred in Maryland by Robert 
E. Meyerhoff’s Fitzhugh LLC, 
the 5-year-old captured his 
fourth hurdle win of 2009 
when he laughed at five others 
in a $12,500 claimer at Colonial 
Downs on September 13. Now 
owned by Barracuda Stable 
and trained by Ricky Hendriks, 
Eagle Beagle sat well off the 
early pace, shot to the front 
after two miles, and won by 
15M> lengths as the even-mon¬ 
ey favorite in 4:15.22 for the 
two and a quarter miles. One 
Sea finished second with Fra 
Diavolo (Arg) third. 

Eagle Beagle became the 
first horse to win four North 
American jump races in 2009. 
Not bad for a horse whose 
career arc looked to be at 
the bottom late last year. He 
made his debut for Meyerhoff 
and trainer Steven Romeka at 
Charles Town in 2007 ($16,000 
tag) and bounced through four 
claims and three victories at 
the $4,000 level. In 2008 alone, 
he made 15 starts at seven race 
tracks in six states. 

Luckily for him, Jim Vucci 
plays golf. The West Palm 
Beach, Fla., resident and 
Barracuda Stable partner shot a 
round one day and his playing 
partner Dave Vivian kept talk¬ 
ing about a horse at Calder that 
ought to be a steeplechaser. 

Vucci and his wife, Barbara 
Taggart, went to see Eagle 
Beagle, then trained by Tim 
Ritvo, and liked what they saw. 

“He had a nice presence 
about him,” said Taggart. “Of 
course we probably wouldn’t 
have even gone to look if 
we didn’t know Dave. [Eagle 
Beagle] is a little long-legged, 


but I liked his conformation. 
He moved really well and 
looked really athletic to me.” 

Off photographs, past 
performances and pedigree, 
Hendriks okayed the deal and 
bought the horse for $10,000. 
Wildly well-bred, the son of 
champion Lemon Drop Kid 
is out of Meyerhoff’s stakes- 
winning mare Tough Broad, 
who earned nearly $400,000. 
The combination makes Eagle 
Beagle a fiill-brother to Pacific 
Classic-Gl winner Richard’s 
Kid (see stakes writeup on page 
60). 

Hendriks loved the pedi¬ 
gree, obviously, but also liked 
an allowance turf score at Suf¬ 
folk Downs in September. 

“The mare is something 
else, so I paid attention,” said 
Hendriks, “but the thing that 
really intrigued me was the first 
time he ran on the grass, he 
won at Suffolk Downs. I liked 
that, not that I expected him to 
win four races this year.” 

Eagle Beagle finished sec¬ 
ond in his debut, missing by 
a neck at Strawberry Hill over 
the Colonial course in April, 
then won three consecutive 
jump starts-a maiden claimer 
and two conditioned claimers 
(non-winners of two in May, 
non-winners of three in June). 
He finished third behind tough 
veteran Duke of Earl (Ire) at 
the Saratoga Open House on 
July 26 and then returned to the 
winner’s circle in the Colonial 
race. Hendriks works around 
a stall-walking habit (Eagle 
Beagle fives in a converted feed 
room), while also keeping his 
expectations low. 

“People ask me why we 
don’t try him in an allowance 
race, and that’s a good ques¬ 
tion,” said the trainer. “He 
might win one, but those can 
be pretty tough and you end 
up running against horses that 
cost $50,000 or more. I’ve been 
worried somebody might claim 
him a couple of times, but 
now I think they figure they’ve 
missed him. There aren’t that 
many places to run him.” 


The September 13 trip to 
Colonial put three steeplechase 
races (two over hurdles, one on 
the flat) on a card with eight 
Standardbred races. 

SUCCESS AT 
SHAWAN 

In the face of economic 
reality and competition for 
horses from the races added 
at Monmouth Park, Maryland’s 
Shawan Downs meet carded a 
program of four timber races 
and two training flat races 
worth $55,000 in total purses 
on September 26. 

The move worked, as strong 
fields filled the races and a 
solid crowd turned out (despite 
further competition from the 
Maryland Million). Considering 
the 2008 meet was rained out 
halfway through, the day was a 
roaring success. 

On the race course, a new 
timber star may have been 
hatched as Bruce Fenwick’s 
Bon Caddo upset former cham¬ 
pions Irish Prince (NZ) and 
Bubble Economy to win the 
$25,000 Ski Roundtop Stakes 
for trainer Dawn Williams. 
Bon Caddo won an amateur 
highweight timber against con¬ 
siderably weaker competition 
in April, but stepped up with 
little difficulty in the three-mile 
stakes. 

Bon Caddo (Jacob Roberts) 
rated off the pace of Twill Do 
early and wound up in a scrap 
at the top of the stretch. Irish 
Prince, Hot Springs, Bubble 
Economy and the winner all 
turned the corner with chances. 
They jumped the second-last 
within a length of each other. 
At the last, Bubble Economy 
fell as Bon Caddo found more 
and turned aside Irish Prince 
to win by two and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths with Hot Springs 
third. The winner covered the 
distance in 6:45.80 to claim 
his second NS A win and first 
stakes score. 

“Watching the first two 
races, I just knew my horse 
would get exhausted and I told 
[Roberts] not to beat him up to

be third/’ said Fenwick. “But 
he didn’t get tired. Everybody 
that’s ever ridden him has found 
more late in the race. The horse 
is a good jumper—he can jump 
correctly 17 times in a row and 
keep going at the end.” 

Bred in Canada by Marablue 
Farm, Bon Caddo went to 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard as 
a hurdle prospect. Fenwick 
bought the son of Bon Point 
(GB) after five fruitless hurdle 
starts, and put him on the slow 
and steady path with Williams. 
Bon Caddo learned to jump 
timber, tried a few horse shows, 
stepped into point-to-points 
and moved to the NS A ranks 
this spring. Shawan was a big 
step up, however. 


“He could have been 
shocked by the company, but 
he wasn’t,” said Roberts, who 
won three on the day. “Irish 
Prince looked him right in the 
eye and it got real tight on that 
side, real tight. My horse fought 
back, answered the challenge.” 

In other Shawan action, 
owner/trainer Alicia Murphy 
picked up a $15,000 maiden 
timber win with Major Price. 
The 8-year-old went right to 
the front and saved plenty for 
the finish to win by three and a 
half lengths over G’Day G’Day 
with Algezir third. Roberts rode 
the son of Allen’s Prospect, 
who covered the three miles in 
6:16, and rewarded two years 
of hard work by Murphy. 


“He just needed saddle 
time,” she said. “He’s not really 
that nervous a horse, he’s just 
got to go. He’ll hack behind 
and do all that at home now, 
but he wasn’t always that way. 
I tried to give him away several 
times.” 

Murphy bought Major Price 
from breeder Sherry Rudolph, 
who won three races with him 
on the flat. 

Irv Naylor’s Irish import 
Kilbreena won a rare claiming 
timber race for trainer Brianne 
Slater, whose husband James 
rode the winner. 

Owner/trainer/jockey Ben 
Swope closed the jump races 
with a lopsided win with In- 
caseyouraminer in the amateur 
highweight timber. 

MORE AT 

MONMOUTH PARK 

Looking to recapture some 
of the magic of the old Mon¬ 
mouth County Hunt Races 
held in nearby Red Bank for 
years, Monmouth Park and 
Meridian Health teamed up to 
host a full day of racing on 
September 26. 

The day featured 11 races - 
five part of Monmouth’s nor¬ 
mal Thoroughbred program 
and six part of the NS A circuit. 
The jumpers competed in two 
stakes —the $70,000 Metcalf 
Memorial for novice hurdlers 
and $50,000 Helen Haskell 
Sampson Memorial. Atten¬ 
dance surpassed the 8,000 mark. 

Sonny Via’s Tricky Me con¬ 
tinued his solid 2009 by knock¬ 
ing off heavy favorite Left 
Unsaid in the Metcalf, leading 
at every call and scoring by two 
lengths for trainer Jack Fisher 
and jockey Willie Dowling in 
4:26.45 for two and one-quar¬ 
ter miles. Left Unsaid held for 
second over Nationbuilder in 
third. 

Tricky Me started the year 
with a maiden win at the 
Iroquois meet in May, finished 
sixth of 10 at Penn National 
in July, and faded to fourth in 
the Saratoga opener on July 
30. Dowling put the son of 


Unbridled’s Song on the lead 
at Saratoga on August 20 and 
Tricky Me led the field until the 
stretch before settling for sec¬ 
ond behind Left Unsaid. Tricky 
Me ($19.40) reversed that exac- 
ta at Monmouth. 

“I couldn’t figure out how 
we were going to beat [Left 
Unsaid] this time, but my 
horse ran much better,” said 
Dowling. “It’s tough when you 
win first time out like he did, 
because you’ve got to be very 
good to step up against win¬ 
ners. His jumping gets better 
every time. He had the run at 
Penn National and two runs 
at Saratoga—that’s how you 
learn.” 

Tricky Me made just four 
starts (three at Monmouth) in 
2008 for Jayeff B Stable and 
trainer Alan Goldberg before 
being sold to Fisher. Jayeff B 
spent $525,000 at Keeneland 
September in 2006 for Tricky 
Me, whose dam, Mystic Lady 
(by Thunder Gulch), earned 
more than $1 million. 

Off the four dull flat tries, 
Fisher bought the horse late 
last year and he duplicated a 
win by Seer (also bought from 
Goldberg) in a similar race at 
Monmouth in 2008. 

Tricky Me has a big set of 
silks to fill as Via’s superstar 
Good Night Shirt is on the 
shelf after ankle surgery at New 
Bolton Center in September. 
The two-time Eclipse Award 
winner won’t race again until at 
least 2010. 

Jacqueline Ohrstrom’s Four 
Schools (Ire) also wired a stakes 
field in the co-feature, taking 
the Sampson by one and a half 
lengths while leading at every 
step with Robbie Walsh. The 
Irish import fought off Slip 
Away’s inside run on the final 
turn and beat that one to the 
line in 3:51.31 for the two miles. 
Trained in Virginia by Richard 
Valentine, Four Schools won 
for the second time in 2009 and 
returned a healthy $31.20 as the 
six-horse field’s 14-1 outsider. 

Valentine spent $20,000 of 
Ohrstrom’s money to claim 
Four Schools at Fair Hill in 
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2008 (winning a shake with Jack 
Fisher and Sanna Hendriks) 
and has been rewarded since. 
The son of Raise a Grand 
(Ire) won the $50,000 Zeke 
Ferguson Memorial-NSA3 at 
Colonial Downs in 2008 and 
added a starter allowance this 
spring at Great Meadow 

Four Schools struggled 
with his jumping in the 2009 
Ferguson, and Valentine went 
to Monmouth hoping to get 
a decent stepping stone to 
another run later in the fall. 
Not that the trainer went in 
unprepared. To take some edge 
off the hard-trying 7-year-old, 
Valentine opted to have the 
horse blow out a quarter mile 
(under assistant Laird George) 
the morning of the race. 

“I didn’t think we could 
beat Slip Away over two miles, 
because he’d beaten us three 
times,” said Valentine. “We 
wanted to take some of the 
edge off our horse and sharpen 
him up a little too. I know that’s 
an oxymoron, but he always 
tries and he can get chancy with 


his jumping. We figured maybe 
he’d back off a bit by blowing 
out and be able to relax.” 

In the morning, Four 
Schools galloped about a 
mile on the Monmouth dirt, 
finishing strong through the 
stretch—then turned aside every 
challenge in the afternoon. 

“Maybe blowing him out 
helped,” said Valentine. “If he 
finished third or fourth and got 
something out of it I would 
have been happy. I was sur¬ 
prised, but every time we’ve 
asked him to step up his game 
he has. He shows up every time 
he runs.” 

Dumbarton Farm’s first¬ 
time jumper Easy Red won a 
$30,000 maiden special weight 
hurdle for trainer Tom Voss. 
The 7-year-old caught Strategic 
Vission in the stretch to prevail 
by a half-length in 4:36.22 for 
the two and a quarter miles. 
Ambersham was third. Visiting 
Irish jockey Ross Geraghty 
rode the winner in his first 
American jump mount. 


A Dumbarton homebred, 
Easy Red moved to Voss’s care 
after trainer Jimmy Murphy 
died in June. The son of Charis¬ 
matic won four times and 
earned $247,112 on the flat 
with six stakes wins or placings. 

Former Voss assistant Todd 
Wyatt continued a solid season 
when Amnicola won a maiden 
claiming hurdle with a purse of 
$20,000 for owner Gil Johnston. 
The 5-year-old finished third in 
his jump debut at Saratoga in 
late July and turned aside five 
others as the 2-1 favorite for 
his second effort. Jody Petty 
rode the winner, who was in for 
a $15,000 tag, covered the two 
and a quarter miles in 4:30.93, 
and defeated Star for Tina by 
two and a quarter lengths. 

Two $30,000 starter allow¬ 
ance flat races for NS A run¬ 
ners book-ended the jump 
action with Octoraro Stables 
LLC’s Jellyberry taking a filly/ 
mare test and Alnoff Stable’s 
Ground Frost capturing a 
colts/geldings event-both at a 
mile and a half. 


NOTES 

The Saratoga meet closed 
with a September 3 restricted 
stakes, the Paul R. Fout, that 
went to Bright Brook Farm’s 
Terpsichorean for trainer Jona¬ 
than Sheppard and jockey Dan¬ 
ielle Hodsdon. The 5-year-old 
Honor Glide gelding scored by 
a neck over Dynaski in the 
$70,000 race. . . Charlottesville, 
Va., meet Foxfield closed the 
month with a six-race day that 
included $15,000 co-features. 
Veteran North Carolina-bred 
Pals Pride won the open claimer 
for owner/trainer/breeder Kevin 
Pallister, while newcomer 
Devil’s Preacher scored in the 
maiden hurdle for owner/jock¬ 
ey Gregg Ryan and Virginia- 
based trainer Julie Gomena. . . 
Steppenwolfer, who finished 
third in the 2006 Kentucky 
Derby-Gl, made his first start for 
new connections Polaris Stables 
and trainer Sanna Hendriks- 
winning a training flat race at 
Foxfield prior to a hurdle start 
planned for later in the fall. ^

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent sup¬ 
porting issues as selected by a committee headed by the chair¬ 
person of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any adminis¬ 
trative expense will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC 
contributions must be filed with the State Administrative 
Board of Election Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a 
single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any 
given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC 
must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

R acing returned to Laurel 
Park on September 12 for 
a 57-day fall meet that will 
continue through December 19. 

Gin Talking, Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year in 
2000, continues to produce 
for Skeedatde Associates. 
The 2-year-old Dixie Union 
filly Smooth Talking, Gin 
Talking’s fifth foal, won a maid¬ 


en special weight on the turf 
on September 16 for Skeedatde 
partners Willie White, Bob 
Orndorff and Lou Rehak and 
trainer Dale Capuano. 

Skipping five and a half 
furlongs in 1:03,41, Smooth 
Talking opened up five lengths 
in the stretch and scored by 
two and a half lengths. Erick 
Rodriguez was aboard for the 
victory. 

Skeedatde campaigned Gin 
Talking (by Allen’s Prospect) 
to win or place in seven stakes, 
including a victory in the 2000 
Anne Arundel S takes-G3, and 
earn $348,206 in 11 starts. She 
is the dam of Dixie Talking 
($141,810, Cicada S-G3, etc.), a 
three-quarter sister to Smooth 
Talking, and stakes-placed 
Keep On Talking. 

Dr. John Chandler is a 
major player within the national 
breeding industry, as longtime 
president of Prince Khalid 


Abdullah’s Juddmonte Farms 
in Kentucky. But Chandler has 
found opportunities within the 
Mid-Adantic region as well. 
His multiple Grade 1-winning 
millionaire Cetewayo stands at 
Gods tone Farm in Pine Grove 
Pa. 

Cetewayo’s first crop 
includes Chandler’s homebred 
3-year-old filly Hlatikulu, who 
won for the second time in 
her career, taking a mile turf 
race on September 19. Trained 
by Tim Woolley at Fair Hill 
Training Center and ridden by 
Ryan Fogelsonger, Hlatikulu 
rallied from seventh in a field 
of 12 to win by a length and 
a quarter over Chicalelee and 
Smoochie Hoochie (say that 
trifecta 10 times fast). Hlatikulu 
finished the mile in 1:38.20. She 
paid $22.40 and led a $4,540.40 
trifecta. 

Eleven allowance horses

on September 18. Nightscape 
passed nearly all of them to 
upset Ham and Ernie and even- 
money favorite Foodoose Man. 
The 5-year-old gelding swept 
past on the outside to post a 
$109 shocker. Owned by Kirk 
Sheehan and trained by Charles 
DeMario, the winner went the 
distance in 1:37.62. 

Bred in Maryland by Richard 
Granville, Nightscape entered 
off of a l-for-24 mark over the 
past two seasons and a 2-for- 
34 career record. Seven-pound 
apprentice Joshua Navarro 
guided the winner, whose pedi¬ 
gree just screams turf. A son 
of Mojave Moon, Nightscape 
is out of the multiple stakes- 
placed turf mare Northern 
Flair (by leading turf sire 
Caveat), and is a half-brother 
to Learning, a stakes winner on 
the turf. 

Granville is the breeder of 
another successful runner, his 
own Shadow Lane, who col¬ 
lected her second career win 
from four starts in a one-mile 
turf allowance on September 
17. Trained by Kevin Boniface, 
the 3-year-old daughter of 
Stroll, guided by Geovany 
Garcia, rallied from eighth to 
nail Hard Rockin in the final 
strides and win by a neck. 

Shadow Lane broke her 
maiden at a mile over the 
Colonial Downs turf in June 
before finishing fifth at Dela¬ 
ware Park on the grass in July. 
Out of Flight Numbers (by 
Polish Numbers), she repre¬ 
sents the fourth generation of 
her family raised at Bonita 
Farm in Darlington, Md. 
Shadow Lane harkens back to 
Miss Verbatim, trained by 
Kevin’s father, J. William Boni¬ 
face. 

“She ran a big race. Ramon 
[Dominguez] rode her at Dela¬ 
ware and told us if we covered 
her up, we’d have a nice filly, 
so that’s what we did and it 
worked,” Kevin Boniface said 
after Shadow Lane’s hard- 
fought victory. “I love this 
owner, because he’s patient. 
He’s been with us a long time, 
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he loves breeding his own 
stock, he picked out the stal¬ 
lion for her. We have a sister, 
a 2-year-old by St Averil, that 
looks all right too. She hasn’t 
run, but she’s getting closer.” 

Non Stop Stable’s home¬ 
bred Smart Tori won in her 
second try on September 17 
for trainer Gary Capuano. Bred

una Vega first appeared 
at Monmouth Park on a 
quiet Thursday in late June 
and defeated a small allowance 
field. It was a dominating per¬ 
formance-she won by nearly 
seven lengths—but one that 
might have been easily forgot¬ 
ten. On August 30, the 4-year- 
old filly returned to the Jersey 
Shore and won the jewel of 
Monmouth’s distaff division, 
the $300,000 Molly Pitcher 
Stakes-G2. 

Her one race in between was 
a last-place finish in Saratoga’s 
Go for Wand Handicap-Gl 
on August 2. Spritely, who 
finished third that afternoon, 
also returned in the Molly 
Pitcher. Luna Vega’s connec¬ 
tions — Millennium Farms 
and trainer Steve Asmussen— 
thought enough of her talent 
to place her in that ambitious 
spot. Their confidence in the 
Malibu Moon filly paid off one 
race later in the Molly Pitcher, 
as Luna Vega prevailed over 


in Maryland, the daughter of 
Tenpins was making her turf 
debut in the one-mile maiden 
special weight. In her other 
outing, a $50,000 claimer at 
Delaware Park in August, she 
was second by a neck. 

Smart Tori is out of Smart 
Jane, a Smarten mare who 
has produced five winners, 


including stakes-placed Five 
Diamonds. 

Billy Entenmann unleashed 
a powerful 2-year-old first¬ 
time starter from his Fair Hill 
Training Center base when 
Great Harbour cruised to a 
two and three-quarter-length 
maiden special weight win on 
September 19. Owned and bred 


by Timber Bay Farm, the son of 
Johannesburg carried Nelson 
DeSouza to the turf victory, 
accomplished in 1:43.49 for the 
mile and a sixteenth. The Fair 
Hill exacta (runner-up Let’s 
Do It is trained by Graham 
Motion) returned $171. ^

Spritely for her first stakes vic¬ 
tory. 

Six fillies and mares con¬ 
tested the Molly Pitcher at a 
mile and a sixteenth. Jessica Is 
Back and Devil House set the 
tone early with fractions of 
:23.37 and :47.14. Spritely satin 
a perfect spot behind the lead¬ 
ers, while Luna Vega was the 


early trailer before moving into 
fourth down the backstretch. 

Chris DeCarlo sent Spritely 
past the fading pacesetters mid¬ 
way on the final turn, but Luna 
Vega soon joined her. Luna 
Vega gradually pulled clear in 
the final sixteenth to win by a 
length and a half. Her final time 
was 1:41.91. Elvis Trujillo 


rode Luna Vega for his fifth 
winner on the card. 

Devil House held third, 
followed by Jessica Is Back, 
Euphony and You Asked. 

It was a disappointing effort 
for Midwest shipper Euphony, 
the 17-10 favorite who had 
won seven stakes, including a 
Grade 3, and never finished off 
the board in 12 starts. Clifton 
Berry, her regular rider, said 
he could not explain her dull 
performance. 

Every summer at Monm outh 
a few horses leave their mark 
on the meet. They become 
fan favorites on the back of 
gutsy performances. In the 
$175,000 Red Bank Stakes-G3 
on September 6, his fifth and 
final start of the meet, Get 
Serious stamped his claim for 
informal “horse of the meet” 
honors. 

In the Red Bank, Get Seri¬ 
ous held off Pleasant Strike by 
a neck. It was his fourth win 
in those five starts, including 
three straight stakes. His stakes 
streak began in the Battlefield 
on July 11 and then went to the 
off-the-turf Oceanport Stakes 
on Haskell Day. In each of the 
three races, Pablo Fragoso rode 
the gelding to a frontrunning 
victory. Fragoso has mastered 
the rationing of the 5-year-old 
gelding’s speed. 

The one-mile Red Bank 
was his most impressive score. 
Unlike his two previous wins, 
Get Serious was under pres¬ 
sure on the lead from the start, 
as Jet Propulsion pushed him 
through fractions of :23.40, 
:46.25 and 1:09.28. The final 
time for the mile was a sensa¬ 
tional 1:33.02. Multiple stakes 
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Truth and Justice, piloted by Joe Bravo, prevailed in the Sorority Stakes, 
marking herself as a prospect for the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies-GI. 


1:09.55 for six furlongs on a 
fast track. 

Earlier that afternoon, in 
the $100,000 Sorority Stakes 
for juvenile fillies, Truth and 
Justice led all the way to give 
owners George and Lori Hall 
and trainer Kelly Breen their 
second Sorority win. They took 
the 2005 edition with Keene- 
land Kat. 

Joe Bravo guided Truth and 
Justice to a frontrunning three 
and a half-length win over 


Fuzzy Britches, who closed 
along the inside. Kinsey, the 6-5 
favorite, stumbled at the start 
and finished third, followed by 
Jackie’s Express and For 
Royalty. The final time was 
1:09.99 for six furlongs off 
fractions of :21.93, :44.62 and 
:56.84. 

“This filly ran very impres¬ 
sively,” Breen said. “I was a lit¬ 
tle worried and surprised when 
I saw the fractions. She was 
going so easily up front it was 


hard to believe she was going 
so fast.” 

Breen said the Breeders’ Cup 
at Santa Anita was a possibility 
for the Yes It’s True filly. Truth 
and Justice, who won at first 
asking in May, finished fourth 
on a synthetic track in the My 
Dear Stakes at Woodbine. 

Like Get Serious, Shillelagh 
Racing Stables’s Fleet Valid 
had a very good summer. Along 
with two other horses, those two 
tied for the most wins (four) at 
the meet. Fleet Valid won the 
$75,000 Icecapade Stakes at six 
furlongs on September 7 for 
his second straight stakes win. 

Fleet Valid, the 9-10 favorite 
in a field of eight, put away 
millionaire Idiot Proof turn¬ 
ing for home and was clear 
to the wire, posting a two and 
three-quarter-length victory in 
1:09.25. Pablo Morales rode the 
winner. On the Vineyard rallied 
for place and Make Me Zach 
finished third. 

Last out, Fleet Valid, a 6- 
year-old gelding by Mont- 
brook—Di’s Song, by Valid 
Appeal, won the Teddy Drone 
Stakes on Haskell Day. Fleet 
Valid is unbeaten in four starts 
since Scott Volk claimed him 
for $14,000 on April 2 at Aque¬ 
duct. 

For the last five years the 
Monmouth riding colony has 
g been a regular springboard for 
5 young riders to the big time. 
| Alan Garcia, Rajiv Maragh and 
s Jose Lezcano made the leap 
after riding in New Jersey for 
several years. 

Elvis Trujillo, 26, will sure¬ 
ly be next after he captured 
the 2009 riding title with 129 
victories. The same can be said 
for Eddie Castro, 24, a fellow 
Panamanian who, for the third 
straight year, finished second, 
winning 113. 

Joe Bravo and Carlos Mar¬ 
quez (tied for third with 84 
wins) and Daniel Centeno 
rounded out the top five. 

This meet Trujillo picked up 
where he left off in 2008. Last 
July, halfway through the meet, 
he returned to Monmouth after 


winner Steve’s Double finished 
third. 

John Forbes, who trains 
the New York-bred for 
James Dinan, Jacques Moore, 
and Phantom House Farm, 
observed that Get Serious lost 
a shoe on the final turn. 

“It was a terrific race,” 
Forbes said. “We were aston¬ 
ished that the pace was what it 
was, and that he kept running. 
To run as good as he did for 
part of it missing a shoe is just 
tremendous.” 

A son of City Zip—Java 
Gal, by Java Gold, Get Serious 
has flourished since he was 
gelded near the end of 2007, 
shortly after he was scratched 
after tossing his rider and run¬ 
ning off in the post parade 
for the Pegasus Stakes on the 
Breeders’ Cup undercard. 

Six days after the Molly 
Pitcher, Asmussen and Trujillo 
combined for another graded 
stakes, this time with heavy 
favorite Western Smoke in the 
$150,000 Sapling Stakes-G3, 
the only graded local event for 
juveniles. Asmussen continued 
his every-other-year pattern in 
the Sapling: He won it in 2005 
with He’s Got Grit and with 
Lantana Mob in 2007. 

A gray son of 1996 Sapling 
winner Smoke Glacken, Kirk 
and Judy Robison’s Western 
Smoke entered the Sapling after 
dominating wins in the Prairie 
Gold Juvenile and Charles 
Town Juvenile. 

The Sapling was another easy 
score. Western Smoke sprinted 
to the lead out of the gate, but 
Trujillo allowed Awesome Son 
to set the pace. Western Smoke 
pressed that rival through frac¬ 
tions of :21.43 and :43.88. 

Western Smoke took over 
heading into the final turn and 
led by four lengths at the top 
of the stretch. Although he was 
leg weary at the end, the out¬ 
come was never in doubt. His 
margin shrank to a length and 
three-quarters by the wire, as 
Not Macho Any More closed 
for second and El Rocco fin¬ 
ished third. The final time was 
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Trainer Shug McGaughey strays from usual 
path in $1 million Pennsylvania Derby-G2 


B ack in the mid-1970s, 
when he was just learn¬ 
ing the horse business, 
Hall of Fame trainer Shug 
McGaughey spent two winters 
in the Delaware Valley, working 
as an assistant to trainer David 
Carr at old Liberty Bell Park in 
northeast Philadelphia. 

McGaughey went out on his 
own in 1979 and six years later 
become the private trainer for 


the Phipps family, for whom 
he has conditioned numerous 
stakes winners, including Hall 
of Fame champions Easy Goer 
and Personal Ensign. 

One race that McGaughey 
had yet to add to his resume was 
the $1 million Pennsylvania 
Derby-G2, but that changed 
on September 7 when he sent 
Phipps Stable's Gone Astray to 
a resounding victory in Phila¬ 


delphia Park's premier racing 
event. 

“I decided to come to the 
Pennsylvania Derby after I 
found out that Rachel Alexan¬ 
dra, who was also nominated 
for the race, decided to go in 
the Woodward," he said with 
a laugh. 

It took McGaughey some 
time to get inside the head of 
Gone Astray, a colt with a royal 


pedigree. By Dixie Union, he is 
out of the Mr. Prospector mare 
Illicit, who is the first foal from 
champion Inside Information. 

Gone Astray had broken his 
maiden at Saratoga in his sec¬ 
ond start at 2 while sprinting, 
and this year did well at seven 
furlongs and one mile, lead¬ 
ing McGaughey to believe that 
his future would be at shorter 
distances. 
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But in June, McGaughey 
shipped Gone Astray to Mon¬ 
mouth Park from his Belmont 
Park base for the mile and a 
sixteenth Coronado’s Quest 
Stakes, a race named for anoth¬ 
er of McGaughey’s star per¬ 
formers. That afternoon, Gone 
Astray showed McGaughey a 
new dimension, handling two 
turns with aplomb and missing 
by just a head to Our Edge. 

“I was very impressed with 
that race at Monmouth,” said 
McGaughey. “It was then that 
I started thinking that maybe 
he was a better two-turn horse. 
He certainly has the pedigree 
for it; there’s lots of stamina in 
his pedigree.” 

For the 30th renewal of 
the mile and an eighth Penn¬ 
sylvania Derby, a field of nine 
was entered, but morning- 
fine favorite Soul Warrior, 
winner of the West Virginia 
Derby-G2, was scratched the 
morning of the race. That 
left Duke of Mischief, fifth 
behind Rachel Alexandra in the 
Haskell Invitational-Gl in his 
most recent start, as the post¬ 
time favorite. Gone Astray was 
co-third choice with Our Edge, 
who also won the Barbaro 
Stakes-G3 this past summer at 
Delaware Park but was eased 
in his last start, the Travers 
Stakes-G1 won by Summer 
Bird. 

At the start, Eddie Castro 
let Gone Astray drop back into 
sixth position, where he lagged 
through the first half mile. Our 
Edge took the lead, setting 
early fractions of :23.89 and 
:47.67, with Join in the Dance 
tracking in second. Down the 
backstretch, Gone Astray start¬ 
ed moving through traffic, all 
the while making up ground on 
Our Edge, who was beginning 
to tire. 

Coming out of the turn, 
Gone Astray swung three-wide 
and with a quick burst took 
command, then started to draw 
away from the field with each 
and every stride. As he flashed 
past the eighth pole, it was 
not a question of whether he 



would win, but by how much. 
The final margin of victory was 
nine and a quarter lengths, and 
the time was 1:48.27, just about 
a second off the track record 
of 1:47, set in 1974 by Selari 
Spirit. Join in the Dance held 
second safe, two lengths to 
the better of Del Mar shipper 
Kelly Leak. Duke of Mischief 
finished fourth. 

“This came as a bit of a 
surprise, winning as easily as 
he did today,” said McGaughey. 
“Maybe I’ve got to take another 
look-see what I’ve got.” 

The winner’s share of 
$600,000 boosted Gone 
Astray’s lifetime earnings to 
$764,657. He has a record of 
three wins from 11 starts. 

The trip down to Philadel¬ 
phia Park was a nostalgic one 
for McGaughey, he admitted. 

“When I was coming here 
today, I was trying to figure 
out where everything was,” 
he said. “I remembered Street 
Road, and then those apart¬ 
ments across from the track, 
where David Carr lived. So I 
was trying to get it all back in 
my memory. What was differ¬ 


ent was that big mall [Franklin 
Mills] where Liberty Bell used 
to be. I do have some fond 
memories of this area.” 

♦ 

The Pennsylvania Derby 
undercard was supported by 
the $250,000 Turf Monster 
Handicap, a five-furlong turf 
sprint for 3-year-olds and up. 

Edith Dixon’s Smart 
Enough, who set the course 
record while winning this 
event in 2007, was entered but 
scratched the morning of the 
race by trainer John Fisher. 

Carl R. Moore Management 
LLC’s Chamberlain Bridge, 
favored as an entry with Bret 
Calhoun-trained stablemate 
Mr. Nighttinger, took the Turf 
Monster by nearly two lengths 
over 12-1 longshot Little Nick 
in :57.14 under jockey John 
Velazquez. Mr. Nightfinger was 
third. 

A 5-year-old gelded son 
of War Chant, Chamberlain 
Bridge was coming off a third- 
place finish over a yielding 
course at Penn National in the 
Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup 
won by Cardashi. Cardashi was 


back to challenge in the Turf 
Monster, but had a troubled 
trip and finished well to be 
fifth. 

This year, Chamberlain 
Bridge has finished out of the 
money only once. He has an 
impressive lifetime record of 
22 starts, 11 wins, three sec¬ 
onds and six thirds, and the 
$150,000 he earned in the Turf 
Monster increased his bankroll 
to $642,669. 

“This was the first time I had 
ever seen this horse,” admit¬ 
ted Velazquez afterwards. “His 
trainer told me he wasn’t very 
good out of the gate, but he 
broke well, got good position, 
and responded when I asked 
him. He won very easily.” 

Calhoun, who traveled 
from Churchill Downs for the 
Turf Monster, said, “He’s been 
very consistent throughout his 
career. He ran a game race 
today—when John [Velazquez] 
pulled the trigger, he just drew 
away.” 

Chamberlain Bridge was 
bred in Kentucky by Eugene 
Melnyk. 

/Linda Dougherty 
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a two-year hiatus and caught 
fire right away He ultimately 
finished seventh in the stand¬ 
ings. 

Trujillo joined the Mon¬ 
mouth colony in 2003 and spent 
three seasons here. Success 
seemed certain, although the 
best finish he could muster was 
eighth in the jockeys' standings 
in 2005. In 2007, he won the 
inaugural Breeders' Cup Filly & 
Mare Sprint aboard Maryfield. 

An aggressive rider, Trujillo 
achieved quality and quantity 
in 2009. While out-of-town

Repole, the president and 
co-founder of Glaceau, a bot- 
ded-water company, won 24 
races, three more than his mark 
in 2008. Following Repole 
were George and Lori Hall and

TRAINER FRANK 
P0LLARA 
CONTINUES TO 
MAKE MARK AT 
PHILADELPHIA 
PARK

A fter more than 40 years 
of training horses, Frank 
Pollara is still going 
strong. The 65-year-old resident 
of Wall Township, NJ., saddled 
Princess Malka, a 3-year-old 
daughter of Hennessy, to an 
impressive victory in a seven- 
furlong allowance race on 
September 9 for owners A & B 
Stables Inc. 

Under jockey Alex Cintron, 
Princess Malka drew away to 
win by a length and a quar¬ 
ter in the exceptional time of 
1:23.27. 

The filly, claimed by Pollara 
in July for $15,000 from Zayat 
Stables, sports a record of 
four wins from eight starts and 
$85,910 in earnings. In her pre¬ 
vious start for her new con¬ 


nections, she won a six-furlong 
allowance by eight lengths. 

“She might go on to do 
good things," said Pollara. 

Pollara’s four decades spent 
with Thoroughbreds have nat¬ 
urally had ups and downs, but 
never enough to drive him to 
another profession. It's almost 
as if horse racing is in his genes. 

His father, the late Luigi Z. 
Pollara, held a Ph.D. in chemi¬ 
cal engineering. He was pro¬ 
vost at the Stevens Institute of 
Technology in Hoboken, N.J., 
and founder of its Polymer 
Processing Institute. 

After Dr. Pollara retired 
in 1989, he concentrated on 
breeding Thoroughbreds at his 
farm in Wall Township. 

“My father always had 
horses when I was growing 
up," said Frank Pollara. “It 
was through him that I devel¬ 
oped an interest in the sport. 
Actually, I was going to attend 
school at the Newark College 
of Engineering, but my father 
said, Why don't you try the 
horse business?'" 

Pollara began as a groom, 
and while working for the late 
New Jersey-based trainer Carl 
Auwarter he got his trainer's 
license at age 19. 

One of the first horses 
he trained for his father was 


Mafioso, who won at Narra- 
gansett Park in New England. 

“Back then, we were run¬ 
ning for really low purses, and it 
was a hard way to earn a living," 
he remembered. Mafioso went 
on to win the New England 
Breeders Stakes in 1968. 

Through the years, Pollara 
has trained his share of 
stakes winners, but the horse 
who made him popular with 
Philadelphia Park handicappers 
was Femma, a daughter of Full 
Pocket owned by Mrs. Kenneth 
Roe. 

Femma captured five stakes, 
including the Betsy Ross Handi- 
cap-G3 at Garden State Park, 
and placed in seven others from 
1991 to '93. She won a total of 
11 races and earned $287,390. 

“Mrs. Roe kept me in busi¬ 
ness for 20 years," said Pollara. 
“We always had the best Jersey- 
breds. When she died several 
years ago, her children sold all 
her horses at Timonium within 
six months of her death. After 
she passed, I thought I might 
want to give up training, that's 
how down I was." 

But Pollara stayed in the 
game, and now has as his main 
owner Tony DePaul, of A & B 
Stables. DePaul owns DePaul 
& Son, a construction com¬ 
pany based in Blue Bell, Pa. 


Currently, Pollara—who drives 
55 minutes each way from his 
home to Philadelphia Park-has 
eight horses in his barn, includ¬ 
ing Lesly's Back, another horse 
he claimed for DePaul (for 
$15,000) who has since won 
$155,930 and is stakes-placed. 

The husband and wife train¬ 
ing team of Phil and Vicki 
Oliver combined to win two 
races on the card of September 
6, shipping horses from their 
base at Monmouth Park to 
Philadelphia Park. 

Phil Oliver struck first, taking 
the sixth event with St. George 
Farm Racing LLC's Tarheel 
Girl in an allowance at a mile 
and a sixteenth. Coming off a 
second-place finish at Mon¬ 
mouth on August 1, Tarheel 
Girl was ready to roll, and she 
led nearly all the way to win by 
four lengths over favored 
Bourbon Maid in 1:44.51. 

Tarheel Girl is a 4-year-old 
gray daughter of Silver Charm 
—Contrive, by Storm Cat, bred 
by Pollock Farms in Kentucky. 
She is a half-sister to champion 
Folklore (by Tiznow), winner 
of the 2005 Breeders' Cup 
Juvenile Fillies Stakes-G1. 

One race later, it was Vicki 
Oliver's turn in the winner's 
circle, as she saddled Direct 
Line, a 3-year-old daughter 
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of Tiznow, to win a seven 
and a half-furlong turf allow¬ 
ance. Direct Line is owned by 
Vicki Oliver's father, G. Watts 
Humphrey, and St. George 
Farm Racing. The only 3-year- 
old in die field of nine, she 
won by three-quarters of a 
length after coming off the 
pace under Victor Santiago. 

Direct Line raced as an 
entry with Full of Ideas; they 
were sent off at 18-1. Heavily 
favored Little Harbor was 
fourth. 

Vicki Oliver saddled a 
second winner for her father 
in September, sending out 
first-time starter Canadian 
Storm to break her maiden 
on September 13. Ignored by 
bettors at 21-1, the 2-year-old 
daughter of Stormy Atlantic 
lagged in seventh position early 
in the seven-furlong race, but 
launched a big move at the top

From his Arlington 
Park base, the 3-year-old son 
of Repriced first went north 
to Saratoga, where he finished 
a good fourth in the Grade 2, 
$150,000 National Museum of 
Racing Hall of Fame Stakes on 
the turf on August 14. 

Trainer Tom Proctor then 
shipped the gelding south to 
Delaware Park on September 
5 for the $250,000 Kent 
Stakes-G3, a mile and an eighth 
turf race for sophomores. 

Sent off as the second choice 
behind Laureate Conductor, 


of the lane and drew off to win 
by three and a quarter lengths 
under jockey Victor Santiago. 

Canadian Storm was bred 
by Hector Alcade in Virginia. 

Trainer Dee Curry contin¬ 
ued to hold a hot hand as 
summer turned to fall, win¬ 
ning an allowance race with 
Witchway Stable's Xtra Power 
on September 12. 

A 5-year-old son of Power 
by Far—I Disagree, by Carni- 
valay, Xtra Power sat in second 
position through the opening 
quarter mile of the one-mile 
race, then seized command 
from Blue Light Special head¬ 
ing onto the far turn and main¬ 
tained a steady advantage to 
the wire, winning by more than 
two lengths over Brave Tiger in 
1:38.15 over a sloppy track. 

It was the first win in 2009 
for Xtra Power, who had failed 
to reach the winner's circle in 


five previous tries. Lifetime, the 
Pennsylvania-bred gelding has 
won four times from 25 starts, 
and earned $203,556. 

For Curry, the victory was 
her 22nd of the year. The native 
of Roswell, N.Mex., has main¬ 
tained better than a 20 percent 
win rate throughout 2009, as 
well as an in-the-money rate of 
50 percent. 

Among Curry's highlights 
this season was the victory by 
Ghost Pines's Neeyo in the 
Peppy Addy Stakes. 

Three turf races for amateur 
riders were scratched down to 
small fields when heavy rains 
washed them onto the main 
track on September 12. In the 
first, the $34,500 International 
Fegentri Gentlemen's Race, 
Chris Ortiz aboard Lil’ Gem 
rolled to a 16-length victory 
over two rivals, completing 
the mile over a sloppy surface 


in 1:39.67. Each of the three 
horses carried 134 pounds, 
and the winner was owned and 
trained by B.P (Butch) Reid Jr. 

In the second, the $30,000 
Amateur ARC A Riders Race, 
Gina O'Callaghan and Intaglio 
defeated four rivals by two 
lengths, timed in 1:41.44 for the 
mile over the slop. Intaglio is 
owned by Fast Forward Racing 
Stable LLC and trained by 
Guadalupe Preciado, and toted 
highweight of 141 pounds. 

Michelle Penman guided 
Pay Me Pal, a 3-year-old son of 
Alex's Pal, to take the third by a 
length over Saluda Sam. Pay 
Me Pal was also trained by 
Preciado, for Heiligbrodt Rac¬ 
ing Stable, and he covered the 
mile in 1:41.16. ^ 



No Inflation left no doubt that 
he was best in the Kent, as he 
set a moderate early pace under 
jockey Rosemary Homeister Jr., 
then had plenty left for the 
stretch drive. He drew away 
to win in handy fashion by 
six and a quarter lengths in a 
solid 1:48.29, while Laureate 
Conductor never fired after a 
troubled beginning, finishing 
fifth and last. 

“He was just on cruise con¬ 
trol," said Homeister. 


Out At Night, who had 
faced No Inflation in the Hall 
of Fame Stakes but finished 
seventh that day, was up for 
second in the Kent, while Dr 
Large was third. 

It was the first stakes victory 
for No Inflation, who is the 
only live foal from the unraced 
Unbridled mare Free to Soar. 

Since finishing fifth in his 
stakes debut in the Rushaway 
Stakes over the Poly track at 
Turfway Park in March, the 


bay gelding has raced exclu¬ 
sively on turf. Prior to this 
summer's East Coast road trip, 
No Inflation was second in the 
Arlington Classic Stakes, third 
in the Jefferson Cup Stakes-G2 
and just missed in the American 
Derby-G2. 

He has won three of his 11 
starts and earned $319,803. 

All-day rain did nothing to 
dampen the spirits of owners 
and trainers as they gathered in 
the large party tent in Delaware 
Park's picnic grove to celebrate 
Owner’s Day on September 
12 . 

The 12-race card featured 
three stakes, topped by the 
$150,000 Endine Stakes-G3 for 
fillies and mares at six furlongs. 
A field of eight was entered, 
and scratched down to six due 
to the sloppy track conditions. 

Leading all the way in the 
Endine was George and Lori 
Hall's Bold Union, who was 
coming in off a second-place 
finish in the Grade 3 Victory 
Ride Stakes at Saratoga on 
August 29. 

Under jockey Jose Velez Jr., 
Bold Union sprinted clear of 
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Pennsylvania’s Day at the Races: a multi-faceted event 



I n what has become an 
annual rite of summer/ 
early fall, the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association's 
Pennsylvania's Day at the Races 
took place at Philadelphia Park 
on September 19, highlighted 
by four stakes for horses foaled 
in the Keystone State. 

This year, the spotlight wasn't 
squarely on Pennsylvania-breds. 
The Pennsylvania Thorough¬ 
bred Horsemen's Associa¬ 
tion unveiled its new Owners 
Appreciation Day on the same 
afternoon, and used the oppor¬ 
tunity to present the $250,000 
PTHA President's Cup, a one 
and one-eighth-mile turf event 
for 3-year-olds and up. 

Sharing the big white party 
tent at the far end of the pic¬ 
nic grove, owners and breeders 
had a lot to celebrate, with 
slots revenue having pushed 
die Breeding Fund and purses 
at Philadelphia Park to previ¬ 
ously unimagined heights. 

Breeders, in general, 
expressed cautious optimism 
about the future, as the budget 
battle in Pennsylvania's state 
capital seemed to be shifting 
its focus away from the horse 
racing industry. 

While the PTHA President's 
Cup was the richest stakes on 
the card, the most remarkable 
performance came in the third 
annual $125,000 Smarty Jones 
Classic. Veteran performer 
Delaware River has captured all 
three runnings. 

The 8-year-old son of Quiet 
American—Alphe, by Thea¬ 
trical (Ire), owned by Donald 
Campbell and trained by his son, 
William A. (Billy) Campbell, 
always seems to peak for the 
mile and a sixteenth race for 
Pennsylvania-breds. 

This year, though, trainer 
Campbell was not as confident 
in the gelding's ability to rise to 
the occasion, considering he 


had been winless in seven prior 
starts in 2009. 

“He had run well in an allow¬ 
ance on the grass at Delaware 
Park in his start prior to the 
Smarty Jones [on September 
7],” said Campbell. “He had 
gotten into a lot of traffic trou¬ 
ble, and rallied well to be beaten 
only by about four lengths. But 
to say I was confident com¬ 
ing to Philadelphia Park—no, I 
really wasn't. I was unsure as to 
how he'd run." 

Reuni ted with jockey Frankie 
Pennington, who rode him in 
this race last year, Delaware 
River won the Smarty Jones 
Classic as if he had discovered 
the fountain of youth. 

Content to lag in seventh 
position through the first 
three-quarters, Delaware River 
began making a move on leader 
Sweet Sugar midway on the 
final turn. Racing down inside, 
Pennington maneuvered the 
gelding into striking range as 
the field hit the top of the 
stretch, then found clear sail¬ 
ing, bursting through horses 
as if he were shot out of a 
cannon. Inside the eighth pole, 
he kicked clear and hit the fin¬ 


ish three and a half lengths in 
front of Disco T, who rallied 
five-wide for second. Sweet 
Sugar was third. The time was 
1:42.74. 

In his two prior victories 
in the Smarty Jones Classic, 
Delaware River posted nearly 
identical times: 1:42.10 (2007) 
and 1:42.96 (2008). 

Bred by Bill and Denise 
Dommel's Land of Believe 
Farm Inc., Delaware River 
earned $75,000, boosting his 
lifetime record to 16 victories 
from 65 starts and $630,612. 

Soon after Delaware River 
scored his three-peat, Herman 
Heinlein's Soldier's Dancer 
staged a repeat of his own. 
The 5-year-old son of Lost 
Soldier posted his second con¬ 
secutive victory in the PTHA 
President’s Cup. 

A remarkably consistent 
runner, Soldier’s Dancer has 
raced almost exclusively on the 
grass during his four seasons 
of competition, shipping cross¬ 
country to win nine stakes and 
place in nine others. Prior to 
the PTHA President's Cup, the 
David Vivian trainee won the 
$500,000 Sunshine Millions 


Turf at Santa Anita in January, 
and was a narrowly beaten 
fourth in the Grade 2 Mervin 
Muniz Jr. Memorial Handicap 
at Fair Grounds in March. 

Given a few months of 
rest by Vivian, the gelding was 
entered in a grassy allowance 
at his home base of Calder on 
August 1, but was forced to 
run on the main track when 
rain rendered the course too 
soft. He showed his versatility, 
rallying to finish second after 
an awkward start, and then 
i recorded several six-furlong 
| works at Calder in preparation 
g for the Pennsylvania trip. 

Sent off as the heavy favor¬ 
ite in the field of six, Soldier's 
Dancer left no doubt as to who 
was the best horse. Rating back 
in fourth position early behind 
pacesetter R J's Brigade, who 
set dawdling early fractions, 
he made a four-wide move on 
the turn and struck the front 
in upper stretch. With Calder- 
based jockey Manoel Cruz in 
the saddle, he drew off with 
little urging to an easy three- 
length win over Vanquisher and 
Yate's Black Cat in 1:54.89, sim¬ 
ilar to his clocking of 1:54.69 in 
last year's renewal. 

“It was a typical run by 
Soldier’s Dancer," said Hein- 
lein. “Because of the slow 
pace, he stayed very close and 
didn't have to make up as much 
ground as he usually does. 
When he kicked into gear, he 
just took off, so we were very 
happy with the results." 

The $150,000 he earned 
pushed his career total to 
$1,413,780. Bred in Florida by 
Franks Farm, Soldier's Dancer 
(out of the Gate Dancer mare 
Heather's Dancer) is from the 
family of the late John Franks's 
superb race mare Heather ten 
and Florida Derby-Gl winner 
Bull Inthe Heather. He was 
purchased as a weanling for a 
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Always for Love, a 5-year-old daughter of Not For Love, romped to a 
nine-length victory in the Mrs. Penny Stakes, her first career stakes win

In the $100,000 Mrs. Penny 
Stakes at a mile and a sixteenth 
on the turf, Fast Forward Racing 
Stable’s Always for Love, rid¬ 
den by Victor Molina, showed 
her heels to eight fillies and 
mares in winning by a widening 
nine lengths over Easter Bonus 
and Sprig of Lilac. 

A 5-year-old daughter of 
Not For Love out of Elegant 
April, by Sun War Dancer, 
Always for Love is trained by 
Guadalupe Preciado and was 
bred by Daniel Ljoka. The Mrs. 
Penny was her first stakes vic¬ 
tory from 25 starts, and she’s 
earned $290,770. 

The $100,000 Mr. Jenney 
Handicap, at five furlongs on 
turf for 3-year-olds and up, was 
taken by the ultra-consistent El 
Churruca, owned by Victory 
Thoroughbreds LLC and 
trained by Ramon Preciado. 

Under jockey Jose Flores, 
the 4-year-old Monsieur Cat 
colt broke like a shot and was 
never headed, flashing under 
the wire three lengths in front 
of Shouldabeenaclown and 
Sunshineintherain.

The $75,000 DTHA Gover¬ 
nors Day Stakes, for 3-year- 
olds and up who had start¬ 
ed at Delaware Park in 2009

by Ben Mondello and Adam 
Russo's Fancy Runner, who 
had finished second in the 
Claiming Crown Jewel Stakes 
at Canterbury Park in his last 
start. 

It was the first stakes victory 
in 45 starts for the 6-year-old 
son of Robyn Dancer, who was 
bred in Florida by Farnsworth 
Farms and is trained by Scott 
Lake. 

Jockey Jeremy Rose put 
Fancy Runner in striking posi¬ 
tion behind pace setter Dempsey 
through the first half mile, and 
then moved inside as the field 
passed the six-furlong mark, 
with Rhythmn Master taking 
over the top spot. Coming off 
the turn in the mile and an 
eighth test, Fancy Runner took 
advantage of a tiring Rhythmn 
Master to roar past and skip 
under the wire two and a quar¬ 
ter lengths in front in 1:50.78. 
Jane's Kid was third.

George Rosenberger Memorial 
Stakes, taking the mile and a six¬ 
teenth race for fillies and mares 
who had started at Delaware in 
2009 (stakes excluded) by three 
and a quarter lengths under 
jockey Justin Shepherd. 


Dispatched as the favorite 
in the Rosenberger Memorial, 
All Night Labor, trained by 
Randy Nunley, set moderate 
fractions of :24.77, :48.68 and 
1:13.13 while never leading by 
more than a length. 

Second choice Sea Wind 
made a run at her late, but All 
Night Labor repulsed the chal¬ 
lenge and handily drew off to 
win in 1:45.30. Musical Brew 
was 12 lengths back in third. 

All Night Labor has given 
her female family a big infusion 
of black type. She is the first 
stakes winner produced from 
her first three dams. Her dam, 
All Nigh ter (by Notebook), has 
six other foals to race, five of 
them winners, including eight¬ 
time winner All Night Rebel. 

The Rosenberger Memorial 
victory was the third stakes win 
for All Night Labor. Last year, 
she was second in the race, as 
well as winning the Bristol and 
Perfect Poppy Stakes. From 30 
starts, she has won nine times 
and earned $421,334. 

On the same afternoon 
that Delaware's Thoroughbred 
community was celebrating 
Owner's Day in the scenic 
paddock, track management 
announced plans to trim the 
current meet by seven days. 
The 2009 season was to end on 
October 26, shortened from 
116 days to 109 days. 

“For this meet, the aver¬ 
age purse levels have been just 
under $200,000 a day," said 
Mike Vild, Delaware Park's 
senior vice-president and gen¬ 
eral counsel. “We want to make 
sure the purses stay that way 
until the end of the live meet. 
If we didn't cut the seven days, 
we would run into a purse over¬ 
payment situation." 

Delaware Park met with 
the Delaware Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association, which 
agreed to the new schedule. 

“This current move to 
reduce the meet by seven days 
has nothing at all to do with 
how the meet has gone this 
year," stated Vild. “I don't 
have all the figures in front 
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of me just yet, but I know for 
sure that the handle [live and 
simulcast] is up significantly 
We haven’t had a shortage in 
horses. Entries have been up all 
year. In the face of a national 
decline in handle, we have a 
chance at a potential profit for 
this season.” 

Vild said he was pleased 
with the efforts of track vice- 
president John Mooney, as well 
as racing secretary Pat Pope, in 
helping to increase field sizes 
and attract horsemen from 
other racing circuits for the 
2009 season. 

Delaware Park management 
cited lower than anticipated

M ike Jester’s homebred

ran gamely in her debut on 
September 9 to take a five and 
a half-furlong maiden special 
weight for Pennsylvania-breds 
by a neck under jockey Dana 
Whitney. 

Quiet Siren stalked early 
leader Too Fast to Sell through 
the first half mile, then hit the 
front coming out of the turn, 
opened up a three-length lead 
down the lane, and just had 
enough left to win by a neck 
over the fast-closing first-time 
starter Precocious Polly 

Quiet Siren was one of two 
juvenile winners from four 
starters in the first Pennsyl¬ 
vania-sired crop for Kentucky 
Derby/Preakness winner Real 
Quiet, who makes his home 


tery (slots) revenue, essential 
to maintaining the daily purse 
structure, as the primary reason 
for the reduction in racing days. 
The state of Delaware reduced 
the amount of video lottery 
revenue earmarked for purses 
by 10 percent.

Under 
leading rider David Cohen, Chill 
Wind was sent off the heavy 
favorite, and never was seri¬ 
ously challenged by eight rivals 
in the one-mile event. Bred in 
Maryland by Spendthrift owner 
B. Wayne Hughes, Chill Wind 
is a 3-year-old colt out of the 
Unbridled’s Song mare Nicky’s 
Intuition. 

In the fifth, CJZ Racing 
Stable and Tim Ritchey’s Vista 
Moon scored a nearly five- 
length victory in a starter allow¬ 


at Jester’s Penn Ridge Farm in 
Harrisburg, Pa. 

Even before he made 
his first start, Turbo Speed 
impressed his connections at 
Sylmar Farm in Christiana, Pa. 

So it was really no surprise 
when the 2-year-old son of 
Louis Quatorze scored a front¬ 
running victory in a maiden 
special weight for state-breds 
on September 4, coming home 
five and three-quarters lengths 
in front under jockey David 
Cora in the well strung-out 
field of six first-time starters. 

“He really trained well, and 
showed a lot of ability,” said his 
breeder, Betsy Houghton, who 
owns Sylmar with her husband, 
Ronnie. “Before this race, he 
had never been off the farm. 
He really handled everything 
well.” 

The colt is trained by the 
Houghtons’ son Bernie, who 
is in the midst of an outstand¬ 
ing season at Penn National. 
From 125 starts (through the 
end of September), Houghton 
has saddled 31 winners (25 per¬ 
cent). He’s also had 15 seconds 
and 19 thirds, for an in-the- 
money rate of 52 percent. 

Turbo Speed is the third 
foal from Minutes Ahead, a 
daughter of Proud Truth who 
died of foaling complications 
last year. 


Somewhat coincidentally, a 
day after Turbo Speed’s tri¬ 
umph, his three-quarter broth¬ 
er found the winner’s circle. 

Special Minute, a 4-year- 
old son of Louis Quatorze 
out of Minutes Ahead’s dam 
Masked Minute (by Masked 
Dancer), won a mile and a six¬ 
teenth race for owner Angela 
Kutsor and trainer Franklin 
Rodgriguez. 

Special Minute was also 
bred by Betsy Houghton. He 
has won five of 29 starts and 
earned $54,036. 

The Houghtons’ daughter 
Wendy Kinnamon saddled R.D. 
Marmac’s Sack of Rubies to a 
half-length score over a full 
field of 11 rivals in a turf route 
on September 2. 

Bred by Mr. and Mrs. Randall 
Rolfe in Pennsylvania, Sack of 
Rubies lagged at the back of 
the field early, and then made a 
determined charge under jock¬ 
ey Thomas Foley to draw away 
to a nearly three-length lead 
in midstretch. The 5-year-old 
daughter of Unbridled Jet had 
just enough gas left to hold safe 
the onrushing Thrill Seeker in 
1:45.19 for the mile and a six¬ 
teenth on a yielding course.

Longtime clients of Break 
Away, the Rolfes are active 
on various fronts, Randall 
Rolfe having been elected to 
the board of directors of the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association earlier this year. 

Sack of Rubies’s dam, Cozzy 
Rhythm (by Cozzene), has been 
a model of productivity for the 
Rolfes. Her 2003 gelding, My 
Son Spider, a full brother to 
$67,854-earner Sack of Rubies, 
has amassed $95,590. In 2005, 
to the cover of Syncline, 
came stakes-placed Brother Sy 
($75,962, 3rd Lyphard S). 

Cozzy Rhythm’s 2-year- 
old Pebble to a Pearl (also 
by Unbridled Jet) is currently 
being readied for her first start 
with Kinnamon. 

Cozzy Rhythm has a wean¬ 
ling by the George Strawbridge- 
owned stallion Rimrod, and is 
back in foal to that horse. Rolfe 
said the Syncline and Rimrod 
progeny are foal-shared with 
Strawbridge. 

“Cozzy’s runners have a dis¬ 
tinct preference for the grass, 
and we breed into this pro¬ 
pensity with Danzig-line sires 
(and full brothers) Syncline and 
Rimrod,” said Rolfe. 

Multiple stakes winner and 
course record-holder Remain 
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Silent won his second race 
from three starts in 2009 when 
he captured a five-furlong turf 
event for $50,000 claimers 
on September 3 under jockey 
Kendrick Carmouche. 

Breaking sharply from 
post four in the field of eight, 
the 6-year-old gelded son 
of Chester House was sent 
straight to the lead and battled 
head-to-head with 50-1 long- 
shot Makin Peace through the 
first half mile on the yielding 
turf. Turning for home, Makin 
Peace faded as Remain Silent 
began drawing away, opening 
up a length and a half lead 
approaching the eighth pole. 

But closing relendessly 
down the middle of the course 
were Earlswood Pete and jock¬ 
ey Vladimir Diaz, who cut into 
Remain Silent’s advantage but 
fell a neck short at the wire. 

Trained by Michael Pino for 
owner/breeder Daniel Ryan, 
Remain Silent earned $28,800 


and increased his career earn¬ 
ings to $363,713. From 19 
starts, he’s won 10 times, and 
has finished off the board only 
twice. 

Among the gelding’s career 
highlights were victories in the 
Robert W Camac Memorial 
Handicap and King Bold 
Reality Stakes in 2007, and Mr. 
Jenney Handicap in 2008. 

In 2007, Remain Silent set 
the course record at Meadow- 
lands, zipping five furlongs in 
:54.73. 

Live racing came to a brief 
halt with the conclusion of 
the card of September 12. 
While Penn National manage¬ 
ment said the two-week hia¬ 
tus was mainly to allow for 
some yearly track maintenance, 
vice-president of racing Chris 
McErlean indicated that it was 
an extremely busy period on a 
number of fronts. 

“During that shutdown 
period, there were several proj¬ 


ects going on,” said McErlean. 
“We took approximately one 
inch of the current racing cush¬ 
ion off, and added one inch 
of Belvedere sand. This better 
prepares us going into the fall 
and winter racing season.” 

Other projects completed 
and/or started during that time 
include: 

• Relocation of the track 
apron fencing closer to the out¬ 
side rail, to give fans a closer 
vantage point to the five racing 
action. 

• Expansion and improved 
drainage in the winner’s circle, 
as well as improved drainage 
for the walking ring in the pad- 
dock. 

• New housing for the head- 
on television tower cameras. 

• The start of new fencing 
for the perimeter of the back- 
stretch. 

• Demolition of one old 
barn and the start of construc¬ 
tion on Penn National’s fourth 


new barn. “We anticipate hav¬ 
ing the fourth and fifth new 
barns up before the end of the 
year,” said McErlean. 

• A new backs tretch public 
address system. 

• An upgrade of the back- 
stretch electrical wiring system, 
as well as wiring for the track 
lighting system. McErlean said 
new transformers for the track 
lighting system will be put in 
place over the winter. 

• The start of a project to 
place new piping for water 
service to each barn on the 
backstretch. This project was 
expected to take three to four 
months to complete. 

• Grading and resurfac¬ 
ing of walking paths between 
barns. 

• Replacement and upgrad¬ 

ing of the padding on the main 
starting gate. w

T he annual jaunt to the land 
of Ferris wheels and cot¬ 
ton candy came around 
again, with the Maryland State 
Fair hosting its annual meet at 
Timonium from August 28 to 
September 7.

$10,000 trainer’s bonus, add¬ 
ing spice to the contest. The 
bonus was divided 4-3-2-1, so 
Kobiskie received $4,000 and 
the remaining three went away 
with $2,000 each. 


Kobiskie, riding the wings 
of Tom and Paula Haughey’s 
PTK LLC, sent out 15 runners 
to win six races for $34,050 in 
earnings. 

“I hope it’s the beginning 
of many,” Kobiskie said of his 
first title. “I know Timonium 
is a small meet, but it came 
down to the last day, me, Lake, 
Dale and Grove all battling. 
I thought I had a shot with 
another filly who ended up sec¬ 
ond. The one that got it done 
was a bit of a surprise.” 

Miniver went off 7-1 and 
wired favorite Discos Wish 
(trained by Grove) to give 
Kobiskie the title. A former 
jockey, Kobiskie began training 
about a year and a half ago. 

“Training is so much tough¬ 
er and so much more reward¬ 
ing than riding. I’m so glad I 
made the transition,” Kobiskie 
said. “When I started riding I 
said I wanted to ride my bug 
[apprentice allowance] out and 
then start training. I knew the 
day I started riding I wanted to 
do this.” 


Apprentice Joshua Navarro 
rode nearly twice as many 
horses as the next busiest jock¬ 
ey to secure the riding title. He 
accumulated 16 wins from 49 
rides to run away from Gerald 
Almodovar (10 wins). J.D.

Seattle Glitter won on August 28 
and returned to win again on 
September 6 for owner/trainer 
Ron Sweeney, who had only 
those two starts at the meet. 

Sheeler and Gammy’s a 
Winner tied as leading earn¬ 
ers, securing $19,950 for their 
allowance victories. Owned by 


Neil Glasser and trained by 
Dale Capuano, Sheeler handled 
three rivals on closing day. 
Ridden by Joshua Navarro, the 
4-year-old Maryland-bred son 
of Dixie Union scored by a 
head, finishing six and a half 
furlongs in 1:18.94. 

Gammy’s a Winner scored 
on September 6 for Scott Lake 
and Repole Stable. Jonathan 
Joyce rode the Maryland-bred 
son of Mojave Moon who won 
for the ninth time in his career. 
Gammy’s a Winner led every 
step to garner a four and a half- 
length win, completing the mile

Hamilton Smith unveiled 
first-time starter Scotch Twist 
to win a maiden special weight 
on closing day.

Raul Garrido shipped 
Casey’s Golden St. to Timoni- 
um to win a starter allowance on 
September 5. Ridden by Ramon 
Maldonado, the daughter of 
Gold Case scurried around the 
bullring like a cat, wiring seven 
foes while going four furlongs 
in :46.37. Owned by Garboso 
Inc., Casey’s Golden St. exited 
a victory at Charles Town on 
July 24. Six out of the eight 
starters hopped out of the 
West Virginia oval, including 
the first three finishers. 

Garrido took over the train¬ 
ing of the Ontario-bred Casey’s 
Golden St. from breeder Audre 
Cappuccitti this past spring 
and has engineered five vic¬ 
tories and more than $40,000 
from the 6-year-old mare, who 
made her first foray out of 
Charles Town when appearing 
at Timonium. 

Rodney Jenkins made a rare 
appearance at Timonium, send¬ 
ing Lazy Lane Farm’s home¬ 
bred Classic Art to cop an 
allowance race on September 
5. Ridden by Eric Camacho, the 
daughter of Fusaichi Pegasus 
out of stakes winner Cryptos’ 
Best rallied from fifth to win 
by three-quarters of a length. 
Classic Art won her previous 
start at Laurel on August 23. 
The Timonium win improved 
her record to 6-for-ll, all the 
victories coming this year. Her 
only off-the-board finish this 
year came on the turf, when 
seventh in the Hilltop Stakes at 
Pimlico in May. 

Hassan Elamri pulled off 
a triple play on September 5 
when Bucky’s Banjo upset a 
maiden claimer. Bred, trained 
and owned by Elamri, the 
daughter of Louis Quatorze 
paid $20 while going a mile in 
1:45.84. 

John Salzman Jr. got the 
better of his brother Tim Salz¬ 
man in a four-furlong allow¬ 
ance for 2-year-olds on Septem¬ 
ber 4. The former sent out 
favorite Gator Prowl, owned 


by Salzman and Danny Diwer, 
who crushed the latter’s 32-1 
shot Gold Forest. The exacta 
wasn’t bad, paying $41 for the 
most prolific 2-year-old condi¬ 
tioning family in Maryland. The 
winner, a daughter of Roar of 
the Tiger, finished in :46.67 
with Gerald Almodovar 
aboard. 

A $7,000 purchase at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale, Gator Prowl 
won her debut at Laurel in 
Maryland’s first 2-year-old race 
of the year on April 9, break¬ 
ing a 45-year-old track record 
for four and a half furlongs 
(:52.11). Next out, she finished 
fifth in the Kentucky Juvenile 
Stakes-G3 at Churchill Downs. 
Regrouped, she relished the 
drop in class in her third start. 

Frank and Virginia Wright’s 
City Song overcame trouble 
into the first turn to take a 
maiden special on September 


4 for trainer Chris Grove. The 
Maryland-bred daughter of 
City Zip, a half-sister to the 
Wrights’ stakes winner Tyaskin, 
scored by a length and a quar¬ 
ter. Gerald Almodovar guided 
the winner. 

City Song had hit the board 
in half of her eight starts before 
breaking the maiden barrier. 

The Wrights and Grove 
combined for a starter allow¬ 
ance win earlier in the meet 
when Pleasant Beau scored 
by more than a dozen lengths 
on August 29. 

Grove picked up an allow¬ 
ance win with Kidwell Petite 
Stable’s Our Second Slew 
on August 30. Ridden by 
Gerald Almodovar, the winner 
stopped the timer after a mile 
in 1:41.62. 

Time Taker earned his first 
win for owner/trainer David 
Kuhns while capturing a starter 
allowance on August 29 in the 


four-furlong time of :45.64. 
M.C. McGowan did the riding 
duties. 

Kuhns claimed the 5-year- 
old son of Time Bandit for 
$10,000 at Charles Town in 
May. He finished second in an 
allowance race in his next start 
before failing to threaten in a 
tougher spot. In three starts for 
Kuhns, Time Taker has earned 
$13,580. 

William Bourne continued 
to reap dividends for drop¬ 
ping the claim slip for Sister 
Silver back in June. Haltered 
for $4,000 that day at Charles 
Town, the daughter of Saint 
Ballado earned her second vic¬ 
tory for Bourne when she won 
an allowance on August 29 
with Luis Batista aboard. Time 
for the mile and a sixteenth was 
1:48.43. 

Ray Pennington III and Ollie 
Figgins III doubled on open¬ 
ing day. The owner/trainer duo 
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scored with Dutch Creek in 
the third and Gladys Irene in 
the eighth. 

Gladys Irene swept an allow¬ 
ance. Erick Ramirez partnered 


the daughter of Arrested who 
went four furlongs in :45.79 
over a muddy track. Switched 
from Donald MacRae s barn 
at Woodbine earlier this sum¬ 


mer, the winner picked up her 
second consecutive victory and 
fifth overall. 

Dutch Creek finished four 
furlongs in :48.80 under Gerald 


Almodovar. The 2-year-old son 
of Friends Lake dropped from 
the $20,000 maiden claiming 
ranks at Charles Town to win 
the $9,000 maiden claimer. 


TIM GRAMS 
CONTINUES 
WINNING WAYS 
AT CHARLES 
TOWN

T im Grams had one fabu¬ 
lous summer at Charles 
Town Races, and the wins 
just keep coming for the locally 
based trainer. 

Grams got another big 
victory on September 12 in 
Charles Town’s $50,000 It’s 
Only Money Stakes, a seven- 
furlong test for 3-year-olds 
and up at four and a half fur¬ 
longs named for Grams’s own 
Charles Town stakes-winning, 
track record-setting runner. 
With jockey Larry Reynolds 
aboard, former claimer Green 
Suede Shoes pulled off a stun¬ 
ning wire-to-wire victory by 
two and a half lengths against 
a solid field of nine. 

A 5-year-old son of Mead¬ 
ow Monster out of Ever 
Imelda, by Personal Hope, 
Green Suede Shoes has been 
a find for Grams and owner 
G.S. Racing LLC (G.S. Davis), 
which claimed the bay gelding 
from Todd Beattie for $16,000 
on June 19. In three starts fol¬ 
lowing that claim, the West 
Virginia-bred snapped a sev¬ 
en-race winless streak, earned 
$38,000, and maneuvered into 
position as a favorite heading 
into the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics. 

In the It’s Only Money, 
Green Suede Shoes finished 
in a scorching :50.96 to win 
as the fifth choice at 9-1 odds. 
Morning-line favorite Gabriel’s 


Smile finished second, followed 
by race-time favorite-and pre¬ 
viously unbeaten—Nay’s Tap in 
third. Rhythmic Moves, who 
won last year’s $125,000 West 
Virginia Breeders Classic Dash 
for Cash, finished sixth. 

From July 1 through 
September 22, Grams ranked 
second among Charles Town 
trainers in total earnings with 
$425,795; his runners finished 
in the money a remarkable 63 
percent of the time. By con¬ 
trast, leading trainer Jeff Runco 
had 48 percent of his starters 
finish in the money. 

Green Suede Shoes’s victory 
headlined an impressive week 
for Grams, who sent out eight 
horses between September 6 
and September 12 and came 
home with five victories. 

The 3-year-old West Vir¬ 
ginia-bred filly Silver Buckle, 
owned by Grams and his wife, 
Judith, launched the streak with 
a three-quarter-length win in 
allowance company. Five days 
later, Grams fielded another 
winner when Marvin Little’s 
homebred 4-year-old bay filly 
Thealka produced a one-length 
win in a six and a half-furlong 
allowance. A day after Green 
Suede Shoes kept the big week 
going, Reynolds—who rode all 
of Grams’s winners during the 
week—guided Cleil W. Albrite 
Jr.’s West Virginia-bred 3-year- 
old filly Run Louis Run to a 
three and a half-length win in 
an allowance race. 

Grams ended the preceding 
month with a stakes win when 
James S. Carter’s Beware of 
the Bop posted a two-length 
victory in the seven-furlong, 
$50,000 Sylvia Bishop Stakes 
for West Virginia-bred 3-year- 
old fillies on August 29. 

While Grams might have 
dominated the month, trainer 


William A. Campbell fielded 
what could be considered the 
single most dominating run¬ 
ner in September when he 
sent out the 5-year-old dark 
bay gelding Peaceful Bliss 
for the seven-furlong $50,000 
Robert R. Hilton Memorial 
Stakes on September 18 for 
West Virginia-breds, 3 and up, 
nominated to the West Virginia 
Breeders Classics (WVBC). 
Peaceful Bliss, by West Virginia 
sire Luftikus, demolished a 
stacked field by 11 Vi lengths. 

Owned by Jack Jordan 
Racing LLC, Peaceful Bliss 
won for the second time in his 
last three outings with a domi¬ 
nating closing finish. Under 
jockey Erick Ramirez, Peaceful 
Bliss trailed early leader Darth 
Tater by a head at the half-mile 
mark before surging to a seven- 
length lead at the head of the 
stretch and finishing in 1:23.90, 
just three-fifths of a second 
off the track record for the 
distance (1:23.29) set in 2006 
by P. Kerney. 

The 2008 West Virginia 
Breeders Classic winner, 
Ghostly Thunder, with jockey 
Travis Dunkelberger aboard, 
showed strong closing speed 
to finish second after running 
last early in the race, while 
the Hendrickson Farms LLC- 
ownecl Dancin Banker finished 
third. 

The highly accomplished 
and apparently ageless 11-year- 
old gelding Confucius Say, with 
Reynolds up, held second by 
a half-length heading into the 
final turn but couldn’t stave 
off the late chargers and fin¬ 
ished fifth for owner/breeder 
Randy Funkhouser and trainer 
George Yetsook. 

Dunkelberger, sidelined 
since early April after sustain¬ 
ing a neck injury from a spill 


during an exercise ride for one 
of trainer Gary Capuano’s 
horses (who broke down in the 
incident at Charles Town), was 
slated to be out of action any¬ 
where from three to six months. 
The nation’s third-leading jock¬ 
ey in 2001 when he won 395 
races, Dunkelberger was back 
in the saddle by September 13 
and promptly brought home a 
winner for Runco in the second 
race on the card, a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight for 2-year-olcl fillies. 
Dunkelberger guided Bop’s 
daughter Lolibop, owned by 
Jonas Cash’s Folly Quarter 
Stable LLC, to a three and a 
half-length win. 

Any questions regarding 
Dunkelberger’s fitness were 
likely answered for certain just 
days later when he held the 
reins for Mark Russell’s ultra- 
talented 3-year-old gelding 
Russell Road on September 
19 for the $50,000 Millard 
Harrell Memorial Stakes for 
West Virginia-bred 3-year-olds 
nominated to the WVBC. 

Dunkelberger, who rode 
Russell Road in the $250,000 
Gotham Stakes-G3 at Aqueduct 
before trainer James W. Casey 
nixed a possible Kentucky 
Derby bid, earned another 
chance at the mount upon his 
return from the injury. Eric 
Camacho had filled in for four 
races and won three aboard the 
chestnut son of Casey’s home 
stallion Wheaton who has won 
five times in seven starts this 
season. 

Dunkelberger didn’t miss 
a beat as he expertly direct¬ 
ed Russell Road to a five and 
three-quarter-length win in the 
seven-furlong test. Running 
fourth at the quarter-mile 
mark, Russell Road stalked the 
pace set by early leader Carol’s 
Hero before surging forward 
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to take a one-length lead at 
the half-mile mark. From there, 
Dunkelberger guided the will¬ 
ing runner to a strong finish. 

Charles Town-based trainer 
Ronney Brown entered the 
winner's circle later that night 
with his own impressive stakes 
victory when Shesdebonair¬ 
ness pulled off the upset vic¬ 
tory in the $50,000 Roger Van 
Hoozer Stakes. 

Starting in the number six 
post position against a talented 
field that included defending 
champion (and 2008 Breeders 
Classic winner) Julie B, jock¬ 
ey Arnaldo Bocachica saved 
ground before moving Shes- 
debonairness towards the front 
past the half-mile mark. Down 
the stretch, the 4-year-old bay 
daughter of West Virginia 
sire Devon Deputy engaged 
second-place finisher Natures

T he Presque Isle Downs 
Masters Stakes made quite 
an impression in its first 
two years of existence, enough 
to earn it graded status in its 
first year of eligibility in 2009. 
The third running proved the 
Grade 3 race worthy of its 
accreditation. 

Four Grade 1 winners trav¬ 
eled to Presque Isle on Septem¬ 
ber 12 for the $400,000 Masters. 
The six and a half-furlong test 
over Presque Isle's Tapeta track 


Annuity in an all-out sprint for 
the finish tine and won by a 
half-length for owner Donnie 
Rockwell. 

Julie B, owned by Randy 
Funkhouser's O'Sullivan Farms 
LLC, finished fifth as the even- 
money favorite under jockey 
Larry Reynolds in her second 
start of the season and first 
since May. 

Owner/trainer John A. 
Casey picked up a nice vic¬ 
tory on August 29 when Down 
Town Allen won the $50,000 
Rachel's Turn Stakes, a four 
and a half-furlong open event 
for 2-year-old fillies. With jock¬ 
ey Mathew McGowan aboard, 
Down Town Allen posted a 
three-length victory in :52.53, 
just two days after McGowan 
guided another Casey home¬ 
bred 2-year-old filly, I Got a 
Answer, to a two and a quar¬ 


ter-length win in a six and a 
half-furlong maiden special 
weight. 

Half N Half Stable (D.L. 
Stern)'s Unconditional Love 
left the field in the dust for 
a 16-length victory in a mile 
and a sixteenth maiden spe¬ 
cial weight on September 19, 
as jockey Gerald Almodovar 
brought home the 3-year-old 
for trainer Christopher Grove. 
Almodovar and Grove had 
teamed up in late August for 
another winner at that same 
distance, when Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank P. Wright's homebred 
3-year-old filly Hannah’s 
Dowery took an allowance by 
five and three-quarters lengths. 

Owner Patrick H. Griffin's 
3-year-old filly Windy Corner 
posted a nine-length victory 
in a maiden special weight for 
fillies and mares on September 


20. Trained by Lucy Webb, 
Windy Corner finished the four 
and a half-furlong test in :52.08 
under jockey Sunday Diaz. 

Trainer James W Casey con¬ 
tinued to have success using a 
number of different jockeys. In 
an allowance race on August 29 
for 3-year-olds and up, Casey 
had Arnaldo Bocachica take 
the reins for Taylor Mountain 
Farms LLC's Colonel JW. 
Bocachica took it from there, 
piloting the 3-year-old son of 
Windsor Castle to a five and a 
half-length win. 

Apprentice Ismael Perez 
was in the saddle for Casey for 
an allowance on September 5, 
and the result was the same, as 
Perez guided Taylor Mountain 
Farm-owned James Wood, a 
3-year-old son of Luftikus, to a 
narrow victory. W 



sits perfectly on the calendar 
for distaffers preparing for a 
start in the Breeders' Cup Filly 
and Mare Sprint, this year at 
Santa Anita on November 6, 
also to be run over a synthetic 
surface. 

The queen of the division 
over a synthetic track is Augus¬ 
tin Stable's Informed Deci¬ 
sion. Making her first start at 
Presque Isle, but undefeated in 
her four previous efforts over 
artificial surfaces at Keeneland 


and Arlington Park, the 4-year- 
old daughter of Monarchos 
was sent off as the 9-10 favor¬ 
ite in the Masters and didn't 
disappoint. With Julien 
Leparoux aboard, the gray filly 
rolled to a two and a half-length 
victory in the stellar time of 
1:15.10, only six-hundredths of 
a second off the track record. 

It was die fourth stakes win 
of the year from five starts for 
Informed Decision, who 
recorded Grade 1 victories in 


Keeneland's Madison Stakes in 
April and Churchill Downs's 
Humana Distaff Stakes on the 
main trackin May. The $240,000 
she earned for the Masters win 
made her a millionaire, pushing 
her earnings to $1,081,617 
from 12 starts-a nice return 
for owner George Strawbridge's 
$320,000 expenditure at the 
| Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 
| 2-year-olds in training sale, 
i Trained by Jonathan Shep- 
| pard, who kept a small string at 
Presque Isle in 2009 (through 
September 20 he ranked sev¬ 
enth in the trainers' standings 
with 17 wins), Informed Deci¬ 
sion had three listed works at 
the track over the summer. 
Only one other runner in the 
field had more experience at 
Presque Isle—5-year-old Sweet 
Lorena, from the barn of 
Michael Ferraro. 

Although based at Finger 
Lakes, Shining Starlite Racing's 
Sweet Lorena made four starts 
at Presque Isle within a two- 
month span, winning three 
straight and finishing second 
once, all in allowance company.

third in the Grade 3 Hanshin 
Cup Handicap. In the latter he 
was beaten by Vacation after a 
less than ideal trip. 

Local runner J’s Sundance 
Halo, winner of the 2008 Lee¬ 
ward Stakes for owner Janis 
Maiden and trainer Gerald 
Bennett but risked for a $25,000 
tag just two starts back, took 
the field through modest frac¬ 
tions of :23.09 and :46.04. 

Laying just off the pace, 
Cherokee Artist took over after 
three-quarters in 1:10.20 and 
kept running to the finish. J’s 
Sundance Halo held on for 
second over Michael Tabor’s 
The Roundhouse, shipped in 
from Belmont Park by Todd 
Pletcher. Vacation and Moto- 
vato rounded out the top five. 

Motion indicated that the 
Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl would 
be Cherokee Artist’s next start— 
the colt has four wins from 
nine starts over synthetic sur¬ 
faces, including success at Santa 
Anita. His most recent vic¬ 
tory—his fifth from 15 starts — 
boosted his bankroll to 
$528,996. 

The 4-year-old filly Rollick¬ 
ing Affair, based at Presque 
Isle with owner/trainer Christo¬ 
pher Progno, was cross-entered 
in both stakes, but scratched in 
favor of a one-mile allowance 
run one race prior to the Mile. 
Ridden by Willie Martinez, she 
romped, scoring by three and a 
half lengths over the Jamie 
Ness-trained and owned favor¬ 
ite Little B Rosson. 


It was the third win during a 
busy campaign for Rollicking 
Affair, who has made most of 
her career at Presque Isle. In 15 
career starts, 14 have come at 
the Erie track, where the daugh¬ 
ter of Black Tie Affair (Ire) has 
five wins, three seconds —includ¬ 
ing a near-miss in the $100,000 
Windward Stakes in July—and 
two thirds. It was her seventh 
start of the 2009 season in 
which she has earned 
$108,135. 

Four days earlier, Rollicking 
Affair’s stablemate, her year- 
younger full sister Rollicking 
Vista, broke her maiden. The 
gray filly, also owned by Progno, 
led at every call in the race for 
$7,500 claimers to win by three- 
quarters of a length. Both fillies 
were bred in Virginia by 
Dresden Farm. 

Frank Calabrese’s homebred 
Dreaming of Liz has had an 
up and down career. She was a 
graded stakes winner at 2 when 
capturing the Arlington-Wash- 
ington Lassie Stakes-G2. At 3, 
she won two stakes and placed 
third in graded company, but 
finished off the board in her 
six other outings. Her 2009 
start was uninspired after dou¬ 
ble-digit losses at Gulfstream 
Park and Arlington Park. 

Fast forward to September 
2, and the 4-year-old filly is on 
the upswing after winning for 
the second time in her last 
three starts, the latest in a mile 
and a sixteenth allowance in her 
first time out at Presque Isle. 


The gray filly led throughout 
under Willie Martinez to win by 
three-quarters of a length in 
1:43.99 over stakes winner 
Drop a Line. 

Track conditions were prime 
during the final week of August, 
with track records falling left 
and right. The first to go was 
the one-mile record on August 
26, as Harry C. and Tom O. 
Meyerhoff’s Tiz Late stopped 
the clock in 1:35.65 in a lucra¬ 
tive allowance worth $30,000 to 
the winner. 

The 4-year-old Tiznow geld¬ 
ing trained by Mike Trombetta 
upped his Presque Isle mark to 
four wins from five starts, all in 
allowance company. Guided by 
Martinez, Tiz Late scored by 
three lengths over Xela after 
leading the entire trip. 

The third race on August 30 
saw $5,000 claimer Chad’s Got 
Class and Mario Pino sweep to 
victory at five furlongs with a 
final time of :56.85, breaking 
School Girl’s record of :57.02 
set on September 26, 2008. 

Chad’s Got Class’s record 
was short-lived, however, as 
Into Wishes shaved .14 sec¬ 
onds off the mark two races 
later. The 5-year-old daughter 
of Allen’s Prospect, owned, 
bred and trained by Jerry 
Thurston, chased the opening 
fractions of :22.29 and :44.96 
before drawing off under Harry 
Vega to win by nearly three 
lengths in the starter allow¬ 
ance. 

The record-breaking eve¬ 
ning was not over. In the sev¬ 
enth race, an allowance at a 
mile and 70 yards, Satans 
Quick Chick roared home by 
eight and a half lengths and 
sliced more than a second off 
the previous record. The 3-year- 
old filly’s final time was 1:39.04, 
bettering 7-year-old Andiamo’s 
mark of 1:40.05 set in the 2008 
Lake Erie Stakes. 

Owned by Jerry Jamgot- 
chian and trained by Eric Reed, 
Satans Quick Chick had last out 
finished off the board in the 
Diamond Ring Stakes at 


Sent off as the 17-1 second- 
longest shot among the seven 
starters (from an original field 
of 12 entered), Sweet Lorena 
turned in a sensational effort to 
finish second, a half-length to 
the better of the only 3-year-old 
in the race, Godolphin Racing 
LLC’s Test Stakes-Gl winner, 
Flashing. Game Face, winner 
of Calder’s Princess Rooney 
Handicap-Gl in July, was a neck 
back in fourth. Completing 
the field were multiple graded 
stakes winner Porte Bonheur, 
Just a Game Stakes-Gl win¬ 
ner Diamondrella (GB) and 
Tequilas Dayjur, the longest 
price on the board who was 
coming in off a stakes vic¬ 
tory at Mountaineer. Tequilas 
Dayjur was the early pacesetter, 
setting fractions of :22.86 and 
:45.86. 

Rounding out the rich week¬ 
end was the $250,000 Presque 
Isle Mile, which moved to 
Sunday, September 13, after 
being run on July 4, 2008. 

Of the dozen runners 
entered, eight made their way 
to the post, with favoritism fall¬ 
ing to two shippers: Shug 
McGaughey-trained graded 
stakes winner Vacation, from 
the powerful Phipps Stable, at 
1.60-1; and Edmund Gann’s 
Motovato, the close second 
choice at 1.90-1, from the barn 
of Marty Wolfson. 

Fair Hill, Md.-based trainer 
Graham Motion returned with 
Cherokee Artist, back for 
another try after just missing 
in the hody contested Leeward 
Stakes on July 26. In his first 
start since that race, the J. Mack 
Robinson homebred turned 
in a breakout performance, 
sweeping to a two and three- 
quarter-length victory under 
Jeremy Rose in near course 
record time of 1:35.82 for the 
mile. 

It was the first stakes win for 
Cherokee Artist, a 4-year-old 
Cherokee Run colt who had 
been knocking on the door with 
five stakes placings, including 
seconds in the Ohio Derby-G2 
and Barbaro Stakes-G3 and a 
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Arlington Park, but won an 
allowance in her previous start 
at Presque Isle in May. Scott 
Spieth guided the winner. 

Pennsylvania-bred 3-year- 
old gelding Brass Bay record¬ 
ed his third official win in his 
last four starts in a six-furlong 
allowance on September 5. The 
son of Rainmaker has five 
career starts, all at Presque Isle, 
since June 10. 

After missing by a neck in 
his first outing for a $25,000 
tag, he returned at the same 
level to break his maiden by 
four and a quarter lengths. In 
his next start, he crossed the 
line first by the same margin in 
allowance company, but was 
disqualified to third for inter¬ 
ference at the start. On August 
8, he was once again back in the 
winner’s circle. 

All of Brass Bay’s victories 
have been at six furlongs, and 
his two most recent races were 
run in 1:09 and change. Bred by 
Paula Capes tro Bloodstock 
LLC, Brass Bay is owned and 
trained by Kelly Ritchie. 

The world-famous Shadwell 
Stable was a winning owner on 
September 10 when the 3-year- 
old gelding Nafath flew to a 
six-length victory going five 
and a half furlongs to break his 
maiden. A son of Smarty Jones 
out of stakes winner Wheady 
Way, thus a half-brother to 
Saratoga Special Stakes-G2 
winner Bevo and Arlington- 
Washington Lassie Stakes-G3 
winner Moonlight Sonata, 
Nafath was a $425,000 Keene- 
land November sales weanling. 
The dark bay trained by Michael 
Pino was in for a $7,500 tag. 

The first foal out of Mother 
Goose Stakes-Gl winner Non¬ 
such Bay, an earner of $747,078 
who won or placed in 16 stakes 
during her career, is Greater 
Glory, who scored by two 
lengths in a maiden special 
weight on September 6. 

A 3-year-old colt by Empire 
Maker, Greater Glory races for 
Preston Madden, who pur¬ 
chased him as a yearling at the 


Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Octo¬ 
ber sale for $320,000. Greater 
Glory is trained by Akiko 
Gothard. 

Another Kentucky fresh¬ 
man sire got off the blocks at 
the northwestern Pennsylvania 
track when a son of Grade 1 
winner Taste of Paradise scored 
by daylight on September 9. 

Justamatteroftime won a 
one-mile maiden special weight 
by seven and a quarter lengths 
for co-owner/trainer June Riley 
and partner Vernon Marcum. 
The chestnut gelding was bred 
in Kentucky by Foal Run Farm, 
Julia Gantt and Scotty Abbott 
out of the Green Dancer mare 
Green Mill. 

The juggernaut that is train¬ 
er Jamie Ness continued to 
roll on through the meet, as 
Ness sent out winners at a 33 
percent clip to far outdistance 
his closest pursuers. Through 
September 20, he had 66 wins 
from 198 starts, destroying the 
previous meet record of 36 
wins established by Merrill 
Scherer in 2008. Second in the 
trainers’ ranks was Joseph 
Martin, with 32 wins. 


Perennial national leader 
Scott Lake had a minor pres¬ 
ence at Presque Isle during the 
year, but over the first three 
weeks of September he came 
away with three allowance vic¬ 
tories from six starts, all for 
owner Ben Mondello. 

The first came with Sunshine 
In on September 6, who got up 
to win by a neck at five and a 
half furlongs. Cat’s Got Legs 
came out on September 16 to 
win at six and a half furlongs, 
and two days later World Gone 
Wrong rallied for a two-length 
score going six furlongs. Lake’s 
runners made a dozen starts 
during the meet (through Sep¬ 
tember 20), winning five times, 
with three seconds and two 
thirds. 

Lake ranks second in the 
nation by number of wins, fol¬ 
lowed by Ness in third—each 
has well over 200 wins for the 
year. 

Presque Isle’s leading rider 
of 2008, Dale Beckner, was 
severely injured in a fall in the 
first race on August 28 after his 
mount, the 1-2 favorite Private 
Exchange, broke down in the 


early stages of the six-furlong 
claiming race. Beckner, who 
appeared to be struck in the 
head by a trading runner, was 
taken to the University of Pitts¬ 
burgh Medical Center with 
multiple fractures to his face 
and skull. 

Following several surgeries, 
Beckner was allowed to return 
home to recuperate by the end 
of September. 

Beckner recorded the big¬ 
gest win of his career on August 
1 when he picked up the mount 
on longshot winner Soul War¬ 
rior for the $750,000 West 
Virginia Derby at Mountaineer 
Park. At the time of the acci¬ 
dent, Beckner ranked sixth in 
the jockeys’ standings with 46 
wins. He recorded 99 wins to 
take the tide in 2008. 

Huber Villa-Gomez con¬ 
tinued his march as leading 
rider with 96 first-place finish¬ 
es (through September 20). He 
had four more days of the 
meet to break Beckner’s mark. 
Harry Vega was second with 
76 wins. W

Little Joe Verrone: one 
of a kind jock’s agent

L ittle Joe Verrone may well 
be the longest-active jock¬ 
ey's agent in the country 
He is 86 years old, and has 
spent the last 60 years as an 
agent. His riders have won, 
by his count, more than 6,000 
races. In New Jersey, where he 
has plied his trade for nearly 50 
years, he is an institution. 

One morning in early Sep¬ 
tember at Monmouth Park, 
he had some privileged infor¬ 
mation to disclose. This one 
concerned not his jockey but 
himself. He leaned in close and 
lowered his already soft voice. 

“I've been in the game all 
of my life," he said, his voice 
slightly cracking, “and I have 
to say one thing. I enjoyed 
every minute of it. But I'm 
giving you a scoop. I'm going 
into retirement now; I'm riding 
away from all of this.” 

The Meadowlands this fall 
will be his final meet. Coin¬ 
cidentally, his first and last 
jockeys will have been named 
Rivera—Fausto andLuis, respec¬ 
tively. The first Rivera came, in 
1950, at Waterford Park (now 
Mountaineer) in West Virginia. 
In between, Little Joe has car¬ 
ried the book of such jockeys 
as Larry Adams, Paul Kallai, 
Don MacBeth, Dave Penna, 
Danny Nied, Herb McCauley, 
Nick Santagata and Mike Smith. 
His partnerships were long 
and successful, a rare thing for 
his profession; he worked for 
Kallai, Nied and Santagata for 
more than 30 years. 


His most famous jockey, in 
fact, is one he did not work 
for but whom he mentored 
at the start of his career-Bill 
Hartack. Hartack, who won 
five Kentucky Derbies, was a 
loner, tough and recalcitrant, 
but Little Joe was one of his 
few friends. 

“Guys like Little Joe were 
part of the fiber of the game,” 
says Bob Kulina, a longtime 
friend and Monmouth's gen¬ 
eral manager. His late father, 
Joe Kulina, arranged for Kallai 
to immigrate from Hungary 
in 1962, and then matched 
him with Little Joe. Kallai was 
Kulina's first-call rider for more 
than a decade. 

For his age, Little Joe—who 
stands five feet tall—is a marvel. 
Kulina calls him Dorian Gray, 
referring to the Oscar Wilde 
character, saying he has not 
aged in 40 years. His memory 
is sharp, same as his wit. His 
stories drip with staggering 
detail of people and places and 
horses. In his spare time he 
writes songs. 

For his size, and his person¬ 
ality, he has always stood out. 
He wears a suit and hat to the 
races, a dashing figure among 
his more sartorially challenged 
peers. He shakes the pills for 
post positions, a daily task 
entrusted to him a long time 
ago. A few years ago, a plaque 
inscribed with the words “Little 
Joe's Corner” was placed in 
his customary spot outside the 


racing office where he stands 
during the draw. 

He has been a friend of 
celebrities and athletes, their 
friendships the outcome of 
a time when racing melded 
seamlessly with sports and 
entertainment. Come to think 
of it, he is a celebrity himself. 
At Monmouth, he cannot walk 
more than a few yards without 
somebody stopping him or call¬ 
ing out his name. The mounts 
his jockey gets are largely out 
of loyalty to Little Joe. 

His distinguished career was 
far from predetermined. He 
grew up in Johnstown, Pa., once 
a booming steel town 60 miles 
east of Pittsburgh, famous for 
its three floods, the first of 
which was the “Great Flood of 
1889.” He had four brothers 
and two sisters, and their father 
worked in a steel mill. 

In 1942, he was drafted into 
the Army. By his own account 
the smallest staff sergeant in 
World War II, he was deco¬ 
rated with the Purple Heart and 
nominated for the Silver Star 
for valor in the Battle of Okin¬ 
awa, in which he was wound¬ 
ed. He only described what 
happened off the record. The 
memories still seem to pain 
him. “Nobody wins a war,” he 
said. “Everybody loses.” 

Following the war he 
returned to Johnstown and 
worked in a steel mill, heating 
rivets for boxcars. Less than 
two years later, as one of the 
new guys, he was let go. The 


next day he talked to a local 
guy named Joe Reggino, who 
owned billiard halls and cigar 
stores. More importandy, he 
owned horses, then stabled 
at Laurel Park. Reggino gave 
Litde Joe a thousand dollars 
and said he should go spend 
time around the horses and see 
if he liked it. 

For the next two years, 
Verrone walked hots and over¬ 
saw training and learned how 
to exercise horses. He intended 
to become a trainer but, follow¬ 
ing a riding accident in which 
he broke a bone in his neck, 
he became an agent on the 
advice of trainers Frank Wright 
and Marvin Greene. He set out 
on the leaky roof circuit-the 
minor league tracks and fairs of 
Ohio, West Virginia, Maryland 
and New England. He became 
close friends with Frank 
Whiteley, whom he considers 
the best trainer he spent time 
around. 

As an agent, he needed a 
nickname. “Anything that’s little 
can't hurt you,” he explained. 
“So when they see you and 
you're a competitor, they say 
that's Joe, we don't have to 
worry about him. . . Boom!” 
He punched his fist into his 
other palm-“When I hit 'em 
a couple of times, oh, wait a 
minute, whoa, then they start 
realizing.” 

A few years into his career, 
Verrone received a phone call 
from a judge and attorney he 
knew from Johnstown. They 
had a potential jockey from 
Ebensburg, a coal-mining town 
nearby. They told Joe he was 
the valedictorian of his class, 
and Joe said to send him on a 
bus to Waterford Park and he 
would pick him up. The kid was 
Bill Hartack. 

Little Joe helped arrange for 
trainer Junie Corbin to have 
his contract. He took Hartack 
under his wing, two sons of 
mill workers, pointing out 
which jockeys to watch—one 
for his gate skills, another 
for his ability to judge pace. 
Hartack, then 19, won the third 
race he rode on a horse named 
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Nickelby. He’d make it to the 
major tracks within a year. 

Of all the circuits Verrone 
traversed in the next decade, 
before he met Kallai and ulti¬ 
mately settled in New Jersey, he 
enjoyed Maryland above all. He 
began meeting celebrities and 
sports figures and politicians. 

At Laurel or Pimlico, he 
gave tips to J. Edgar Hoover. 
He drove Chuck Dressen, the 
Brooklyn Dodgers manager, 
from the airport to the track. 
For 40 years he was close with 
Art Rooney, the owner of the 
Pittsburgh Steelers and a life¬ 
long horseplayer and owner of 
tracks and horses. Patsy Cline, 
the singer, was his close friend 
until her untimely death in a 
plane crash in 1963. His list of 
other celebrities he has met is 
long. “How could you meet 
people like this,” he asked, “if I 
wasn’t in the business?” 

With Kallai, a former boxer 
and rider in Hungary, Little Joe 
had his first and biggest star. 
Kallai was as tough as leather 
hide, once described, appro¬ 
priately, as “a cross between 
Bill Hartack and Paul Bunyan ” 
He once jumped a fence and 
slugged a heckling bettor. In his 
15 years of riding in the States, 
the first 11 of them with Little 
Joe, he won 1,718 races. (Kallai 
was convicted of race-fixing 
in 1977, a charge he denied to 
the end of his life. He fled to 
Europe and later returned to 
Hungary, riding until the day he 
died three years ago.) 

Still, there were times when 
Little Joe found creative ways 
to get mounts. Tom Barry, who 
won the Belmont Stakes twice, 
as well as a Monmouth training 
tide, trained for Art Rooney, a 
fellow Irishman. Barry did not 
want to use Kallai. One day 
Little Joe saw his friend Rooney 
on the Monmouth backstretch. 
“I said to him, ‘I got a jock, his 
name’s Kelly.’ I said he comes 
from County Cork, Ireland. I 
said I can’t get a mount from 
Tom.” 

Finally, months later at 
Pimlico, Barry, in his thick Irish 
accent, asked Little Joe if his 


rider had a call in a race. Kallai 
got the mount and Joe told his 
rider, “When you go in that 
paddock and you talk to him, 
you just shake your head. I 
don’t want you to say a word. 
Shake your head, yes or no, 
OK? Don’t talk.” 

The horse won. “And 
[Kallai] gets off, and I see Kallai 
looking up at the guy, and I 
said, ‘Uh-oh, uh-oh’. . . They 
came from the winner’s circle, 
and coming over [Barry] saw 
me. ‘Hey, Little Joe, what part 
of Ireland did you say this boy 
comes from? He’s Hungarian; 


I know he is! He has an accent 
tike the Gabor sisters.’ ” Verrone 
laughed heartily. He said Joe 
Hirsch once used the story in 
his column. 

Over the last decade he has 
spent the winter in Arizona, 
where he has family. His late 
wife, Rose, whom he married 
in 1958, died 27 years ago. He 
said he might return to Florida 
in the winter and spend the 
rest of the year in Johnstown, 
where a sister still lives in the 
old homestead. If he does any¬ 
thing in horse racing it will be 
as an owner. 


No one-trick pony, he can 
spend more time on his ama¬ 
teur song-writing. The last 
one, “The Girl Next Door,” 
he wrote in early September 
about his neighbor in Arizona, 
who he says is like a sister. 
They’re good lyrics, but they 
can’t touch a song he wrote 
in the 1960s in praise of the 
Civil Rights movement and 
denouncing segregation. The 
encore goes: 

The trouble with our society 
We're living in a lie 
Everybody wants to go to heaven 
But nobody wants to die

MEDALLIST EARLY I 
FRESHMAN LEADER 



N orthview PA's freshman 
sire Medallist soared to 
11th on North America's 
leading first-crop sires list 
following the victory of his 
son Ibboyee in the $150,900 
Aspirant Stakes at Finger Lakes 
on September 7. 

Owned by Smart and Ann 
Subotnick's Anstu Stables Inc. 
and trained by Todd Pletcher, 
Ibboyee earned $90,540 for the 
victory, his second in two starts. 
The bay New York-bred colt 
had won his debut at Saratoga 
on August 3. 

Sent off as the 1.60-1 favor¬ 
ite in the field of eight in the 
Aspirant for state-bred colts 
and geldings, Ibboyee was in 
hand behind the early leaders 


before exploding in the stretch 
and drawing off to a six and 
a quarter-length score with a 
chart note of “won easily.” 

Bred by Dr. Patricia Purdy, 
the colt is the first stakes horse 
from seven foals out of the 
Pentelicus mare Expect Excel¬ 
lence. He was sent through the 
auction ring twice-going for 
$35,000 at the Keeneland Nov¬ 
ember sale as a weanling before 
Anstu Stables paid $120,000 
for him at Fasig-Tipton's Sara¬ 
toga Preferred Yearlings sale. 

Ibboyee is one of 18 starters 
in Medallist's first crop (through 
September 23), of whom eight 
have won. Medallist is the lead¬ 
ing freshman sire in the Mid- 
Atlantic region by both total 


earnings ($271,577) and num¬ 
ber of winners. The 8-year-old 
son of classic winner Touch 
Gold has a total of 59 current 
2-year-olds. 

A Grade 2 winner of 
$421,375, with five wins, two 
seconds and a third from a 
dozen starts, Medallist retired 
to stud at Three Chimneys 
Farm in Kentucky before 
making his way to Northview 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City, Md., for the 2008 season. 
As planned, he took up resi¬ 
dence at the Northview facility 
in Peach Bottom, Pa., when it 
opened in 2009. 

Unraced at 2, Medallist was 
among the best of his gen¬ 
eration at 3, winning such pres¬ 
tigious races as the Grade 2 
Dwyer Stakes (completing the 
mile and a sixteenth at Belmont 
Parkin 1:40.02, three-fifths off 
the track record, while defeating 
The Cliff's Edge by nearly four 
lengths) and Aqueduct's one- 
mile Grade 3 Withers Stakes. 
He captured the Withers by 
more than three lengths over 
the likes of Forest Danger and 
Saratoga County. Medallist 
was also victorious in Calder 
Race Course's Kenny Noe Jr. 


Handicap, winning by four and 
a half lengths while getting 
seven furlongs in 1:22.62. 

In two starts at 4, Medallist 
won Gulfstream Park’s Deputy 
Minister Handicap-G3 in track 
record time of 1:15.62 for six 
and a half furlongs before fin¬ 
ishing second to Forest Danger 
in the Grade 1 Carter Handicap, 
which was run in an eye-catch¬ 
ing time of 1:20.46. 

Out of stakes-winning, 
Grade 1-placed Santaria, a 
daughter of champion sprinter 
Star de Naskra, Medallist is a 
half-brother to San Fernando 
Breeders' Cup Stakes-G2 win¬ 
ner Air Commander and Grade 
2-placed Formidable. 

Medallist's second dam, 
multiple graded stakes-placed 
Act of Magic (by Halo), also 
produced Italian stakes win¬ 
ner Action Mutante and is the 
granddam of $450,113-earner 
Coco Belle. His third dam is 
stakes winner and multiple 
graded stakes-placed Pleasant 
Girl, a half-sister to Fall 
Highweight Handicap winner 
Shut Eye.

SIR SHACKLETON 
MOVES TO PA 



D ana Point Farm in Len- 
hartsville, Pa., is the new 
home to millionaire Sir 
Shackle ton, who will stand the 
2010 season for $2,500 live 
foal, with special consideration 
to Pennsylvania breeders and 
owners who book multiple 
mares. The 8-year-old stallion, 
whose oldest foals are yearlings, 
previously stood at Castleton 
Lyons in Lexington, Ky., for a 
stud fee of $5,000. 

A son of major sire Miswaki, 
Sir Shackle ton campaigned 
for three seasons, earning 
$1,051,500 from 20 starts, with 
seven wins and five placings. 
Successful at distances up to 
a mile and an eighth—as wit¬ 
nessed by his three-length vic¬ 
tory over Pollard's Vision in the 
West Virginia Derby-G3 —Sir 
Shackletonwas a top-class miler.

Sir Shackleton is out of 
Naskra Colors, a stakes-placed 
daughter of champion sprinter 
Star de Naskra who earned 
$411,437 during a career in 
which she hit the board in nine 
stakes, five graded, including 
the Grade 1 Spinster. Naskra 
Colors is the dam of four foals 
to race, including stakes-placed 
Pershing. 

Both Sir Shackleton's second 
and third dams, True Chompion 
and Beseech, were stakes per¬ 
formers. Also found in the fam¬ 
ily are Japanese stakes-winning 
millionaires Eishin Tennessee 
and Tennessee Girl, Australian 
group winner Katima and 
graded winner/Grade 1-placed 
Castle Royale.

FREEFOURINTERNET 
WINNERS ARE 
WORLDWIDE 


M illionaire Freefourin¬ 
ternet, a son of clas¬ 
sic winner Tabasco Cat 
standing at Regal Heir Farm in 
Grantville, Pa., is making his 
mark as a sire on the interna¬ 
tional stage. In his first crop of 
30 juveniles, Freefourinternet 
has sired three winners from 
five starters, two in Europe. His 
most recent winner, Freefora- 
day, captured a five-furlong 
maiden turf race on September 
22 at Folkestone in England. 

Making his fourth start in 
six weeks, the Florida-bred 
Freeforaday hit the board one 
month earlier with a second- 
place finish over the Folkestone 
course. Sold as a weanling to his 
owner/trainer, John Best, for 
$6,000 at the Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s 2007 October 
sale, Freeforaday is out of 


All My Yesterdays (by Wild 
Again). 

Freefourinternet’s most 
productive runner to date is 
the Florida-bred filly Woman 
in Rose, who has won three of 
eight starts in Italy, the latest on 
August 7 in Naples. A daughter 
of the Affirmed mare Affirmity, 
Woman in Rose, owned by 
Razza Dell’Olmo, made her 
way to Italy after being sold 
for $8,500 at the Keeneland 
January sale in 2008. 

Universal Express became 
Freefourinternet’s first U.S.- 
based winner while taking a 
maiden special weight at 
Suffolk Downs on July 27. The 
bay Florida-bred colt was on 
the front end the entire five- 
furlong trip and dug in furi¬ 
ously to win by a head. Out 
of the mare Buzzing B’s (by 


Hazaam), Universal Express 
races for his breeder, Francis 
McDonnell, and is trained by 
George Handy. 

Freefourinternet stood in 
Florida before moving to Fox 
Tale Stud in Coopersburg, Pa., 
for the 2008 season. He relo¬ 
cated to Regal Heir in 2009. 

An earner of $1,106,136, 
Freefourinternet was a stakes 
winner each year from 3 to 6, 
winning or placing in a dozen 
stakes. The bay launched his 
career in England and won the 
mile and a quarter Milcars New 
Stakes at Ascot at 3. 

Freefourinternet proved 
even more successful on his 
return to the U.S., winning the 
$750,000 Hawthorne Gold Cup 
Handicap-G2 at a mile and a 
quarter on the dirt while defeat¬ 
ing Perfect Drift, as well as 
Belmont Park’s Kelso Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap-G2 at a mile 
on the turf. He defeated La 
Reine’s Terms in Mountaineer 
Park’s grassy one-mile Labor 
Day Handicap. Each of his 
stakes victories was accom¬ 
plished with a patented last-to- 
first rally. 


Competing for six seasons, 
Freefourinternet started 44 
times, winning eight, with five 
seconds and six thirds. 

Freefourinternet is a half- 
brother to multiple stakes 
winner Pleasant Chimes, a 
$314,252-earner whose plac- 
ings included thirds in the 
Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan 
and Comely Stakes. He is also 
a half-brother to the dam of 
stakes-placed $347,273-earner 
Rye On the Rocks. 

His dam, Dixie Chimes (by 
Dixieland Band), is a winning 
full sister to Fall Highweight 
Handleap-G2 winner Chimes 
Band and stakes winner and 
stakes producer Lady Dixie. 
His female line traces back to 
Foggy Note (his fourth dam), 
whose offspring include leading 
sire Relaunch and stakes winner 
Moon Glitter, the dam of top 
sprinter and sire Glitterman 
and granddam of champion 
sprinter Rubiano. Grade 1 win¬ 
ner and top young sire Tapit is 
also found in the family. 

Now 11, Freefourinternet 
stood the 2009 season for 
$4,000 live foal. 


RINGING IN A 
WINNER FOR 
PRINTS OF PEACE 


T he 2-year-old filly Bells of 
Peace, a member of the 
first crop of O’Sullivan 
Farms LLC stallion Prints of 
Peace, recorded her first win 
on September 3 at Charles 
Town. The West Virginia-bred 
filly, making her second start, 
scored by a length in the four 
and a half-furlong maiden 
special weight after leading at 
every call. She earned $16,800 
for the effort while defeating 
nine others. 


Owned by her breeder, 
Wind N Springs Farm, and 
trained by Freddie Johnson, 
Bells of Peace is the first foal 
out of the winning Shecky 
Iron mare Shecky’s Bell. She is 
one of 21 current juveniles for 
Prints of Peace, an unraced son 
of Storm Cat and half-brother 
to graded stakes winner and 
sire Forest Camp who stands 
at Randy Funkhouser’s farm 
in Charles Town for $1,000 
five foal. Prints of Peace has 


also sired the placed runner 
Prints cess Poach from five 
starters (through September 
23). 

Eight-year-old Prints of 
Peace is out of La Paz (by 
Hold Your Peace), who won 
or placed in seven stakes while 
amassing $175,431. La Paz has 
produced seven winners from 
nine foals to race, topped by 
Del Mar Futurity-G2 winner 
Forest Camp. 

Forest Camp is the sire 
of the earners of more than 
$13 million in his first five 
crops, and is represented by 
Puerto Rican champion Vivaldi 
Girl and graded stakes win¬ 
ners Timber Reserve, Magical 
Forest, Hello Liberty and Your 
Tent Or Mine. 

Prints of Peace is also a 
half-brother to Spanish Empire 


($276,714, Fifth Season 
S-G3, etc.) and 2009 juvenile 
Mission Impazible ($42,114, 
3rd Kentucky Juvenile S-G3) 
as well as the dam of stakes- 
placed A. P. Flatter. 

Second dam, stakes win¬ 
ner Classy Craft, is a full or 
half-sister to two stakes win¬ 
ners plus the dam of top- 
class sprinter Zany Tactics 
($588,664, San Carlos H-G2, 
etc.). Also found in the family 
are champion Tempest Queen; 
$612,630-earner and five-time 
graded stakes winner Love 
You by Heart; $571,745-earner 
Steal a Kiss, the granddam of 
millionaire Name Value; and 
multiple graded stakes win¬ 
ner Jambalaya Jazz ($503,200, 
Kentucky Jockey Club S-G3, 
etc.). 
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FIRST WINNER FOR 
ST AVERIL TAKES WING 


F reshman sire St Averil 
was represented by his 
first winner with Goddess 
Angel's authoritative victory 
at Timonium on September 
6. The 2-year-old filly cruised 
home by five and a quarter 
lengths as the 0.70-1 choice in 
the field of six. 

Bred in Maryland by Charles 
and Cynthia McGinnes out 
of the stakes-winning mare 
Double Artemis (by Double 
Zeus), Goddess Angel is 
trained by Dale Capuano for 


owner Costas Triantafilos. The 
filly, who was fourth in her 
only other outing at Pimlico 
in May, chased the leader in 
the early stages of the six and 
a half-furlong Timonium test 
before hitting the front midway 
around the far turn. 

Goddess Angel is one of 
three starters (through Septem¬ 
ber 23) for St Averil, who has 
25 2-year-olds in his first crop. 
A Grade 1-placed winner at 2, 
St Averil captured the Santa 
Catalina Stakes-G2 at 3 and 


earned $328,742 during Inis 
career consisting of 13 starts. 

St Averil had stakes platings 
in the Hollywood Futurity-Gl 
(to Lion Heart), San Felipe 
Stakes-G2 (by a nose to Preach- 
inatthebar while giving the win¬ 
ner six pounds) and Ack Ack 
Handicap. His wins came at 
Santa Anita, Hollywood Park 
and Del Mar at distances from 
six and a half furlongs to a mile 
and a sixteenth. 

An 8-year-old son of cham¬ 
pion sire Saint Ballado, St Averil 
is out of Avie's Fancy, a daugh¬ 
ter of champion Lord Avie 
who amassed $402,909 during 
her career by winning 10 races, 
including the Matchmaker 
Stakes-G2 and Boding Springs 
Handicap-G3 and six addition¬ 


al stakes. Avie's Fancy is also 
the dam of juvenile stakes win¬ 
ner Our Cozzette, who in turn 
produced 2-year-old stakes 
winner Our Fantene. 

St Averil’s second dam, 
Fancy Pan, was a stakes winner 
of $233,043 and also produced 
Gulliver ($166,984, Paterson 
S, 3rd Discovery H-G3, etc.). 
The family descends from the 
prolific Fanciful Miss, who 
appears in the pedigrees of 
the likes of Grade 1 winners 
Rose's Cantina, Montreal Red, 
Fancy Naskra and $3,078,298 
Japanese earner Admire Max. 

St Averil stands under the 
Maryland Stallion Station 
banner at Bonita Farm in 
Darlington, Md., for a $4,500 
live foal fee. 


LYRACIST’S FIRST 
HITS THE RIGHT NOTE 


Y ourhythmic, the first run¬ 
ner for Pennsylvania 
sire Lyracist, became his 
sire's first winner with a two 
and a quarter-length score at 
Delaware Park on September 5. 
The Pennsylvania-bred 2-year- 
old, sent off as the fourth 
choice in the field of seven, 
battled for the early lead in the 
six-furlong maiden test, got his 
head in front after a half-mile, 
and drew clear in the final fur- 
long. 

Owned by Mark Ashby, 
Yourhythmic was bred by his 
trainer, Lynn Ashby. The bay 
colt is the first foal out of 
the Allen's Prospect mare Miss 
Goodie. 

Lyracist, who stands at 
Bonnie LaMonte VMD's Mouse 
House Farm in Nottingham, 
has three registered 2-year- 
olds from a 2007 test crop. 
The 17-hand son of multiple 
Grade 1 winner Sultry Song 
entered stud after racing seven 
years, winning or placing in 38 


of his 69 starts, and amassing 
$589,956. 

The durable competitor, 
stakes-placed and a two-time 
winner at 2, won the final start 
of his career at age 8, the 2004 
Kelso Handicap at Delaware 
Park. All of his wins and plac- 
ings were at distances of a 
mile or more, and he accounted 
for two additional stakes victo¬ 
ries—the 2000 Kelso at a mile 
and three-sixteenths, and Laurel 
Park's mile and an eighth John 
B. Campbell Handicap in 2002. 
His 11 stakes platings includ¬ 
ed a second in the Baltimore 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3. 
In his final season of competi¬ 
tion, Lyracist finished third or 
better in seven of his 10 starts 
and retired sound. 

Lyracist is one of the richest 
runners for Sultry Song, also 
the sire of champion Kirby's 
Song, Breeders' Cup Mile-Gl 
winner Singletary and million¬ 
aire Revved Up. 


Lyracist's dam, the Theatrical 
(Ire) mare Watercolors, has pro¬ 
duced additional stakes horses 
Silver Pallet (in Japan) and Pastel 
Gal. Watercolors is a half-sister 
to Grade 1 Haskell Invitational 
winner Lost Mountain, a mil¬ 


lionaire who won or placed in 
seven stakes, all graded, and 
finished third in the Breeders' 
Cup Juvenile Stakes-Gl. 

Lyracist, now 13, stood the 
2009 season for $3,500 five 
foal.

RICHARD’S KID: GRADE 1 
STAR FROM MARYLAND 


M aryland-based trainer 
Richard W. (Dickie) 
Small took it in good 
stride when Richard's Kid's 
new California connections 
sent him out to a stunning 
($50.80) upset over one-time 
horse of the year candidate 
Einstein (Brz) in the $1 million 
Pacific Classic Stakes-G1 at Del 
Mar on September 6. 

“I wish him well; I got a big 
kick out of it :,” says Small, who 
will be forever linked to the son 
of Lemon Drop Kid not just 
as his former trainer but as his 
namesake. 

Foaled four years ago at his 
breeder Robert E. Meyerhoff's 
Fitzhugh Farm in Phoenix, 
Md., Richard's Kid has in 
many ways vindicated Small's 
judgment—even if Small's 
name does not appear on the 
elite roster of Pacific Classic¬ 
winning trainers. 

Back in 1988, Small and 
Meyerhoff attended the 
Keeneland July Yearling sale 
together, in search of fillies 
who had the potential to prove 
themselves on the race track 
before mating to Broad Brush, 
Meyerhoff's top-notch home¬ 
bred runner just then begin¬ 
ning his illustrious stud career 
at Gainesway in Kentucky. 


Small, who trained $2.6 
million-earner Broad Brush 
throughout his career, recalls 
that Meyerhoff particularly 
wanted a daughter of Private 
Account. 

“There were only two 
Private Account fillies in the 
sale,” he says. “Mr. Meyerhoff 
liked one and I liked the other. 
Both were quite expensive, and 
he could only buy one. Mine 
came up first.” 

Meyerhoff paid $260,000 
for the Private Account filly 
out of multiple stakes winner 
Twenty Six Girl (by Blade), 
whom he ultimately named 
Richard's Choice. A half-sister 
to two stakes horses, includ¬ 
ing multiple stakes winner Kid 
Colin (by Broad Brush's close 
relative Baldski), Richard's 
Choice fizzled on the race 
track, retiring as a maiden after 
six starts. 

She redeemed herself by 
producing as her first foal 
Tough Broad, a 1992 daugh¬ 
ter of Broad Brush who, 
campaigning as a Meyerhoff 
homebred, won or placed in 13 
stakes, earning $395,132 under 
Small's tutelage. 

Tough Broad, however, 
proved only “so-so” during her 


first five years in the breeding 
shed. 

“Basically Mr. Meyerhoff 
was needling me,” acknowl¬ 
edges Small, when Tough 
Broad's fourth foal took on the 
registered name Richard's Kid. 

Richard's Kid required five 
tries to break his maiden (in 
September 2008 at Laurel), 
but went on to a three-race 
allowance-winning streak in 
late 2008 and early '09, then 
delivered a powerful perfor¬ 
mance while winning his stakes 
debut, the mile and an eighth 
John B. Campbell Handicap on 
February 14 at Laurel Park. 

The Campbell runner-up 
was Graham Motion-trained 
Bullsbay, who went on to win 
the Whitney Stakes-Gl and fin¬ 
ish third in Rachel Alexandra's 
Woodward Stakes-Gl at 
Saratoga. 

“It shows there are quality 
horses still here in Maryland,” 
says Small. “And it's good for 
the [stature] of the Campbell.” 
Winning the Campbell put 
Small in mind of the days 
when that race was won by big 
guns such as Kelso, Mongo and 
Broad Brush. 

Richard's Kid harks back 
to yesteryear for another rea¬ 
son-requiring at least a mile 
and an eighth to show his abili¬ 
ty. And stakes at a distance have 
become few and far between in 
the Mid-Atlantic. 

“In the old days, that was 
the kind of horse you dreamed 
of breeding,” notes Small. 


“Basically we had no place 
to run him without traveling 
thousands of miles.” 

Meyerhoff and Small were 
approached by a bloodstock 
agent after Richard's Kid fin¬ 
ished fourth in the William 
Donald Schaefer Stakes-G3 
on the May 16 Preakness 
Stakes-Gl undercard. “It was 
a hefty offer, the kind you have 
to take,” Small says. 

Purchased by Arnold 
Zetcher LLC, Richard's Choice 
joined the stable of Bob 
Baffert. The Pacific Classic was 
his third start (all at Del Mar) 
since relocating to California. 
He finished next to last in the 
Eddie Read Stakes-Gl on July 
25 on the turf and missed by 
a nose in the August 5 Cougar 
II Handicap won by Unusual 
Suspect. 

In a style reminiscent of his 
maternal grandsire, Richard's 
Kid rallied wide in the stretch 
of the Pacific Classic, survived 
trouble when his jockey Mike 
Smith lost his whip a sixteenth 
of a mile from the finish, and 
snatched victory from Einstein 
by a neck, defeating 11 rivals in 
a final mile and a quarter time 
of 2:02.39 over the Pro-Ride 
synthetic surface. 

Favored Rail Trip, winner 
of the Hollywood Gold Cup 
Handicap-Gl in his last start 
on July 11, finished third. Also 
among the beaten field was 
Colonel John, hero of last 
year's Travers Stakes and Santa 
Anita Derby (both Grade 1). 
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Maryland-bred

From The Maryland Horse (published 1936 to 1997) and Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 


C YEARS 
AGO 

■ The third annual Md-At¬ 
lantic Thoroughbred Cham¬ 
pionships (MATCH) series 
concluded in bizarre fashion, 
but the leader going into the 
final day, William M. Backer's 
Crab Grass, was the top horse 
of the series at the end of the 
day 

Having won or placed in 
five of the six previous races 
in the filly and mare sprint 
division, Crab Grass needed 
only a third-place finish in 
Delaware Park’s Sweet and 
Sassy Stakes to clinch the 
top place in the competition. 
She entered the starting gate 
without a problem, but didn’t 
exit as the field broke, having 
lodged her head behind a steel 
pole in the gate. By the time 
she got free, the others were 
long gone. 

The final race of the 
series was the Mario Beneito 
Memorial Handicap for older 
male sprinters on the dirt at 
Penn National, and a victo- 
ry by Janis Gerace’s Loaded 
Gun, the odds-on favorite, 
would give him the series tide. 
But Loaded Gun reared in 
the gate, broke badly and was 
never in contention. 

Crab Grass earned a 
$100,000 bonus for Backer 
and a $50,000 bonus for her 


trainer, Barclay Tagg, in addi¬ 
tion to the $40,000 bonus for 
leading her division ($25,000 
to the owner and $15,000 to 
the trainer.) 

Universally respected 
horseman Charlie Peoples, 
the longtime farm manager 
and trainer for Bayard Sharp, 
died at the age of 75. 

The team of Sharp and 
Peoples, together for more 
than 50 years, was respon¬ 
sible for 27 stakes winners, 
including Dixieland Band, 
Baron de Vaux, Papal Power, 
Mississippi Mud and Troilus. 

■ The Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale 
swelled to three days and 
established new records for 
gross ($9,849,700 from 514 
sold) and average ($19,163). 
The leading consignor by aver¬ 
age ($149,667) was Virginia’s 
Morgan’s Ford Farm. The 
top consignor by gross was 
Walnut Green (Jones Bros.), 
agent, selling 19 for $715,000. 

I Country Life Farm in Bel 
Air, Md., announced its new¬ 
est stallion, Malibu Moon, a 
young son of A.P Indy. 

“Not many colts stand 
their first season as a 3-year- 
old,” commented Josh Pons, 
“but both Raise a Native and 
Hail to Reason entered stud at 
3.” Malibu Moon, owned by a 
partnership of Country Life 
and B. Wayne Hughes, would 
stand for $3,000.

I Pimlico released its fall stakes 
schedule, and missing was the 
Pimlico Special. The oldest 
invitational race in the country 
was discontinued, at least tem¬ 
porarily, because “track officials 
were disposed to believe that 
the race Tad outlived its useful¬ 
ness,”’ reported The Maryland 
Horse . Officials pointed out that 
the Special hadn’t produced a 
Horse of the Year since Tom 
Fool in 1953. 

Noted The Maryland Horse: 
“While it is true that in the 
last five years the Special had 
not “crowned” a Horse of the 
Year, no one can dispute the 
overall quality of its winners.” 

The Pimlico Special would not be 
resurrected until 1988, when it 
returned as a handicap in the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club's Frank J. De 
Francis-era. Although removedfrom 
the calendar three times in the past 
decade due to economic constraints, 
when contested it remains an impor¬ 
tant fixture. In the 19 runnings since 
1988, five winners were named that 
season's Horse of the Year: Criminal 
Type, Cigar, Skip Away, Mineshaft 
and Invasor (Arg). In 1988, Horse 
of the YearAlysheba finishedfourth 
to Bet Twice. 

In the Pimlico Special's 22 his¬ 
toric runnings, from 1937 to 1958, 
10 winners were named Horse of 
the Year, and nine are in the Hall 
of Fame. 

■ The 20th annual Maryland 
Fall Sales was slated to be one 
of the largest and best-stocked 
in its history, led by the disper¬ 
sals of Samuel M. Pistorio and 
John Bromley (Cedar Farm). 

On the morning of the first 
day of the sale, Pistorio Farm 
near Ellicott City, Md., would 
be the location for the disper¬ 
sals (totaling 75 horses), plus 
the sale of 44 broodmares and 
weanlings owned by other con¬ 
signors. 

The sale would shift to the 
Timonium Fairgrounds to sell 
79 yearlings later in the day. 
The next morning, 35 race 
horses would be offered at 


Laurel Race Course. The sale 
was a joint operation of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and Fasig-Tipton 
Company. 

The closing of Pistorio Farm 
was a blow to the Maryland 
breeding industry—not only 
for the horses it had produced 
(the likes of Tuscany, Singing 
Beauty and Vertex, the latter 
bred by Frank Piarulli), but 
also for Pistorio’s “handiwork” 
as a construction firm mogul. 
It took him just six years to 
transform an 800-acre marshy 
tract of land into a showplace. 
Among the farm’s amenities 
was the 18-hole golf course 
Turf Valley. “Pressure of busi¬ 
ness” was prompting the sale 
of the Pistorio horse holdings. 

I Good news on the breed¬ 
ing front: Famed Glade Valley 
Farm near Frederick, Md., 
would continue to operate as a 
Thoroughbred nursery. 

Owner Colonel H.B. Marcus 
announced the incorporation 
of the farm, with veterinarian 
Robert A. Leonard becoming 
resident manager and one-third 
owner. Jack I. Bender was the 
third equal partner. 

I Laurel’s track improvements 
were completed and included 
enlargements to the racing 
strips-a new one-mile grass 
course and a dirt track that 
measured a mile and an eighth. 
Chutes for races at seven- 
eighths and one mile were also 
constructed.

]V1!att and Amie Haney 
belong to a demographic that's 
become all too rare in Mary¬ 
land-bright young people 
new to the business but eager 
to breed and race horses in this 
state. 

And their results so far 
have been off the charts. 

The Haneys are part-own¬ 
ers of two 2009 stakes winners: 


Amie's Legend (by Not For 
Love) and Sarah Cataldo (by 
Smarty Jones). 

They also own, on their 
own account, the 3-year-old 
filly Saar Treaty (by Saarland), 
a $50,000 Keeneland Novem¬ 
ber weanling purchase who 
was runner-up in last year's 
Missy Moo I Love You Stakes 
at Belmont Park. 


Their broodmare band is 
sparked by a multiple stakes 
producer: Amie's Legend's 
dam Lunar's Legend (by Pol¬ 
ish Numbers). 

But if their vision becomes 
reality, this is just the begin¬ 
ning of a long-running story 
for the Haneys' 112-acre Two 
Legends Farm, named for the

Matt Haney builds on 
Maryland legends

stars of their racing stable and 
broodmare band and located 
in Maryland's horse breeding 
mecca of Chesapeake City. 

As recently as four years 
ago. Matt Haney knew next to 
nothing about Thoroughbred 
racing. 

"I bought an inexpen¬ 
sive 4-year-old gelding with 
thoughts of running him in 
the Kentucky Derby/' he says 
with a laugh. 

But Haney, 41, proved to be 
a super-quick study. 

By then he was already a 
highly successful entrepre¬ 
neur, as a co-founder of PRO 
Physical Therapy, which grew 
to include 13 clinics in three 
states before Haney and his 
partners sold the business to 


Chicago-based ATI Physical 
Therapy in June 2006. 

Haney serves on the board 
of directors for ATI and is the 
chief merger and acquisition 
officer for the entire company. 

A physical therapist by 
training, he holds a master's 
degree from the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy and Sci¬ 
ence (today known as Univer¬ 
sity of the Sciences in Philadel¬ 
phia), which he attended on 
a partial athletic scholarship, 
playing basketball and base¬ 
ball. 

"Biomechanics and the 
physiology of movement are 
something that I've spent a 
lot of years studying," Haney 
says. "And it's much the same 
in humans and horses." 


Matt and Amie Haney 
were married in 1992, and she 
taught elementary school for 
two years until they welcomed 
their first child, Nathanael, in 
1994. Their family has since 
expanded with Johnathan, 
13; Emilie, 10; and 2-year-old 
Elizabeth, whom Matt refers 
to as the "farm baby." 

The Haneys were living 
near Wilmington, Del., when 
they first became involved 
with horses. But it was riding, 
not racing, that initially drew 
them in. 

Their daughter Emilie was 
born with Apert syndrome, 
a genetic disorder affecting 
bone formation and growth. 
Riding helps with balance and 
stability, as Matt Haney ex¬ 
plains it. Grooming horses has 
also been part of her therapy. 
"For instance, the circular mo¬ 
tion of the curry comb works a 
whole range of motion as well 
as muscle strengthening and 
stability," he says. 

"The whole family took rid¬ 
ing lessons," Haney explains. 
"We bought a Palomino and a 
Quarter Horse." 

Soon the Haneys found 
themselves traveling back 
and forth to Top Notch Farm, 
a hunter/jumper facility in 


Chesapeake City, with weary¬ 
ing regularity. 

"We loved the area," he 
says. "So we decided to move 
here. We bought 33 acres in 
Middletown, Del. [just over 
the state line from Chesapeake 
City]. Then we found out that 
there were plans for a high¬ 
way to go right through that 
farm, which put the brakes on 
that deal." 

When the Haneys first saw 
the property that would be¬ 
come Two Legends Farm, they 
were awed by its possibili¬ 
ties-and that was before they 
knew about its history. 

Situated right next to 
Woodstock Farm, the private 
enclave of the late legendary 
Maryland horsewoman Allaire 
duPont, the farm was origi¬ 
nally constructed as a semi- 
secluded portion of Wood- 
stock. DuPont maintained a 
commercial stallion operation 
there in the 1960s and into the 
'70s, with her flagship horse 
being Nearctic, who stood six 
seasons at Woodstock until his 
death in 1973. 

Eventually duPont decid¬ 
ed she'd had enough of the 
stallion business, with all of 
the traffic coming and going 
from her farm, and she sold 
that parcel to her friend E.P.

Taylor, who incorporated it 
into his vast Windfields Farm, 
then home to world-leading 
sire Northern Dancer (a son of 
Nearctic). It became known as 
Windfields's Northview An¬ 
nex, and housed the farm's 
second-string stallions until 
Windfields closed in 1988. 

Among its best-known 
occupants during the Wind- 
fields era was Halo, who rose 
to premier ranking as the sire 
of champions Glorious Song 
and Devil's Bag. 

When Windfields closed, 
its former Northview Annex 
briefly served as the site of a 
new stallion facility assembled 
by Richard Golden, Tom Bow¬ 
man and duPont, and known 
as Northview Stallion Station. 
In 1990, Northview Stallion 
Station relocated to its present 
site, at what had been Wind- 
fields's main stallion complex. 

Northview, the farm, was 
sold at that time to Ron and 
Elizabeth Cullis, who renamed 


it Plane Tree Farm. The Cul- 
lises maintained the property 
as a Thoroughbred breeding 
establishment, as well as a 
base for their daughter Heath¬ 
er's show horse operation, un¬ 
til selling it to the Haneys in 
October 2005. 

"We really liked it," says 
Matt Haney, "but it was a 
lot of land for us." That con¬ 
cern was resolved when the 
Haneys' riding instructor, Lisa 
Striplin, agreed to lease half of 
the farm and relocate her Top 
Notch Farm to the Haneys' 
new facility. 

"We began by replacing 
and repairing miles of fenc¬ 
ing," Haney recounts. Then 
fencing and footing was re¬ 
placed in the show ring. After 
that, the former stallion barn 
was transformed into a show 
barn. The focus then moved 
to re-facing and replacing the 
metal on the courtyard barns 
and rehabilitating a barn from 
the duPont era. 



"We put an addition on the 
already beautifully renovated 
farm house," Haney says. "We 
also built a 'sport court,' add¬ 
ed a swimming pool, and re¬ 
constructed the pond. Finally, 
we added a gated entrance." 

The Haneys permanently 
moved into the renovated 
house on January 1,2007. 

After getting to know the 
Cullises, Matt Haney became 
"intrigued" by horse racing, 
and bought three racing-aged 
geldings from them. Before 
long, he met Golden and Bow¬ 
man, and Golden's farm man¬ 
ager, David Wade, who became 
his mentors and partners. 

Haney's very first auction 
buy was Amie's Legend, an 
$180,000 purchase at the 2006 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga Se¬ 
lected Yearling sale. Bred by 
Wade in partnership with Bill 
Fitzgibbons, Amie's Legend 
campaigns for the partnership 
of Two Legends Farm, Golden 
and Wade. Trained by Gra¬ 
ham Motion, she captured the 
$50,000 Shine Again Stakes at 
Pimlico last May and has fin¬ 
ished first or second in six of 
her eight career starts for earn¬ 
ings of $98,370. 

Haney privately purchased 
Lunar's Legend a few months 
after acquiring Amie's Leg¬ 
end. The 16-year-old mare is 
also the dam of multiple stakes 
winner Celestial Legend, a 
daughter of City Zip who was 
the champion Maryland-bred 
2-year-old filly of 2005. 

One of four broodmares 
owned solely or in partnership 
by the Haneys, and residing at 
Two Legends, Lunar's Legend 
is in foal to Lemon Drop Kid. 

The other mares, each just 
beginning her broodmare ca¬ 
reer, are Kissemilie (by Broken 
Vow), the Haneys' first win¬ 
ner and a half-sister to stakes 
winner Lycurgus who is now 
in foal to Not For Love; Knock 


Out Queen (by Two Punch), in 
foal to Fairbanks; and Starting- 
overagain (by Officer), in foal 
to Dance With Ravens. 

The Haneys also own, by 
themselves or in partnership, 
seven horses in training, di¬ 
vided among Motion and Tim 
Woolley at Fair Hill Training 
Center and Dickie Small at 
Laurel. 

Sarah Cataldo, trained 
by Small and owned in part¬ 
nership with Tom and Chris 
Bowman and Milton Hig¬ 
gins, brought the Haneys 
their richest win to date when 
she scored in the $75,000 Tax 
Free Shopping Distaff Stakes 
for Delaware certified fillies 
and mares on August 22 at 
Delaware Park. The Haneys 
acquired their interest in her 
privately after she was sold 
for $110,000 at the 2007 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale to dissolve a 
breeding partnership. In sev¬ 
en starts, three wins, she has 
earned $81,560. 

Going to the races to watch 
their horses run is "one of the 
favorite activities we do as a 
family, rated right up there 
with attending our boys ball 
games," says Haney. He and 
Amie attend "almost all" the 
races with their daughters, 
while their sons sometimes 
opt for other interests. 

Now that his own racing 
and breeding operation is 
becoming well-established, 
Haney is looking to bring ad¬ 
ditional new owners into the 
business. Partnership oppor¬ 
tunities are detailed at www. 
twolegendsfarm.com. 

"We've introduced at least 
a dozen people who had never 
even been to the races," Haney 
says. "I tell them all: 'Don't ex¬ 
pect to get rich owning horses. 
It's entertainment-like buy¬ 
ing season tickets to the Ra¬ 
vens.' " ^

Richard's Kid, a 4-year- 
old colt by Lemon Drop Kid, 
earned $600,000 for his break¬ 
out performance in Califor¬ 
nia, accounting for the bulk of 
Fitzhugh's $700,005 in purse 


earnings during the period. 
Fitzhugh was credited with 
another stakes winner dur¬ 
ing the week, as 5-year-old 
Encaustic captured the Labor 
Day Stakes at Mountaineer 
Park on September 7. Both 
Richard's Kid and Encaustic 
campaign for other owners. 

Overall, four of eight start¬ 
ers bred by Fitzhugh won races 
during the period. 

Meyerhoff has owned and 
operated 300-acre Fitzhugh 
Farm in Phoenix, Md., since 


1963. Previous star home- 
breds for Meyerhoff and his 
late wife, Jane Meyerhoff, in¬ 
clude multiple Grade 1 win¬ 
ner and leading sire Broad 
Brush (a two-time Maryland-

Sadly, 
Reethia succumbed to cancer at Long's farm in Woodbine, 
Md., on September 10, four days after the show; she was 27. 


Citidancer's runners 
good to the last one 


Country Life Farm's suc- 
cesful sire Citidancer, who at 
age 22 resides as a pensioner 
at his longtime home in Bel 
Air, was retired from active 
stud in 2005 due to declin¬ 
ing fertility, a problem that 
plagued him throughout his 
career. From 15 crops, he sired 
356 foals, an average of fewer 
than 24 foals per crop (his big¬ 
gest crop numbered 38). 

In early 2006, the carefully 
managed stallion was bred to 
a handful of the farm's own 
mares. The result was two 
more foals-current 2-year- 
olds The Last Dancer and 
Marvelous Night-and both 
competed on the Timonium 
card of August 29, with The 
Last Dancer scoring in a maid¬ 
en special weight by two and 
a quarter lengths. 

The Last Dancer, Citidanc¬ 
er's last registered foal, was 
born on March 3 out of Eastern 
Connection, a winning daugh¬ 
ter of Danzig Connection and 
a half-sister to stakes winners 
Carrolls Favorite and Our 
Friend Hidayet. Bred in the 
name of Country Life Farm 


and Eastern Connection LLC, 
the bay filly, a half-sister to 
graded stakes-placed Jet Pros¬ 
pector, was sold for $15,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
May 2-year-olds in training 
sale to current owner/trainer 
John Salzman Jr. 

Making her fifth start, and 
coming in off a second-place 
finish in a maiden race at Lau¬ 
rel Park, The Last Dancer was 
on the lead throughout in the 
four-furlong race as the 9-10 
favorite. 

Earlier in the day. Country 
Life's own Marvelous Night 
made her debut in a maiden 
claiming race and finished 
fourth. The bay filly, foaled on 
January 27, is out of multiple 
stakes winner Conradley, by 
Allen's Prospect. Country Life 
also owns Marvelous Night's 
year-older full brother, Citi- 
gambler, who is showing great 
potential and is close to a re¬ 
turn to the races. 

Josh Pons, whose family 
owns and operates Country 
Life and Merryland Farms, 
said the aging Citidancer re¬ 
mains a farm favorite.

er Arnold Zetcher bought him 
privately, based on his trainer 
Bob Baffert's hunch that the 
horse would take to Califor¬ 
nia's synthetic tracks. 

Richard's Kid left Mary¬ 
land after finishing fourth in 
the William Donald Schaefer 
Stakes-G3 on the May 16 
Preakness Stakes-Gl under¬ 
card.

A crowd of 13,178 came out 

for the day restricted to runners bred in the Garden 
State. 

Broome, a regular on the Monmouth Park 
backstretch, started his four breeding wins with 
Mi Cugat in the sixth. That was followed by Our 
Girl Friday in the seventh and then Lucky James 
and Hermosillo. Broome owns and trains all but 
Hermosillo. 

Owned by Kenwood Racing, Hermosillo took 
control from the start and never looked back, 
covering the mile and a sixteenth over a fast main 
track in 1:44.41. Luna Park was six lengths behind 
the winner and Cuba was another head back in third. 

"I wanted to get this horse to the early lead 
because he likes to be on the front end,” said winning 


jockey Pedro Cotto Jr. "If I had to go fast to get there, 
I was going to go fast. It just worked out that I didn’t 
have to use too much energy to get to the front and

he was able to relax most of the way. Once I asked 
him, he just kicked into another gear and ran off.” 

Trained by Stephen L. DiMauro, Hermosillo 
earned $60,000 for his efforts. The 5-year-old gelding 
by Sea of Secrets from the Black Tie Affair (Ire) mare 
Exquisite Affair has now won five of his 34 starts and 
earned $277,501. 

In the New Jersey Breeders’ Handicap, Lucky

Carlos Marquez Jr. gave the mare the patient trip 
she needed. “Everything worked perfect,” Marquez 
said. “Kevin told me to save all the ground going into 
the first turn and get her clear as soon as I could on 
the backside. When I asked, she finished very well.” 

Ask the Moon and Cape Cod Girl ran 1-2 in 
the early stages, while Talkin About Love got away 
seventh. The pacesetters stayed on gamely but were 
no match as Talkin About Love motored past on a 
five-wide sweep that carried her to a three-quarters of 
a length win. 

Talkin About Love, three times stakes-placed 
earlier this season, has won eight of her 27 career 
starts for earnings of $646,153. At 3, she captured 
the Grade 3 Monmouth Breeders’ Cup Oaks. She has 
to her credit a total of 10 stakes placings, including 
a third-place finish in the 2007 Fitz Dixon Cotillion 
Handicap-G2.

O n the first Sunday of 
Colonial Downs’s fall har¬ 
ness meet, which runs from 
September 8 through November 
7, the track, with the cooperation 
of the Virginia HBPA andVirginia 
Harness Horse Association, card¬ 
ed a combined 11 Standardbred 
and Thoroughbred races.

Racegoers seemed to enjoy 
the mixed card, evidenced in 
part by their crowding around 
the paddock to watch the Thor¬ 
oughbreds being saddled and 
paraded. Harness racing has no 
similar opportunity for interac¬ 
tion between fans and contes¬ 
tants. The paddock at Colonial 
for trotters and pacers is in the 
receiving barn on the backside, 
far removed from fans. 

And, of course, watching 
horses run and jump over hurdles 
was a novelty for most harness 
horsemen and fans. 

The unique mixed card was an 
effort by the horsemen’s groups 
and Colonial Downs to attract 
more fans by experimenting with 
a new entertainment product. Fall

racing in Virginia and elsewhere 
suffers from competition with 
other weekend sporting events, 
notably high school, college and 
professional football. 

From the VHBPA’s perspec¬ 
tive, the mixed card also provided 
another opportunity for its mem¬ 
bers to race on Colonial’s excel¬ 
lent turf course, which is at its 
best in the fall. 

Old Dominion Turf 
Championship 

The Virginia HBPA again 
sponsored a fall series of four 
Virginia-bred or Virginia-sired 
flat races at steeplechase meets. 
The races, for 3-year-olds and 
up with a weight allowance for 
maidens, were carded at Foxfield 
(Charlottesville), Virginia Fall 
(Middleburg), Morven Park 
(Leesburg) and the International 


Gold Cup (The Plains). Distances 
varied from six and one-half fur¬ 
longs to a mile and an eighth. 

The first three races carried 
purses of $5,000 and served as 
qualifiers for the $20,000 cham¬ 
pionship race at the International 
Gold Cup on October 17. Com¬ 
plete results and charts are avail¬ 
able at www.centralentryoffice.

The board 
meets monthly in Warrenton, 
usually in the afternoon of the 
second or third Tuesday of the 
month.
